Federal bookkeeping 
adjustments will subtract more 
than $100,000 from Virginia 
Beach's federal revenue sharing 
checks for fiscal 1974. 

The city's $3,778,648 allocation 
will be $106,744 less than had been 
projected for the fiscal year which 
began July l, the Office of Revenue 
Sharing announced. The funds will 
be mailed to Virginia Beach in four 
installments in October 1973, and 
January, April and June, 1974. 

Other Tidewater communities , in 
contrast, will receive substantial 
bonuses from the bookkeeping 
adjustments, Here are their fiscal 
1974 revenue sharing allocations: 
—Hampton gets $3,503,689 in fiscal 
1974, including a $540,044 bonus. 

-Norfolk gets $7,707,109, 
including a $150,684 bonus. 

—Portsmouth gets $2,777,075, 
including a $54,293 bonus. 

—Newport News gets $3,458,162, 
including a $67,610 bonus. 

—Chesapeake gets $2,241,923, 
including a $43,832 bo nus.

WASHINGTON 

Reps. G. William Whitehurst (R- 
Va.) and Robert W. Daniel Jr. (R- 
Va.) voted with the majority of the 
house this week to kill any 
consideration this year of a pay 
raise for the congressmen, federal 
judges and top-level federal 
executives. 

The crucial 271-156 vote came on 
a rule under which a pay raise bill 
would have been brought to the 
House for final action. 

The effect of the vote was to 
delay until next January any pay 
raises that President Nixon will 
recommend, acting on the advice 
of a special Presidential 
Commission. The commission 
reportedly had recommended to 
Nixon that the current $42,000 
congressional salaries be raised to 
$55,000. 

The bill killed this week by the 
House would have moved to Aug. 31 
the date by which the President 
must recommend salary increase. 
The date change above was passed 
by a voice vote of the Senate. 

ALSO THIS week, as Republican 
efforts to block a pay raise were 
made on several fronts, Whitehurst 



signed a Congressional letter 
urging President Nixon not to 
recommend any pay raise. 

Daniel did not sign the letter, but 
"opposed the pay raise at this time 
because of inflationary conditions 
of the economy." a spokesman 
said. = 

In the Senate last week, Sen. 
Wm. L. Scott voted for and Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd Jr. voted against 
killing a measure to freeze 
congressional salaries at $42,500 
unless Congress approved an 
increase in a record vote. The 
measure was rejected 53 to 40. 

THE EXISTING salary increase 
mechanism, established by 
Congress 6 years ago, puts pay 
hikes into effect automatically 
within 30 days after the President 
issues recommendations unless 
either house vetos them. 

The strategy behind the Senate- 
rejected measure was to block a 
pay raise by forcing members to 
vote on it, something which is often 
difficult to justify to voters. 

The last congressional pay raise 
in 1969 went into effect without 
members of Congress having to go 
on the record for or against it. At 
that time, their salaries were 
raised from $30,000 to the current 
$42,500 level.

Virginia Beach City Councilman 
Charles Gardner will delay until 
late August introducing formally to 
council an ordinance to remove all 
"obscene" magazines from local 
newsstands. Gardner submitted a 
proposed ordinance and 
explanation to council members at 
the council's informal session July 
9. 

Gardner said he is presently 
preparing another handout for the 
councilmen to study which should 
answer any questions they might 
have concerning the proposed 
ordinance. He cites this, along with 
not wanting to have the ordinance 
introduced at a meeting where the 
agenda is already crowded, as 
reasons for postponing any formal 
action. 

Gardner says he plans to make 
no major revisions in the ordinance 
between now and the time he 
presents it to council for a vote. 
"The way it's written now is just 
about a good as it can be done for 
its particular purpose," Gardner 
said. "I see no compelling reason 
to change it." 

"I guess the main reason for 
waiting to present it, is that I'm 
just kind of slow moving — I did the 
same thing with my public nudity 
ordinance," he said. 

The ordinance calls for the 
removal of magazines with 
"nudie" pictures from store 
shelves where juveniles are 
allowed as a part of the general 
public. The magazines could be 
sold on an under-the-counter basis 
to adults only— anyone 18 years or 
older. Gardner stated the 
ordinance has received much more 
publicity than he anticipated. He 
said he has heard both pro and con 
arguments from councilmen and 
friends. 

"As far as the feedback, 90 per 
cent or better are in favor of this 
type of thing," Gardner said. 
"Some of them are in favor of it 
with reservations." 

Gardner said the problem with 
most people was that they related 
the ordinance to their own age 
group. 

"Yet, when they relate it down to 
their children — the picture 
changes," he said. "Usually they 
are thinking of their own 
consumption." 

Opponents of the ordinance have 
questioned Gardner concerning 
enforcement of the ordinance, its 
vague wording, its legality and 
effectiveness. 



GARDNER RETAINS the 

position that the ordinance spells 
out exactly what is or is not 
obscene, despite the fact that no 
guidelines as to which magazines 
would not be permissible have been 
established. The actual 
maintenance of the ordinance 
would be left up to individual 
distributors and dealers. Legal 
action would have to be taken 
through the courts. 

"The jury system is used in 
every other legal matter," 
Gardner said. "Then, why now 
should this system fall down in this 
particular case?" 

Gardner added, however, that he 
feels that he feels the nation will 
see a change in what is being 
published. "When standards are 
what they are, there's no question 
that they're going to change what 
they put out," he said.

Concerning the right to legislate 
morality, with which some persons 
have expressed concern, Gardner 
said he doesn't think people are 
stopping "to think about what they 
are actually saying." 

"With any law — basically, when 
you get right down to it — that's 
what you're doing," he said. 
"Practically all laws deal with 
some kind of moral issue." 

QUESTIONED AS TO whether 
his ordinance would cover nude 
museum pieces, Gardner said he 
has never been hi a mifcearrt Where 
art that the ordinance would cover 
was on display. 

"We're talking about 
exploitation of sex, and it's hard to 
put an art piece in that category 
with having something specific to 
consider." 

As far as the display of nudes in 
the Boardwalk Art Show, Garder 
said each picture or piece of art 
would have to be considered 
separately. "This is one of those 
questions that is going to come 
up," he said. "I think by the time 
that would come up again, we 
would have some other decisions in 
other localities that would help us 
decide." 

OTHER PERSONS have 
confronted Gardner asking for 
proof that such magazines are 
actually harmful. Gardner admits 



that there is no concrete evidence 
that the material "has any ill 
effects. "Of course," he adds, "the 
Supreme Court has made 
statements that in many areas 
where no proof may be absolute, 
there may be sufficient evidence to 
have legislation." 

"The media, no matter what 
form, does influence what we think 
"I don't think many people want 
their children reading magazines 
where adultery is portrayed almost 
as a virtue and where the orgy is 
talked about in frank terms." 

"It's the same way with 
lesbianism — by just exposing a 
child to any of these things that 
look like they may be satisfying or 
gratifying, he begins to think that 
it's all right. The more a person is 
exposed to it, the more normal it 
seems." 

GARDNER HAS sent for studies 
from the government printing 
office which he says will show the 
harmful effects of obscene 
material, and he is continuing to 
"dig up all court cases dealing with 
this matter." He will combine all 
this material in his handout for the . 
council. 

Despite the amount of publicity 
and the fact that Gardner 
presented council with his 
proposed ordinance more than two, 
weeks ago, the majority of council 
members have not yet read what 
they call "Mr. Gardner's 
ordinance." 

Most councilmen say they are 
waiting to hear comments from 
City Attorney J. Dale Bimson when 
the ordinance is placed on the 
agenda. This is, however, in direct 
opposition to their weektv plea for 
more time to study proposed 
legislation. 

One councilman commented that 
this was the general pattern of 
action by most council members 
and that the ordinance will more 
than likely be deferred for a week 
4*hen it is finally presented. 
Council members did not know that 
action on the ordinance would be 
postponed until late August — they 
are notified of the scheduled 
agenda on the Thursday prior to 
council meetings. 

BIMSON. DECLINED any 

comment on the ordinance, saying 
that he is reviewing it at the 
present time but hasn't "done 
much study of it."

Three of eleven Virginia Beach City 
Councilmen refused to supply The Sun 
with financial disclosure statements for 
publication after receiving a June 25th 
letter requesting the information from 
all city council members and the city 
manager. Those declining the 
opportunity to make their financial 
interests public were Mayor Robert 
Cromwell, Councilman Robert Callis 
and Councilman George Ferrell. 

Complying with The Sun's request for 
the statements were Councilmen John 
Baum, Charles Gardner, Dr. Clarence 
Holland, D. Murray Malbon, Donald 
Rhodes, J. Curtis Payne, Vice-mayor 
Reid Ervin and City Manager Roger 
Scott. Councilman Floyd Waterfield said 
he would File a statement with the city 
clerk as soon as he had the time to 
prepare it. 

The Sun solicited the financial 
statements from the city officials after a 
resolution, which would have required 



the annual filing of financial disclosure 
statements by councilmen, the city 
manager and other appointed officials, 
was rejected by the council. The 
resolution was introduced by Ervin at 
the council's May 21st meeting. It was 
defeated by a 6-5 vote at the June 4th 
council meeting. 

ERVIN'S RESOLUTION would have 
included a list of the official's real estate 
holdings, significant income greater 
than $5,000 and any corporation or 
business in which a city official or his, 
spouse is an officer. It would have called 
upon appointees to boards and 
commissions to file similar statements. 

Several councilmen criticized the 
resolution for not having a penalty for 
failure to comply and for not including a 
list of stockholdings. 

The Sun solicited the financial 
statements on a voluntary basis, 
changing Ervin 's resolution to include 
significant income greater than $3,000 
and a list of corporations in which the 
official or his spouse holds stock. 



Each councilman receives $4,800 
annual compensation from the city. 

In declining to supply his financial 
statement, Mayor Cromwell stated that 
he voted against the resolution and feels 
"state statutes adequately cover the 
matter." Cromwell's salary as mayor is 
$6,000 a year, as is recorded in the city 
budget. 

CALLIS WAS THE only council 
member who voted for the original 
resolution who refused to submit his 
financial statement for publication. 

"I think it's pretty unusual that a 
newspaper is even requesting such a 
thing as a financial statement," Callis 
said. I voted for the resolution and I'd be 
glad to vote for it again, but until that 
time, I see no reason to rush into it." 

Callis questioned how public a city 
official's personal life should be. "Do 
you think you should know if I go to the 
doctor or a psychiatrist just because I 
am in public office? Where is the limit on 
it?" 

Ferrell said he hadn't thought much 
about supplying his statement to the 



newspaper when he was contacted in 
following up the solicitation letter. 

"What do you want to know how much 
I make for?," Ferrell asked. "Like I said 
at the council meeting when we voted on 
this, if you can get the sheriff and the 
rest of the elected officials to make a 
financial disclosure. I'd be perfectly 
willing to supply one. I don't see why 
we're just picking on the city council." 

AT THE TIME of the introduction of 
Ervin's resolution Ferrell advocated 
making the resolution more inclusive to 
cover all city officials, as well as 
including a listing of companies in which 
the official holds stock. 

Scott, after a month's deliberation, 
decided to supply his financial statement 
for publication. He stated, however, "I 
don't think it is fair for you to force me to 
supply this information." 

After accusing The Sun of "media 
blackmail," he added that the newspaper 
would, "probably like it better" if he 
didn't supply a statement— "then you'd 
have more to write about."

'recorded in a page one story of today's Sun. 

Among those complying was City Manager 
Roger Scott. Before volunteering the 
information, however, Scott made mention of 
''media blackmail" and commented, "You'd 
probably like that (if he had not supplied the 
information) even better — then you'd have 
more to write about." 

Aside from the knee-jerk hostility .in that 
remark/ it's thought reflects more truth than 
is evident immediately. 

Sure enough, our account begins with the 
three councilmen who declined to make their 
financial interests public. The content of the 
statements which were provided follows. But 
mis does not mean that the financial 
statements themselves do not contain 
important material. 

The point is— as public officials, entrusted 
with our welfare and our money, attitude 
toward the governed is no less crucial than 
capability of performance. 

Citizens have an understandable — if not 
*. -always legal — concern with the interests of 

* our leaders. Government officials' holdings 
«B create conflicts where private gain may take 
: r precedence oyer public good. 

' If the electorate is aware of situations 

* where conflicts might arise, it may be on 
' : f guard against them. As Scott's remark

v S • If an elected representative (or paid 

- administrator like Scott) feels intimidated or

integrity or an insult to character. It is a 

responsibility to those who hold officials 

* accountable for the actions they take in the 
name of the public. 

Certainly, we hope the information 
contained in the financial statements is studied 

..and duly noted by concerned citizens. This is 

' not second-rate material. 

- There is one other item to make clear. 
Despite his comment, Scott provided a 
statement, and we thank him for it. His action 
indicates an honest desire to be responsible to 
the public. j. 

True, public officials are often hard- 

11 worked. Their positions call for a certain type 
of character. But with the honor comes a 
responsibility beyondthatofaprivate citizen's. 
A special attitude is required of those who 
represent us. An office-holder's view of his 
position — reflected by voluntary financial 
disclosure — is important. 

FOI weakened 

It was only a matter of hours Monday 
before Virginia Beach Del. Glenn B. 
McClanan responded to an opinion issued by 
State Attorney General Andrew P. Miller 
which would have allowed local governing 
bodies to hold closed sessions and evade the 
Freedom of Information Act by admitting one 
or more citizens in their deliberations. 

McClanan promptly sent a letter to the 
director of the Division of State Legislative 
Services requesting the drafting of a bill that

It's known officially as the Virginia 
Beach-Norfolk Expressway or Virginia 
highway 44. It connects with interstate 
highways 264 and 64. It's known 
unofficially as simply the expressway or 
the toll road. 



Newcomers to the area are often 
confused by locals who give directions 
by saying, ''Get on the toll road," when 
there are other roads with tolls imposed 
on them, such as the road to Portsmouth 
(Portsmouth tunnel), or the road to the 
eastern shore (Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel) or the road to Hampton 
(Hampton Roads Tunnel). 

But the newcomer soon learns that the 
only ways to get to Norfolk from the 
Beach, or vice versa, is on the toll road 
or on Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

THE TOLL ROAD costs either 25 cents 
or a dime, depending on where the 
driver enters the road. The boulevard is 
free, but so highly congested, even in 
non-rush hours, that most drivers opt for 
the toll road with its 70 miles-per-hour 
speed limit and the absence of stop 
lights. 

The only non-stop road leading to 
Norfolk is already obsolete. It has only 
two lanes for traffic in either direction. 
Traffic often comes to a standstill in the 
morning in the Norfolk direction and in 
the afternoon tn the Virginia Beach 
direction. 

Newcomers to the area who are used 
to big-city freeway driving are often 
amazed that the only "freeway" in the 
city is not free and has so few lanes for 
the thousands of cars which use it every 
day. 

HOWEVER, despite its obvious 
shortcomings, the toll road is better than 
nothing, which is what existed before it 
was completed in December, 1967. 

Prior to that date, the only way 
vas on th e boul e va rd . 
"Back at that time, everybody said they 
weren't going to use the road," 
said W.O. Stakes, toll facilities superin- 
tendent for the Virginia Beach-Norfolk 
Expressway. 



"They said they wouldn't pay to - ride 
on it and they would continue to use 
Virginia Beach Boulevard," Stakes 
continued. "We simply weren't prepared 
for the population boom. We're now 
doing what they expected would need to 
be done sometime in the 1980s." 

What they are now doing to improve 
the expressway is the planning of two 
cloverleaf interchanges, one at 
Independence Boulevard (the entrance- 
exit most heavily used) and one at 
Rosemont Road (which has no entrance 
going to the beach). Maintenance funds 
are now being used to purchase rights- 
of-way for construction of the two 
interchanges. 



THE NON-EXISTENT Rosemont 
Road entrance, if it did exist, would have 
been so close to the main toll collection 
area that it was not deemed feasible to 
have an entrance there at all. . 

"At the time the road was buik," 
Stakes said, "Windsor Woods didn't 
exist at all. The traffic studies didn't 
warrant an entrance at Rosemont Road. 
Princess Anne Plaza was there, and that 
was all. 

"So they put an entrance at 
Lynnhaven, because that is on the other 
side of the Plaza . People could get on the 
road there to go to the beach. There was 
nothing then on the other side of 
Rosemont Road," Stakes continued. 

The situation exists at the Birdneck 



Road toll road exit There is an exit on 
the way to the beach, but no exit there 
for cars heading west. Again, Stakes 
said that Birdneck Road is so close to the 
beach that a toll road entrance was not 
warranted. 

IN THE MONTH of June, tolls 
collected on the road averaged $13,406.34 
per day. The daily average collection 
drops somewhat in the wintertime when 
there is less traffic going to the beach, 
Stakes said. 

In June, the total revenue for the road 
was $402,196, according to E. H. Orange, 
director of toll facilities for the state of 
Virginia. Orange oversees the operation 
of all toll facilities in the area, except the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel. 

The main toll collection plaza near 
Rosemont Road collected $326,000 in 
June. The busiest day so far, since the 
road has been in existence, was July 6 of 
this year, when 50,287 cars used the 
road. 

Orange said that he expects July 
income, when all the figures are totaled, 
to exceed June income somewhat. 



WHERE DOES ALL the money go? It 
goes toward maintenance, operation and 
retirement of the $34 million bond used 
to build the road. A 40-year bond issue 
was voted in 1965, with four per cent 
interest. So far, $1.8 million of that bond 
has been retired, Orange said. Stakes 




promised that the Virginia Department 
of Highways would eliminate all tolls 
once the bond is paid off. 

The highway improvement fund now 
contains $5 million, which is being used 
to finance the two interchanges. Toll 
receipts are also used to pay the salaries 
of the 18 toll collectors who work at the 
main toll plaza. 

Some receipts are lost to toll violators 
and theft, Stakes said. He said that some 
people try to run the 25-cent toll 
collection, mainly at night, and more 
people run the 10-cent automatic toll 
collection points. 



NOTHING HAPPENS to a toll violator 
unless the driver is actually caught in 
the act by a state trooper or a city 
policeman, Stakes said. Then the 
violator can be given a ticket, usually 
amounting to a $10 fine, plus court costs. 
The fine levied may be higher in some 
cases. 

"If we see them run the quarter toll, 
and we catch their license number, I 
write them a nasty letter, but it doesn't 
do much good," Stakes said. "I just tell 
them that we will have a warrant issued 
for them if we ever catch them doing it 
again." 

There is no way to catch violators at 
the 10-cent toll machines either, 
although the machines do record the 
number of violations automatically. 

Thefts from the automatic toll 
collection machines are "very few and 
far between," Stakes said, although 
some break-ins have been attempted. 

ON THE OTHER side of the picture, 
there are those toll road users who are 
unfailingly honest. Some put IOUs on the 
side of the automatic collection boxes, 
and some even follow through by 
sending in a dime to Stakes, he said.

Hotline {4274111) is warming up.. . 



If you've tried to get the number 
for the Virginia Beach city 
•Hotline," and found it wasn't 
listed in the directory or with 
directory assistance, it's not 
because it doesn't exist — or at 
least not exactly. 

The number is not listed logically 
under "Hotline" as it has been 
billed, but rather it is the same 
number as the city information and 
services — 427-4111. 

You can get the number by 
asking directory assistance for the 
city information number or you 
may find it buried in the Virginia 
Beach city directory listings under 
the heading of General Services, as 
information and services. 

Sam Clay, director of public 
libraries and information, said the 
number was not listed as "Hotline" 
for two reasons. The city did not 
want people to think it was strictly 
for emergency situations, for did 
they want it to be confused with a 
Norfolk newspaper column. Clay 
added that the number will remain 
listed as information and services, 
but it will be placed in the box 
marked "frequently used 
numbers" under Virginia Beach in 
next year's telephone directory. 

Clay also noted that he felt the 
term "Hotline" came from the 
press coverage of the installation 
of the new service. However, 
several newspaper articles quoted 
him as using the term and several 
city officials remarked that they 
had heard Clay refer to the number 
as the "Hotline." 

Plans for the "Hotline" service 
were orgininally announced in 
January after funds had been 
appropriated in the city budget. 
The service is designed to serve the 
citizens who have complaints and 



to act as a center for basic 
municipal information. 

"We haven't been pushing it 
because we didn't have the 
equipment, the rewiring and the 
additional phones to handle the 
calls," Clay said. "We've been 
waiting four and a half months for 
First Colony Telephone to 
complete the new system." 

Clay explained that the city is 
installing a rotary number system, 
where "there will wind up being 
four telephone lines for 
information and when one number 
is busy, the call will ring over to 
one of the other lines." However, 
once the lines are full, the caller 
will get a busy signal. 

Under the present turret 
switchboard system, there is only 
one main operator to answer calls 
in the information booth located on 
the first floor of city hall. As the 
calls come in, they stack up until 
they are answered. 

"There have been complaints 
that people think we aren't 
answering the phone or that no one 
is here," Clay said. "Under the 
present system, you will never get 
a busy signal and a caller may 
have to wait as long as 10 minutes 
for an answer." 

Clay estimated that the city gets 
about 200 calls a day at the 
information number and about 40 
to 50 of those calls are transferred 
to the "Hotline" information lines 
in the city manager's office, Along 
with the phones, and a staff of one, 
an up-to-date data file of current 
listing and ordinance information is 
maintained. Plans are to add an 
additional staffer once the new 
telephone system is co mpleted . 

The whole system of the ring 
over numbers will be evaluated on 
a trial basis for three months and 



the volume of calls will be checked 
at no cost to the city according to 
Joe Ackaway, manager of First 
Colony Telephone. 

Ackaway said that the phone 
company tried to discourage the 
city from discharging the turret 
system and replacing it with rotary 
numbers. 

"I think they're going to overload 
the telephones," Ackaway said. 
"At least with the turret you will 
eventually get an answer, while 
with the new system, when the 
lines are loaded vou'll set a busy 
signal. If you're unlucky, it would 
be possible to get a busy signal for 
hours." 

He added he thinks it will take the 
city about a month to figure out that 
they want the turret system back. 

Ackaway said the additional 
phones had been installed several 
months ago, and that the city had 
not communicated the urgency to 
replace the turret system. The 
company has been waiting on the 
order for the new key system, 
which arrived two weeks ago, to be 
delivered before completing the 
protect. 

"The rewiring was recently 
completed, and all that is left is to 
remove the turret system and 
throw all the 411 numbers over to 
the new phones," Ackaway said. 
"This should be completed by this 
week." 

Future plans for the system 
include a recorded answering 
service whenever city hall is closed 
and eventually full-time operators 
to man the phones. Clay said the 
office of public informations hopes 
to be able to coordinate its activity 
with the new Public Safety 
Building in two years, and [ 
take some of the burden off the 
police department who now 
handles all the after hours calls.

Many murder suspects eliminated 
as police investigation continues 



. . . And the air conditioning is off 



The lights were dim and 
the air conditioning was 
turned off last week at the 
Princess Anne Municipal 
Center, but not as a part of 
an ecological movement to 
conserve energy. The city 
was tying the air 
conditioning system for the 
new circuit court building 
into the complex's central 
air system. 

The city's central air 
conditioning system serves 
10 buildings, with a total of 
132,500 square feet of space. 
Run by two 325-ton chiller 

units, the system pulls 7.8 
million BTU's, which would 
compare to 40,000 BTU's 
required in a home central 
air system, according to 
Oral Lambert, of the 



city's general services 
department. The 
.closed-system circulates 
nearly 80,000 gallons of 
water. Lambert estimated 
that approximately two 
thousands gallons of water 
were lost when the pipes 
were cut to enlarge the lines 
for the addition of the new 
building. 

The air conditioning was 
turned off July 25 and 
remained off for three days, 
while temperatures in some 
offices and courtrooms 
reached the 90 degree mark. 
Lower floors in city hall 
were somewhat cooler than 
the third floor level. 

Many city employees tried 
to compensate for the lack 



of air conditioning by 
dressing in a more casual 
manner— no^ ties,, short 
sleeves for the men and 
sleeveless dresses for the 
women. Most of the lights 
were also turned off to cut 
down on the heat, and only 
lights coming in through the 
windows was used. All 
courtrooms except one have 
windows, and judges, as 
well as defendants felt the 
heat was on. The entire 
complex was affected with 
the exception of a few of the 

houses which are not using 
the main system. 

"The whole shut-down has 

broght on a flavor of 

yesteryear, with flies 



coming in the windows," 
Lambert said. "It will make 
us all more appreciative of 
the air conditioning when it 
is turned back on."

People of all social and 
economic backgrounds have 
been questioned by police in 
the co ntinuing investigatiQiL 
into the June 30th murder of 
two young women in a 
Beach Borough motel 
cottage. 

Capt. R. C. Davis, 
detective bureau 
commanding officer, said, 
"We have questioned many, 
many people locally, 
including respectable 
citizens who may have had 
the opportunity to commit 
the crime, but thus far have 
eliminated all known 
suspects." 



POLICE are still 
searching for the person or 
persons responsible for the 
slaying of Lynn Seethaler, 
19, and Janice Pietropola, 
19, both from Pittsburgh, 
Pa., whose partially clad 
bodies were found 
cottage at Farrar's Motel, 
10th Street and Atlantic 
Avenue. 

According to an autopsy 
report, both women had 
been shot, strangled and 
severely beaten about the 
upper body. The throat of 
Miss Seethaler had been 
slashed, and she had been 
shot twice in the head. Miss 
Pietropola had been raped 
and had three bullet wounds 
in the head. 



DAVIS said, "We are 
accumulating information 
on many crimes, including 
sex crimes similiar to this 
incident, throughout the 
United States and Canada." 
He explained that this move 
ased on the possibility of 



learning the identity of 
persons who may have been 
associated with this type of 
crime in the past. "We 
continue to be assisted," 
Davis continued, "by many 
state and federal law 
enforcement agencies in the 
investigation." 



"The local innkeepers as a 
group," Davis added, "have 
gone overboard to assist us 
in several ways, and we are 



in sympathy with the owner 
of the motel where the crime 
occured." He pointed out the 
investigation shows many 
visitors to the resort city 
refused accommodations in 
the motel, or checked out

SCOTT SUBMITTED the 
following information: a 
listing of real property 
including his residence at 
4504 Par Drive and half 
interest in a single-family 
dwelling at 3537 Sandf iddler 
Road; and stockholdings in 
Toyota Motors, Hiko-Bell 
Mining and Engineering, 
and Virginia Real Estate 
Investment Corp. Scott lists 
his salary as city manager, 
which is $34,680 as allocated 
in the city budget, to be his 
only source of income. 

ERVIN SUPPLIED The 

Sun with the information 
requested as well as copies 
of previous financial 
statements filed in the city 
clerk's office. Ervin has 
consistently filed an annual 
financial interest statement 
since his election to city 
council. He listed his home 
located at 115-77th Street, 
worth a total value of 
$96,000, as his only land 
holding. Ervin showed 
income sources to be Reid 
Associates Inc., a 
mechanical engineering 
firm, and city council. He is 
also a 50 per cent 
stockholder in Atlantic 
Investments Inc., "which 
has no assets, but holds a 99 
year lease on 200 feet of 
Oceanfront between 11th 
and 12th streets, Virginia 
Beach." 

Ervin said that while he is 
in favor of financial 
disclosure, he didn't think 
that most other council 
members were. In a letter to 
The Sun he stated that he 
"seriously questioned the 
statements of several 
opponents who said they 
would vote for a more 
restrictive proposal. In 
addition, the kind of 
information suggested for 
inclusion by one councilman 
would raise a very serious 
question of 
constitutionality." (Ervin 
was referring to the forced 
inclusion of stockholdings as 
a part of the resolutions 
which may conflict with 
state law.) 

City Councilmen John 
Baum and Charles Gardner 
placed their financial 
statement on file in the city 
clerk's office after The 
Sun's request for the 
information. 

BAUM CALLED The 

Sun's solicitation for 
financial statements from 
council members "a 
legitimate and good thing in 
light of what is taking place 
with Watergate." Baum's 
July 10 statement showed 
land holdings of three 
parcels in Blackwater 
Borough totalling 222 acres. 
He listed his salary as a 
councilman and money 
derived from farm 
operation to be his only 
sources of income and 
stated that he had no other 
stockholdings or business 
interests. 

GARDNER, following the 
original resolution, listed 
only income greater than 
$5,000, which eliminated his 
compensation as a city 
councilman in the listings. 
As sources of income he 



showed the Martha 
Washington Corporation, in 
which he also listed himself 
to be president and sole 
stock holder, as his major 
source of income with other 
income coming from 
property in Tennessee. He 
listed real property, owned 
by the Martha Washington 
Corp. and trading as the 
Hilton Inn, Copper Kettle 
Restaurant and Conference 
Center parking lot, on lots at 
8th Street and Atlantic 
Avenue. 

Other than being an 
corporate officer in the 
Martha Washington Corp., 
Gardner is director of the 
Innkeepers of Virginia 
Beach and the Virginia 
Beach Chamber of 
Commerce. His wife, 
Juanita is president of the 
Virginia Beach Civic Ballet, 
from which she derives no 
monetary value. 

He lists stocks owned by

Enterprises. 

PAYNE CITED two 

sources of income: Farm 
Bureau Insurance Co. and 
city council. He is one of 
four stockholders in Partee 
Ltd. which owns a miniature 
golf course at 25th Street 
and Pacific Avenue, from 
which he stated he derives 
no personal income, and he 
owns his home at 2845 
Landing Road with a 
mortgage. 



Ervin's resolution, saying it 
was not restrictive enough— 
that it did not call for a 
listing of stock holdings or a 
penalty for failure to file. 
Holland and Malbon voted 
against Ervin's original 
resolution, but supplied The 
Sun with financial 
statements. 

HOLLAND LISTED his 

home at 4328 Sandy Bay 
Drive as his only real estate 
holdings. As sources of 
income, he lists his city 
council salary and a private 
medical practice in Bayside 
on Pleasure House Road. He 
is on the board of directors 
of First and Merchants 
Bank and is a one-third 
partner in two farms on 
Salem Road.

Among 14 real 
estate holdings Malbon 
listed his residence at 2701 
Sandy Valley Road, a house 
and lot on Matt Lane, a 
house and lot and a house 
and 1.7 acres of land on 
South Birdneck Road, plus 
an additional six acres of 
land, 10 lots and partial 
interest in three other land 
parcels in Virginia Beach. 

As sources of significant 
income, Malbon listed 
Malbon Motor Co., Princess 
Anne Oil Company, Inc., 
State Farm Insurance Co., 
and city council salary. He 
is a partner in Malbon Motor 
Co. and holds stock in the 
Princess Anne Oil 



RHODES FILED a 

financial statement with the 
state in accordance with his 
candidacy for the House of 
Delegates. A copy was 
released to all area media. 
Rhodes, who^voted against 
the local resolution, said he 
felt it was "proper for 
someone seeking office to let 
the public know his personal 
economic background." 

Rhodes has a private law 
practice, Owen, Guy-; 
Rhodes and Betz, which he 
states is his major source of 
income. He and his wife are 
buying their home at 621 
Heron Point Circle and he 
owns a triplex rental unit in 
Norfolk. 

In Rhodes, press release 
of his financial interests he 
stated he owned 25 per cent 
in "a corporation acquired 
in 1966, which owns an 
unimproved parcel of land 
in Virginia Beach 
containing approximately 29 
acres." He declined to 
furnish The Sun with the 
name of the corporation 
saying he was not making 
his disclosure as a council 
member, but as a candidate 
for the House of Delegates.

If you own an off-road 
recreational vehicle (motorcycle, 
dune buggy or even a camper) , you 
may soon run out of places to drive 
it. 

One government agency after 
another is cracking down on the 
use of these vacation vehicles on 
government lands. Why? Because 
they're upsetting plant and animal 
ecology and are invading the 
privacy of other humans who are 
trying to enjoy nature away from 
the whine of gasoline engines. 

The Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge permits no motor vehicles 
along the beach front, except those 
necessary to travel to and from 
homes at the south end of the 
refuge. 

NO MOTORCYCLES or campers 
are permitted in the refuge. Dune 
buggies may be towed along the 
beach front. 

Sgt. E. L. Jackson of the Virginia 
Beach traffic bureau said that 
there are no public paths for trail 
bikes or minibikes and these 
vehicles may be ridden on private 
land only with the express 
permission of the land owner. 
Licensed and properly equipped 
trail bikes and motorcycles may be 
driven on city streets. Minibikes 
cannot be licensed. 

In Virginia Beach, camping is 
restricted to camping areas and no 
camping is allowed in parking 
areas, or on public roads, Sgt. 
Jackson said. 

There is no beach area within the 
city that permits dune buggies. 
Properly equipped and licensed, 
they may be driven on city streets. 

The backlash against off-road 
vehicles (QRV) was inevitable. As 
production cranked up to boom 
proportions, federal and local 
authorities were faced with scenes 
of off-road destruction, small 
"towns" of campers without 
sewage and trash disposal or laws 
and even "traffic jams." 

IT'S ESTIMATED that there are 
7 million ORVs in use. In Idaho, one 
of 20 people owns a snowmobile, 
one out of 10 owns a trail 
motorcycle. In California, there 
are one million registered off -road 
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vehicles and another million that 
are unregistered. 

i 

Federal and local governments, 
alarmed at the trend, are reacting 
with regulations that ban ORV use 
or restrict use. The Bureau of Land 
Management, which supervises 
some 450 million acres of 
government land, is working on a 
set of rules which would "control 
and direct the use of off -road 
vehicles. . .to protect resources. . 
.and minimize conflicts." 

Areas will be "closed" to ORVs 
while others will be "restricted" to 
certain types of vehicles which 
must have permits. Some areas 
will be specifically designated for 
trail bike, dune buggy and other 
ORV use. 



NATIONAL AND state parks 
have already closed down park 
areas for ORV use and, in an 
increasing number of parks, you 
even need a permit for 
backpacking. Local governments, 
such as some beach towns in North 
Carolina, have closed off areas to 



ORVs: Dune buggies are now 
banned from major stretches of 
beach along the Carolina coast. 

On one weekend there were some 
5,000 dune buggies scooting over a 
10-mile stretch of the Imperial 
Sand Hills in Southern California. 
So the area is being restricted with 
specific vegetation sites being ruled 
off-limits. 

Before embarking on an ORV 
venture (or before buying a 
vehicle, for that matter), it's a 
good idea to investigate just where 



you can use your machine without 
getting into trouble. You might 

Xrite or call your state's 
apartment of Conservation and 
Natural Resources to see where 
your machine can be used and 
where it can't be used. Explain the 
type of vehicle you have, where, 
when and how you Want to use it. 



AND. WHEN you do go off the 
road with your camper, cycle, 
Jeep, dune buggy or whatever, 
observe these rules set down by the 
Artie Co., an environmental 
research organization specializing 
in land conservation: 

Wet ground: Never accelerate 
uphill on wet ground. It can 
permanently scar the land. 

Trees: Steer clear of young 
trees. Spokes on a motorcycle 
wheel can act as a cutting machine 
to kill off young trees. 

Streams: Avoid ^crossing 
except on a solid rock base and 
then cross slowly. Don't park or 
drive along a stream's edge. Never 
dump sewage in streams. If the 
sewage has no chemicals in it and 
you can't take it out right away, 
dump it around the base of trees so 
it will recycle. 

Animals: Never chase 
wildlife. They can die of fright or 
exhaustion. 

Handling: Don't make sharp 
turns, keep well below 20 miles per 
hour and turn your engine off when 
stopped (exhaust kills off 
vegetation). 

Motorcycles: Nobby 

(competition) tires are more 
destructive than trail tires. 
— Minib i ftfg 1 a r e dangeTO 
children in off-road use because 
tires burst easily on rocks and 
hidden obstacles can throw a child. 
Fast motorcycle riding should be 
' restricted 'to designated 
competition areas.

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Mass transit creeps in low gear 



After a four-month delay, 'park and ride' service 
to Norfolk may begin soon after Labor Day.

An experimental mass transit program 
offering bus service from Princess Anne 
Plaza shopping center to downtown 
Norfolk may finally begin after Labor 
Day. The program was originally 
scheduled to start in May. 

Delays in signing agreements and a 
request from Carolina Trailways to 
postpone the service's inauguration date 
caused the near four month set-back in 
the project, according to Virginia Beach 
Planning Department official Sam 
Burns. 

The "park and ride" express bus 
service will be initiated on a 90 day trial 
basis to assess the practicality of an 
expanded mass transit system in the 
Beach area. Buses will run every half 
hour Monday through Friday during the 
peak hours of 7-9 a.m. and 4-6 p.m. 
Tickets will cost 60 cents one way, or 40 
cents one way if the passenger purchases 
a commuter package of 12 tickets. This is 
compared with fares on current Carolina 
Trailway routes which range from 25 to 
85 cents one way depending on the distance 
from Norfolk. Only two of the Trailway 
buses now in operation are express 
service. 

The project will receive approximately 



7,000 in funds from the Virginia 
Department of Highways to begin the 
service. The money will be used to make 
mark off parking slots at the shopping 
center, build a bus stop shelter, to put up 
signs and for general promotion of the 
project. 

There will be no other state or local 
subsidy of the project, according to local 
and state highway department planning 
officials. 

Bums outlined the project's goals to 
include a "means of transportation for 
the elderly, the one-car family, the low- 
income family and alternate means of 
transportation from the automobile to 
help balance our transportation system." 
He said there has to be some other means 
than just building new highways to 
relieve the city's traffic congestion. 

A similar project has been successful in 
Richmond where the first day of bus 
service attracted some 192 riders, and is 
currently being supported by 
approximately 250 riders, Burns said. 

He hopes to attract one in five, or about 
100 persons that commute to Norfolk 
from the Princess Anne Plaza and Malibu 
area. 



After the initial 90 day test period, the 
service will be evaluated, and modified. 
If successful, other projects for the 
Pembroke, Hilltop and Beach Borough 
areas are already planned. 

Carolina Trailways currently offers 25 
scheduled bus trips to and from Norfolk 
via Virginia Beach Boulevard, one 
running every hour. There are two 
express buses which use the toll road. 

Nine of the Boulevard buses make the 
return trip in a day, while one morning 
and one afternoon bus goes past Virginia 
Beach General Hospital. There are two 
bus trips to the Kempsville area, and two 
to Laskin Road, with one morning trip 
into Norfolk from Bells Road in the 
Oceana area. There is no service within 
the city of Virginia Beach boroughs. 

The bus company has the city's 
authorization for several other bus 
routes, but because they are not money- 
makers does not implement them. 

"When people complain that they want 
bus service, we agree to furnish service 
on a 60 or 90 day basis, and if it doesn't 
pay off, then we discontinue service," 
L.B. Bateman, of Carolina Trailways, 
said.

Shoppers and employes at 
Pembroke Mall who participated 
in a recent random survey 
conducted by The Sun unanimously 
agreed on the n e ed — for 
transit system in Virginia Beach. 
All were in favor of the 
establishment of a system and 
most said they would use it if it was 
convenient. 

Eight of the people surveyed live 
in Virginia Beach and the ninth 
lives in Norfolk but works in 
Virginia Beach. 

Eula Mae Barrett was waiting at 
the bus stop at the mall's main 
entrance for the return trip to 
Norfolk. Mrs. Barrett works on 
Independence Boulevard and 
must either walk to Pembroke Mall 
or catch a ride to meet the bus. The 
only major bus service now offered 
in the city is Carolina Trailway's 
service from Norfolk to the beach 
and back via Virginia Beach 
Boulevard. 



"We don't want to go to 
downtown Norfolk. We are 
only trying to get around 
Virginia Beach. You bet I'm 
in favor of a mass transit 
system. I'd like to be able to 
do more than go up and down 
the boulevard." 



"The only way I get around is by 
bus," Mrs. Barrett said. "It takes 
about 35 minutes and costs 55 cents 
from here to Norfolk." Mrs. 
Barrett said that she was very 
much in favor of expanded bus 
service in Virginia Beach, 
especially if the bus route took he? 
to her job on Independence 
Boulevard. 



COL. G. W. BUSSY was also 
waiting for the bus to Norfolk at the 
mall's main entrance. Bussy lives 
in Cape Henry Shores and must 
make a daily trip to the 
Portsmouth Naval Hospital by bus. 

'I ride the bus quite, often," 
issy said. "My wife has the car 
and she drives me over here. From 
here I ride to downtown Norfolk 
and from there I ride the tunnel bus 
to Portsmouth." 

Bussy said that he is "very 
much" in favor of a mass transit 
system in the city. 



Mrs. Lou Myers, who has lived in 
the Lake Edward West apartments 
since 1971, does not drive a car. She 
was waiting at the bus stop to catch 
the Norfolk-bound bus to Davis ' 
Corner. From there, she must walk 
to her apartment. 

"I ride the bus all the time, to go 
shopping or to the beach," Mrs. 
Myers said. "What I don't 
understand is why they don't have 
local buses here. You can't get 
anywhere here without a car." 

WHEN ASKED about the city's 
plan to create an express bus route 
from Princess Anne Plaza to 
downtown Norfolk, Mrs. Myers 
said, "That wouldn't help us here. 
We don't want to go to downtown 
Norfolk. We are only trying to get 
around Virginia Beach. 

"There are so many places you 
could go sightseeing here if you just 
had the transportation. You bet I'm ' 
in favor of mass transit system. I'd 
like to be able to do more than go 
up and down the boulevard." 

Many residents of Virginia 
Beach who participated in the 
survey have never ridden a bus in 
the city. Mrs. Bea Blankenship of 
Larkspur, who also doesn't drive, 
uses taxis to go shopping at the 
mall. 

"I would definitely use the mass 



transit system if it , were 
available," Mrs. Blankenship said. 
"We've lived here a year and 
threee months and I've never riden 
the bus. I'm an advocate of mass 
transportation as such. I do have a 
drivers' license but I'm a little 
chicken, so I don't drive."

I imagine there are a lot of kids 
who would use it if -it wait close to 
the school. Driving gets pretty 
expensive." 

Diane Searleman, who has lived 
in Virgfriia Beach for three years, 
has also never ridden a pus in the 
city. She drives from her home In 



in Virginia Beach. I'm especially in 
favor of a mass transit system as 
opposed to this new parkway that's 
going to cut across all the 
residential areas. I don't 
understand why they just don't get 
a good bus system here." 

MISS SEARLEMAN said that 
her father must drive to Norfolk 
every day. He teaches at Old 
Dominion University. She said that 
the Plaza-Norfolk bus route would 
not help her father's transportation 
problems since ODU is on 
Hampton Boulevard, and not in the 
heart of downtown Norfolk. 

Kathy Butler, who has lived in 
Virginia Beach for seven years, 
rode the boulevard bus to the beach 
and to Pembroke Mall while she 
was still too young to have a 
drivers' license. She no longer 
rides the bus. 

She now lives in the Plaza area 
and either drives to work at the 
mall herself or is driven by one of 
the members of her family. 

"If they ever got a mass transit 
system, I'd probably use it because 
we have a transportation problem 
at home. We have so many people 
going in so many different 
directions to work or to school and 
not enough cars.

"I don't see that many young 
people at the newsstands browsing 
through magazines of this sort, and 
I can't say I've seen any great 
change in the morals of the 
community because of them." 

HOLLAND STATED that the 



Surgeon General of the U.S. has 
said cigarettes are harmful, and 
the many people consider whiskey 
as having ill effects and yet there is 
no law against them. "How do you 
separate morals and health and the 
whole person?" he said. 

Councilmen Robert Call is,

question, the bankers 
considers factors 
relating to 
management— a 
businessman's char- 
acter is reviewed 
his capacity to manage 
is examined and his 
work experience and 
planning behind the loan 
request are determined. 

the next major area 
of concern is to 
ascertain if profits and 
depreciation can repay 
the loan. Here the 
banker is concerned 
with either an existing 
business or a new

business. If any serious 
doubts arise in this 
area, the loan request 
will be rejected. 

A third category 
investigated by the loan 
officer is the judgement 
of risk affecting profits 
and loan repayments. 
The business age and 
past record, soundness 
of the idea and the 
market and chance for 
error in projections are 
considered. 

If risks are not too 
great and can be 
compensated for in 
some way, such as by 
collateral guarantees or 
insurance, then the loan 
will be approved and 
details worked out. 
' "In general, those are 
the guidelines we use to 
review commercial loan 
requests, although those 
guidelines are very 
broad," said John 
Thomas, vice president 
and commercial loan 
officer of Virginia 
National Bank. 



"What we use are the 
three C's of loan 
requests," Thomas 
continued, "character, 
capacity and capital." 

Thomas said that the 
personal character of 
the individual applying 
for the loan is taken 
under consideration. 
His ability to manage 
and run a business is 
included in capacity. 
The third "C," capital, 
investigates the 
question, "does this 
businessman have 
sufficient capital to 
start and continue his 
business?" 

"There's another 'C 
not used too frequently 
and that's collateral," 
Thomas said. "We don't 
like to take collateral 
with the idea that it will 
have to be used to repay 
the loan. We'd rather 
have the loan being used 
to help the business and 
perhaps create some 
new jobs along the 
way."

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Beach woman 
* revolts' against 
milk price rise

The price of milk may be increasing soon from 
two cents more per quart to eight cents more per 
gallon — depending upon a ruling on the price 
increase due from the Cost of Living Council — and 
Mrs. Elizabeth Tate, a consumer advocate from 
Virginia Beach, is hopping mad. 

Mrs. Tate hopes that other consumers in the state 
are mad, too. She hopes they're mad enough to join 
forces in an effort to abolish the Virginia Milk 
Commission which sets statewide minimum and 
maximum legal selling prices for milk. And she 
hopes that the abolishment of the commission will 
enable milk prices to seek their own (hopefully 
lower) level through free enterprise and 
competition. 

Mrs. Tate organized the local effort in the 
nationwide meat boycott in April. She became 
involved in that effort because meat prices made 
her mad. She's still mad and still involved, but her 
tactics against high milk prices will be different 
than those used against high meat prices. 

THERE WILLL BE NO call for a milk boycott. 
Instead, she is encouraging consumers to drink less 
whole milk while going after her real target^— what 
she calls the "very obviously biased" milk 
commission. 

Mrs. Tate is no Ralph Nader. She has no staff of 
assistants and no money for the cause. She is an 
unofficial vice-president of the Virginia Citizens 
Consumer Council, Inc., (VCCC) which helped 
organize the local meat boycott. 

Mrs. Tate stole a few moments recently, from her 
busy home schedule, which includes keeping house 
in her comfortable, lived-in Aragona Village home 
and caring for her two young daughters, to talk 
about her work in the VCCC and the growing burden 
of championing the consumer cause. 

SHE BECAME interested in consumer work 
when she heard of a planned meat boycott in 
California. She thought it was a great idea and 
decided to do something about it. 

"I kicked the ball down the hill, so to speak, and 
that was all," she said. "After that, it was out of my 
hands. 

"AIM did was get myself on TV and said, 'Hey, 
ladies, let's ddnt buy meat' and that's all it took." 

But Mrs. Tate is overly modest about her 
contributions to the meat boycott. She helped 
distribute flyers on the boycott issued by the VCCC, 
distributed copies of meatless recipes also issued 
by the VCCC and appeared on television on various 
local programs to help support the cause. 

"If I wasn't involved in the milk thing right now," 
she said, "I'd be working on another meat boycott. 
When the beef freeze is lifted, the prices are going 
to go sky high because the farmers are holding back 
their beef until the freeze is over. A lot of people 
don't buy meat at all because it's so high 
already." 

MRS. TATE ALSO said that she still has almost 
2,000 pamphlets containing meatless recipes. They 
are available on written request if accompanied by 
a stamped, self-addressed envelope. 

Anyone desiring meatless recipes or additional 
information on the milk campaign should write 
Fair Prices, 828 Romney Lane, Virginia Beach, Va. 
23455. 

"It would also help," Mrs. Tate added, "if people 
could enclose a dime or a quarter to help me with 
mailing costs. Fair Milk Prices is not an 
incorporated organization and it's not tax- 
deductible. It's just me. And it will probably drive 
my mailman crazy. You can get the information for 
free, just by sending a stamped envelope. But any 
little bit of money would certainly help." 

Mrs. Tate seems to be waging a one-woman 
campaign locally, even though the VCCC has 
170,000 individual and group members.

"THE TIDEWATER chapter is still not off the 
ground, though," she said. "There has not been 
enough interest locally to form and hold meetings 
and elect officers. Not too many people seem to 
know what we can do. That's why Lynn Jordan 
(VCCC president from Alexandria) has designated 
me, unofficially, vice-president of the VCCC." 

Mrs. Tate said that the consumer organizzation 
is considering joining in a suit with other 
organizations to abolish the Virginia Milk 
Commission. 

"Milk price reduction is important but it is 
secondary to educating as many Virginia 
comsumers as possible as to how the milk 
commission operates," she said. "They have a 
minimum price rule and a maximum price rule. So 
how can we tell if we're paying a fair price? If a 
store did want to sell milk for less, they wouldn't be 
allowed to," she continued. 

"THE DAIRYMEN'S Cooperative was the major 
organization asking for this rate increase," she 
said. "They're under indictment right now for 
violating the Sherman-Clayton Antitrust Acts. All 
of these monopolistic companies pay huge sums of 
money to our legislators to protect them from the 
consumer. 

"And that's making people angry. They're not 
quite angry enough yet to inconvenience 
themselves and fight for their rights, but it's 
coming. I want to convince the consumer to, if you 
want to use the word, revolt. But right now we can't 
seem to get the people knowledgeable enough or 
concerned enough to protest. 

"Generally I think people are more upset now 
than they were even a year ago, though. It used to 
be that practically all we so-called housewives ever 
talked about was men or the children, but now all 
we talk about is high food prices. 

"The women of this country control 85 per cent of 
its wealth. If we could get that 85 per cent 
organized, man, what we could do. We could 
abolish the milk commission. We could get a 
decent, honest guy as secretary of agriculture. We 
could bring food prices back down." 

ALL OF THESE goals are long-term ones, but 
Mrs. Tate had hope and advice for those who are 
paying sky-high milk prices in the interim. 

"I'm not going to advise people not to buy milk," 
she said, "but I am going to advise them to buy less 
whole milk. Buy powdered milk (non-fat dry milk). 
Use it in cooking. Mix it half and half with whole 
milk and you can't even tell the difference. If you 
want, put a couple of drops of vanilla or honey in it. 
It's very good. And it's much cheaper than the 
same amount of whole milk. In fact, my children 
prefer it to plain whole milk. 

"Don't buy as much milk. People say, 'But my 
children need milk.' They do need milk, but not as 
much as people think. Doctors say that three 
glasses of milk a day is enough for a child."

Calvin E. Beale was 
sentenced to 30 years 
imprisonment July 26 
following his conviction of 
rape and robbery of a 21- 
year-old woman and 
attempted robbery of a 20- 
year-old woman. Beale, 21, 
of Hermese Road, plead 
guilty to the charges at the 
opening of his trail before 
Judge George W. Vakos. 

The rape and robbery 
victim testified that she saw 
Beale standing in the 
parking lot of a Great Neck 
Road supermarket as she 
entered the store shortly 
before closing time during 
last November. Upon 
returning to her car and 
driving the short distance 
home, she said, Beal 
emerged from the floor of 
the back seat of her car with 
a pistol and crawled into the 
front seat beside her. Beale 
then, according to the 
victim, forced her at pistol 
point to drive to a secluded 
area off a remote dirt road 
and forced her from the car. 
She testified she was forced 
to disrobe and that she 
submitted to a sexual 
assault out of fear, before 
being ordered back into the 
car and ordered to drive to a 
Virginia Beach Boulevard 
parking lot. At this point, 
she stated Beale forced her 
to hand over her purse 
removed $20, returned the 
purse and fled. 

THE ATTEMPTED 

robbery charge invloved the 
clerk of a Princess Anne 
Plaza gift shop within a 
week of the rape and 
robbery. The victim 
testified Beale entered the 
shop and inquired about 
purchasing knitting yarn, 
and he accompanied her to a 
back stockroom to make a

AFTER FINDING Beale 
guilty, Vakos upheld a 
defense motion for 
immediate sentencing and 
followed a prosecution- 
recommended sentence of 
10 years in the state 
penitentiary on each 
conviction, to be served 
consecutively for a total of 
30 years. 

Vakos also revoked the 
suspension of 17 years, 
through probation and 
parole, of a 20 year sentence 
given Beale on an earlier 
conviction. Vakos said he is 
recommending to the state 
probation and parole offices 
that Beale not be considered 
for parole until he has 
served at least 20 years of 
the 30 year sentence on the 
rape-robbery-attempted 
robery convictions.

. According to Revenue Sharing 
officials, Virginia Beach was 
originally allocated a maximum of 
^885,392 in funds for FY '74. It 
was recently announced that that 
figure would be cut by $106,744, 
slicing the city's revenue sharing 
portion to $3,778,648. The cut was 
based on bookkeeping adjustments 
made after a re-evaluation of the 
city population, income and taxes 
and other up-dated data used to 
compute the allocations. 

In a revenue sharing package 
presented last month to the 



Virginia Beach City Council by 
City Manager Roger Scott, the city 
planned to spend $4,024,000 in 
federal funds. George Hanbury, an 
assistant to the city manager, 
claims the $4 million figure to be 
"the amount the Federal Revenue 
Sharing people told us we would 
get." He added that the city had 
received no notice of the more than 
$100,000 cut in funds. 

REVENUE SHARING officials 
stated they didn't know where the 
city got the erroneous $4 million 
figure, unless there was a mistake 
in the figure contained on the 
planned use report form mailed to 
them July 20th. Officials said, 
however, they knew of no other 
discrepancies in the 38,000 revenue 
sharing jurisdictions.

More than 20,000 persons are 
expected to attend the Pungo 
International Bluegrass Festival 
Friday through Sunday at the 
Pungo Fairgrounds.

Senator Canada seeks ordinance 
for yearly fairgrounds use permit

Sen. A. Joseph Canada appeared 
bef o r e t he V i rgi n ia Beach Cl t. 
Council Monday to ask for the 
city's assistance in drafting an 
ordinance that would cover events 
scheduled at the Pungo 
Fairgrounds. » tt 

The ordinance would assist the 
fairground's owners in * holding 
events which are scheduled at the 
last minute. The owners now, 
according to law, must notify the 
city 30 days in advance to secure a 
permit for any attraction. Canada 
asks that the ordinance be worded 
so that the owners could pay an 
annual fee for a use permit that 
would allow them to schedule any 
event at any time. 

The council directed Canada to 
meet with the city attorney and the 
city manager to discuss the 
feasability of the proposed 
ordinance. 

AFTER A BRIEF 15 minute 
informal session, the council met 
for 30 minutes in a closed executive 
session — not open to the public or 
the press. According to the 
prepared agenda, topics of 
discussion for the closed meeting 
included improper right of way 
dedication, a financial matter and 
a legal matter. 

In the informal session, Vice- 
mayor Reid Ervin also added the 
discussion of appointments to 
boards and commissions to the 
executive session agenda after the 
city manager stated the item had 
been left off the agenda 
mistakenly. Ervin proposes to 



submit forms to local interest 
groups for suggestions on 
appointments to various city 
boards and commissions.

City Atty. J. Dale Bimson were 
absent from all Monday council 
sessions. 

The council decided informally 
to appeal to the Board of State 
Building Code Review for a change 
in the Southern Standard Building 
Code to require pile foundations on 
the oceanfront and in the Bayside 
area^ City Manager Roger Scott 
will present the council with the 
proposed revision in the form of a 
resolution Monday. 

ON THE REGULAR agenda, 
after hearing the application by 
Ashton Pully for a change in zoning 



for the fourth time on property 
along the East side of Atlantic 
Avenue, the council, by a 6-4 vote, 
granted the change from motel- 
hotel to retail business.

whichwas based on the idea that 
with current zoning there was no 
feasable use of the property, has 
provoked much controversy 
among city officials and the 
Innkeepers Assn. for the past two 
years.

If you've ever been to a city 
council meeting, the time may 
seem to drag in the beginning. 
Once the council nears the end of 
the prepared agenda, however, 
you'll be hard-pressed just to 
keep up with the voting, and in 
some cases — so are the council 
members. 

In rushing to get through the 
last item on the city manager's 
portion of the agenda at the 
Virginia Beach City Council 
meeting Monday, four 
applications for bingo and raffle 
permits were presented to the 
council in package form for a 
vote. The Virginia Beach Civic 



Ballet was among the 
applicants, and Councilman 
Charles Gardner, who has 
conscientiously abstained from 
voting on any action in the past 
weeks that has concerned the 
Civic Ballet, voted for the 
approval of the package. 
Gardner's wife, Juanita, is 
president of the Civic Ballet. 

Gardner was genuinely 
astonished when contacted 
concerning his vote. "I'll be 
damned," said Gardner. He 
later added the permits should 
have been considered 
individually. 



On second reading the council 
approved an appropriation of 
$161,539 from the Reserve for 
Contingencies Account to the 
Sewer Construction Fund for the 
construction of a pumping station 
site at Cape Story by the Sea.

Heart attack victims 
get emergency help

A man in his mid-50s is stopped in 
his car at a red light on Virginia 
Beach Boulevard. The light turns 
green but the driver does not go. 
Cars behind him start honking 
impatiently. The driver is 
clutching his chest and breathing 
rapidly. 

The driver in the car behind him 
gets out of the car and runs up to 
the driver's window. He sees that 
the man is having a heart attack. 
He runs to the corner gas station 
and calls the rescue squad. 

Within minutes, the squad 
arrives in an ambulance and is met 
by a cardiac-emergency medical 
technician, a special rescue 
squadsman who arrives in his 
personal car. 

TOGETHER, the rescue 
squadsmen check the victim's vital 
signs, and begin electronically 
sending the victim's 

electrocardiogram to Virginia 
Beach General Hospital while 
talking to a doctor there by radio. 

The doctor orders certain anti- 
fibrillation drugs and shock 
treatment. His orders are carried 
out, the patient's heart is 
stabilized, and he is rushed in the 
ambulance to the hospital where he 
eventually recovers. 

Although this sounds like a 
dramatic scene from the NBC-TV 
program "Emergency!," it is one 
which could be happening 
anywhere in tne city with rhe 
inception of a new all-volunteer 
emergency jnohiIe_ coronary care 
program. 

The program starts at the stroke 
of midnight Saturday and will 
hopefully lower the incidence of 
death by heart attack in the city. 

ANYONE WHO has seen 
"Emergency! " is familiar with the 
workings of the para-medics, 
skilled laymen who are certified by 
the state to perform certain 
emergency life-saving techniques. 

Virginia Beach's new program, 
announced last week at the 
General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach, is essentially the same as 
that depicted on the TV show, with 
the exception that the local 
program is volunteer. 

The all-volunteer emergency 
mobile coronary care program, 
staffed by 24 rescue squadsmen 
and women certified by the State 
Department of Health, will provide 
on-the-spot emergency treatment 
of heart attack patients. 

According to Dr. Andrew 
Dickinson, a cardiologist at the 
General Hospital of Virginia Beach 
and one of the directors of the new 
program, 60 per cent of all heart 
attack victims die before reaching 
the hospital. 

THE NEW program should lower 
these percentages. 

The local program is the only all- 
volunteer program in the entire 
country. There are only 31 other 
such programs in the United 
States 



Each of the 10 volunteer rescue 
squad organizations in the city will 
have at least one or more cardiac- 
emergency medical technicians 
assigned ot the squad. Each of the 
20 rescue ambulances will be 
equipped with the highly- 
sophisticated cardiac monitoring 
equipment which enables the 
squadsman to monitor the patient's 
heartbeat, send the patient's 
electrocardiogram to the hospital 
for review by a doctor and 
communicate with the doctor by 
radio. 

THE DOCTOR at the hospital 
will prescribe treatment, 
emergency drugs or shock 
treatment after being informed of 
the patient's medical history and 
heart situation. 

Dr. Dickinson and co-director 
Dr. James Charlton emphasized 
that no squadsman will give any 
treatment not actually ordered by 
the physician.

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Where goes 
mass transit? 



The people of the city of Virginia Beach say 
they want a good mass transit system. They 
also say they will use it to get around town and 
to get to work, if it's convenient. J . u l 

Convenience seems to be the key to the 
whole mass transit problem. If the system is 
convenient, it will be used. If its not, no 
amount of persuading by city or mass transit 
authority officials will convince the public to 
give up the convenience and privacy of their 
own automobiles to opt for mass transit or bus 
service. ^ 

Sam Burns, an official with the city's 
planning department, announced at the 
meeting of the Virginia Beach Development 
Council in March that a city mass transit 
system would start on an experimental basis 
in May of this year. 

Burns outlined a shot-term plan to start with 
express bus service from Princess Anne Plaza 
to downtown Norfolk. If that plan is 
successful, the program will be expanded to 
reach other areas of the city. 

It sounded good then, and it still does, but 
the city now contends that the mass transit 
experiment was never supposed to start as 
early as May. 

City officials now say the first phase of the 
program will start sometime after Labor Day. 

Although the old adage "better late than 
never" is true in this instance, it seems mat 
the people have waited long enough for a 
badly-needed system of cheap, public 
transportation. 

The question has been raised about the need 
for a line from the plaza to Norfolk. Citizens of 
the city who now use the only bus service 
available (up and down the boulevard on 
Carolina Trail ways) contend that they need 
more than a bus line to Norfolk. Instead they 
need a way to get around Virginia Beach. 

The old "'bedfWffl cdrnmunity** 
for Virginia Beach still seems to be valid. 
Many beach residents do work in downtown 
Norfolk. But many other beach residents who 
would use the mass transit system would do so 
out of need and not for convenience. 

The elderly need the system to reach the 
almost - inaccessible courthouse complex - 
where needed social services are 
headquartered. 

Mass transit systems already in operation in 
other publicly cities have had to be publicly 
subsidized because of lack of patrons, rising 
gas prices and other problems. 

A subsidy program using city, state or 
federal funds, or a combination of the three, 
seems to be the only solution to getting and 
keeping a good mass transit system. 

A mass transit tax on gasoline or some other 
means of raising city revenue to support a 
mass transit system might bring howls of 
outrage from an already over-taxed citizenry. 

The big question is: Do the citizens want a 
mass transit system badly enough to give up 
the convenience of their private cars and 
perhaps pay an additional tax to support it? 

Or is the whole idea one which will go down 
the drain when it is discovered that the 
citizens really didn't want it that much after 
all? 

Sheriff or jailer 

When an organization of attorneys puts 
together a question - and - answer session with 
candidates for the office of city sheriff, it 
would be logical to expect that the topics 
would concern such subjects as treatment of 
clients, arrest procedures and other technical 
law enforcement issues. But last week, when 
theVtrgtnia Beach Bar Assn. questioned four 
of the five candidates for sheriff at its 
meeting, the object of interest was the 17-year 
management of the fail by John E. Mart. 

Alvin L. (Sally) Rodgers, Marr's personal 
choice for his successor, commented at the 
meeting, "The sheriff and I do not agree on 
that." Rodgers was referring to Marr's 
operation of the jail, and he has been 
explaining that statement ever since.

Officials question enforceability of seat belt law

Virginia Beach Police Department 
and State Highway Patrol officials feel 
that a law for the mandatory wearing of 
seat belts in all automobiles would help 
Jughway safety but also would be 
virtually unenforceable. The Highway 
Safety Division of Virginia plans to 
introduce such legislation into the 1974 
General Assembly. 

"Enforcement could come on routine 
stops to check drivers' licenses and 
when an automobile is stopped for other 
violations," Capt. C. H. Payne of the 
Virginia Beach Traffic Division said. 
"But, if a car were stopped and the 
person was aware of the mandatory seat 
belt law, he would have plenty of 
opportunity to fasten the belt between 
the time he was stopped and the time we 
got to the car." 



State Highway Patrol Sgt. J. T. 
Francis said he felt that an officer would 
have to rely on the driver's statement as 
to whether he was wearing a seat belt 

2 hen investigating an accident. "It's not 
ke trying to enforce the mandatory 
wearingof helmets for motorcycle riders. 
R would be hard to be in a position to see 
if a person was wearing a safety belt or 
Hot." 

BOTH MEN concur on the idea that 
the use of safety belts could save 
numerous lives, as well as prevent many 
injuries, but they both question exactly 
how many violations would be recorded. 

Commonwealth's Atty. Andre Evans 
also feels the law would be hard to 
Enforce— and that the general feeling by 
citizens will probably be "the police 
have better things to do than, to go 
around stopping people to check to see if 
they have their belt fastened." 



. Evans, too, feels, "the chances are 
small" that a police officer would catch 
many violators, but is more concerned 
with whether you could constitutionally 
hold a driver responsible for passengers 
in his car. 

' He compares it to the law where the 
driver is held responsible for any trash 
that is thrown from his car, but he adds 
"that law hasn't actually been tested 
yet." 

The safety division has suggested that 
a $25 fine and no jail sentence be 
punishment for violators, but they have 
made no mention of whether the driver 
would be responsible for his passengers 
or whether a passenger could be 
ticketed. 

PAYNE SAID there is "no question 
that there is a traffic problem" in the 
Beach area. 
. "It is due to the rapid growth of the 



population which has increased faster 
than the highway system - resulting in 
more cars than the highways are 
designed to handle. 

He added that "efforts are being made 
to alleviate the problem and we're 
hoping for a leveling off soon." 

One solution might be the introduction 
of an effective mass transit system into 
the area, Payne said. "It would 
definitely cut down the number of 
vehicles that would be subject to being 
involved in accidents." 

"The biggest help, as far as traffic 
control, would be voluntary compliance 
on the part of every citizen with the 
present traffic regulations," Payne said. 
"Almost all accidents are directly or 
indirectly related to some violation of a 
regulation— the most frequent violations 
are speeding and failure to yeild right of 
way."

FOODv STAMPS FOR

In contemplating the recent 
shortages of gasoline and natural 
gas, many Americans seemed 
convinced that something funny 
was going on, that perhaps as 
Ajiam Smith observed two 
centuries ago: "people of the same 
trade seldom meet together, even 
for merriment and diversion, but 
the conversation ends in a 
conspiracy against the public or in 
some contrivance to raise prices." 

The notion that we could solve 
these supply problems by breaking 
up alleged conspiracies by the oil 
and gas producers has been 
reinforced by various members of 
Congress. The conspiracy theories 
are especially popular among 
those who worry that the public 
will sour on ecology crusades if 
their cost proves to be fuel 
shortages and higher prices. 

THE SIMPLE solution, we are 
told, is to force the 23 major 
petroleum companies to stop 
withholding their product from the 
little independents in order to wipe 
them out. And instead of 
deregulating natural gas prices, the 
answer seems to turn on the theory 
that the 79 gas producers are 
holding back supply in order to 
force deregulation, at which time 
they will punch up prices and reap 
exorbitant profits. To break up this 
conspiracy, we are told by the 
Federal Power Commission 
economists, Congress should 
extend controls to intrastate gas, 
create a new federal agency to find 
out how much natural gas the

producers have salted away in 
reserves, and set up a government 
corporation to explore and develop 
offshore oil reserves at low cost. 
The squeeze on the independent 
gas stations was bound to occur 
and is bound to continue. The 
independents blossomed to take 
advantage of the lower prices the 
majors were willing to take on the 
spot market for their surplus 
gasoline, prices below those the 
majors charged their branded, 
contract suppliers. Ajax wasn't 
able to charge a nickel a gallon less 
at a pump than Mobil or Shell 
because it didn't have sparking rest 
rooms or take credit cards, but 
because it brought the same 
product as brandname competitors 
at a cut-rate. With refineries 
running at practical capacity this 
spring, the surplus and the spot 
market dried up. 

NOR CAN THE independents 
really get much relief from the 
government by forcing the majors 
to give the independents a share of 
their product. If Ajax has to pay 
the same pice as its branded 
competitor for gasoline, its only 
edge comes in dispensing with 
service-station amenities, hardly 
a sufficient edge to maintain the 
volume necessary to provide a 
good living. Although the worst of 
the gasoline shortage seems to be 
over for this season, as our Mr. 
Tanner reported this week, it 



doesn't seem likely the 
independents will return to the 
price advantages they have had in 
the past. 

■ As for the natural-gas shortage, 
we have been pointing out in these 
columns as far back as we can 
remember that FPC regulation of 
wellhead prices was discouraging 
exploration and development and 
would eventually have an adverse 
effect on supply. If now the FPC 
economists have their way and 
further tighten controls in order to 
save "billions of dollars in added 
consumer cost," as one of them 
puts it, we can only see the ' 
following: further diminution of 
domestic exploration, continued 
rapid and wasteful depetion of 
reserves invited by artificially low 
prices, and accelerated reliance 
on imports, and thereby a more: 
rapid weakening of the dollar's 
international purchasing power. 
All of which is a recipe, not a 
remedy, for "billions of dollars in 
added consumer cost." 

If there is a conspiracy in all this, 
it may be an unwitting one 
involving all those public-spirited 
Americans who have an abundance 
of healthy skepticism and a dearth 
of economic judgement. Together 
they seek to save the "little guy" 
from the "sinister tycoon"; it is a 
crusade for which we will all 
eventually pay. 

It is precisely this frame of mindj 
and not any conspiracy, that 
produced the problem in the first 
place. 

WE DISMISS the conspiracy 
theories not because we think 
businessmen are above such 
things. Rather, the situation would 
inevitably have developed even if 
the oil and gas producers had met 
secretly to try to prevent it. Indeedt 
they had been forecasting it for 
years and had spent a small 
fortune on public advertisements 
to announce its coming.

Tour of military bases set 

Whitehurst to leave for Germany 



City's summer patrolmen stay busy 
with 50,000 tourists per weekend

WASHINGTON- Rep. G. 
William Whitehurst (R-Va) 
Is scheduled to depart today 
for an 18-day tour of U.S. 
and German military 
Installations in Germany. 

He also is scheduled to 
visit with German defense 
officials and members of the 
Bundestag Defense 
Committee, the German 
counterpart of the House 
Armed Services Committee, 
on which Whitehurst is the 
eighth ranking Republican 
member. 

Whitehurst, the only 
committee member making 
the trip, said he initiated the 



trip himself and asked the 
committee chairman for 
authority to take it. The trip 
corresponds with a summer 
congressional recess. 

"I have not been a big 
Junketeer," said 
Whitehurst, who traveled to 
Indochina in 1970 and 
Europe in 1971 at taxpayer 
expense. "I know for a fact 
that the times I've gone, I've 
spent time working and 
made a valid contribution." 

Of special interest in his 
talks with Germans, 
Whitehurst said, will be 
congressional murmurs in 
favor of reducing the 300,000 
U.S. troops stationed in 
Europe. 



Whitehurst's position on 
troop reductions, he said, is 
that "it's absurd to make a 
unilateral cut of our own" 
while negotiating with the 
Russians for a mutual 
balanced force reduction. 

He said he will visit the 
headquarters of the U.S. 
Army Forces in Europe at 
Heidelberg. "I'm 
particularly interested in 
morale and living conditions 
of U.S. troops," said the 
Virginia Beach Republican. 

"When I was over there two 
years ago, I was appalled at 



the condition of 
barracks."

Whitehurst also plans to 
visit the main German naval 
base at Kiel, where he will 
make recommendations on 
German plans to build up 
their naval capacity in the 
North Sea. His last stop, he 
said, will be in Bonn for 
talks with German officials. 

Mrs. Whitehurst will 
accompany the 
congressman to Germany. 
Her expenses will be paid 
out of Whitehurst's pocket, 
the congressman said.

Every summer, when the 
tourists start arriving in 
Virginia Beach by the 
thousands, about 40 or so 
young men from various law 
schools in the country arrive 
also to participate in the law 
student-summer patrolman 
program. 

When the season ends on 
Labor Day and the tourists 
depart, so do the summer 
police. This system of 
coping with the sun-seeking 
hordes has been in existence 
since 1963. 

The summer patrolman 
program enables first-year 
law students to gain 
valuable on-the-job law 
training while it helps the 
city keep order in th e crush 



patrolmen hit the streets, 
from 6:30 p.m. to 2:30 a.m., 
on the strip. 

"They work Atlantic 
Avenue and are assigned 
regular patrol areas," Sgt. 
Lippert said. "We do have 
four plainclothesmen who 
drive patrol cars, and work 
out of the first precinct 
(municipal center)" 

THE PATROLMEN ARE 
ASSIGNED a certain area 
or beat which they walk in 
pairs. For instance, beat 18 
is the area between 18th and 
19th streets on Atlantic 
Avenue. 

The summer patrolmen 
are sworn-in police officers 
with the full authority and 
responsibilities of regular 
career officers. 

They may make any types 



of 50,000 tourists who might 
arrive on a single summer 
weekend. 

SINCE THE START of the 
program in 1963, about 200 
students have participated 
in the program as summer 
patrolmen with the Virginia 
Beach Police Department. 
There are 36 men in the 
program this year. 

For the past three years, 
the summer patrolmen 
have been under the 
supervision of Sgt. Richard 
Lippert of the second 
precinct (near the strip on 
18th street). 

"I'm their immediate 
supervisor," Sgt. Lippert 
said. "I start getting them in 
here in May, and I put them 
to work out on the street in 
June after they complete 
their training. 

THE LAW STUDENTS 

are trained for an eight -day 
period in firearms use, laws 
of arrest and other basic 
techniques and procedures 
of law enforcement. 

After the training period 
is; over, the summer

arrests. 

ALL SUMMER patrolmen 
work a 40-hour week with 
days off on week days. 
Weekends, and especially 
holiday weekends, are the 
busiest times for the 
patrolmen. ^ w . 

"They work Atlantic 
Avenue, not because it's a 
high-crime area, but 
because a lot of people 
happen to be there," Sgt. 
Lippert said. 

"They stand on the street 
and rap with the kids," he 
continued. They are in the 
area as a"deterrent to crime. 
I don't think anyone resents 
them. As a matter of fact, I 
think they get along very 
well with the kids down 
there. They like to talk to the 
kids." 

ALL OF THIS year's 
patrolmen are law school 



students, between the ages 
of 22 to . 30, with one 
exception. One summer 
patrolman is a retired police 
officer who teaches school in 
the winter months and 
works part-time as a 
policeman in the summer 
months. 

Each candidate for the 
summer patrolman 
program is interviewed in 
person by members of the 
Virginia Beach police. 
Recruits learn about the 
program from brochures 
sent to law schools and from 
word-of-mouth advertising. 

Patrolmen must have 
completed at least one year 
of law school and must meet 
the standard qualifications 
required of a regular 
patrolman. 

SUMMER POLICE must 
Htxr 
ages of 21 and 35 and in good 
mental and physical health. 
They must be tween 5 feet 8 
inches— 6 feet 5 inches tall 
with weight proportioned to 
height, between 150 and 230 
pounds. 



Vision must be 20-40 and 
correctable to 20-20 with 
glasses. If military 
obligations are completed, 
an honorable discharge is 
required. A records check is 
run also on each candidate. 

Although women are not 
banned from the program, 
there are no policewomen in 
it. "We've never had a 
female on the street," 
Lippert said." "We have no 
policewomen at all in this 
department." 

Summer patrolmen 
receve the same starting 
salary as regular 
patrolmen— (674 per 
month— and must meet the 
standard dress code 
regulations for regular 
patrolmen. 

According to an 
information brochure issued 
for the 
program, hair must be kept 
at an "appropriate" length, 
beards are not allowed and 
mustaches are discouraged. 
Sideburns may extend no 
further than the middle of 
the ear. . — __.--

Wrong 'jump' 
could murder 
weak battery 

By Peter Weaver 

Q — Do you have any information on the correct 
way to start a car with a dead battery? How should 
a "jumper cable" be used? - L.J.M., Kenmore, 
fi v. i - ... .. ' 

A— Improper use of jumper cables in starting a 
car can damage your battery (which still may be 
good) and can damage the starter motor or 
alternator. It's best to have a trained mechanic do 

the job. 

: if you do buy a jumper cable to handle 
emergencies, don't get a cheap aluminum wire 
product. A good nine-foot jumper cable should have 
No. 4-gauge fine-strand copper welding wire. 
Here's the procedure: 
1 — Cover caps of both batteries with cloth. 

2 — Connect cable to good battery with motor 
running. 

3 — Connect positive terminal to dead battery. 
. 4 — Connect negative to clean metal surface as 
far away from battery as possible (battery can 
create hydrogen gas which is explosive).

Q — I bought a sewing machine from a local store 
and a day later I changed my mind. I wanted 
something else. The store would not give me my 
money back. Isn't there a "three-day cooling-off 
period" where consumers are allowed to change 
their mind oh a purchase? — Mrs. S.M., New York, 
N.Y. 

A — The three-day cooling-off period was 
designed to protect consumers who purchase 
products from door-to-door salesmen. It was 
assumed that high-pressure sales tactics might be 
used in door-to-door sales. The same "mind- 
changing" privilege was not granted to consumers 
— who bought directly from a store. Theoretically, 
store shoppers have more chance to shop around, 
compare prices and change their mind before they 
buy. 

q — I would like to know if a white woolen 
sweater can be bleached. When I sent the sweater 
to the cleaners it turned yellow. — Mrs. I.W.N., 
Sedalia, Mo. 

A — The International Fabricare Institute says 
bleach is too strong for wool sweaters. If your dry 
cleaner is a member of the International Faricare 
Institute, you can request that the sweater be sent 
in for testing. It costs $4 but you'll get a detailed 
answer indicating who was to blame: the dry 
cleaner, the manufacturer or you — the consumer. 

The institute may even be able to do a restoration 
job on the sweater. 

Your sweater turned yellow because the 
fluorescent whitener used by manufacturers to 
make it white broke down. This breakdown can be 
caused by sunlight, age or excessive heat. If you 
hand wash a white sweater, never dry it in the sun. 
The sunlight can break down the whitener and give 
the wool a yellowish color. 

Q — In covering a chair with red vinyl, I marked 
the underside of the vinyl with a black marking pen. 
After the chair was finished, I noticed that the black 
marks began to show through. Is there any way to 
remove these marks? — Mrs. M.M., Kansas City, 
Mo. 

A — Professional cleaners claim there is no way 
to remove marks made by permanent marking 
pens. That's why they should be used with utmost 
care. 

STAKE NOTE: What should you do when the 
electricity goes off or your freezer breaks down? 
According to the University of Delaware College of 
Agricultural Sciences: (1) Keep the freezer closed. 
(2) A full freezer will stay colder much longer than 
one that's less full. (3) Call local food locker plants 
(found in phone book Yellow Pages) to make 
contingency arrangements before any breakdown 
occurs. (4) Don't try to refreeze shellfish, cooked 
fnods or ice rream .

Skin cancer has become the most common cancer 
in this country, according to the American Cancer 
Society, because of our lifestyle. We have more 
leisure time, we wear skimpy costumes and many 
people still believe that suntanned means healthy. 

LUCKILY, about 95 per cent of all skin cancer 
patients can be cured. As with all cancers, the key 
to the cure is early detection. 



Two early warning signs of skin cancer are a sore 
that does not heal and any obvious change in a wart 
or mole. 

neither of these warning signals are detected, a 
physician should be contacted immediately. Early 
diagnosis and treatment are critical factors in 
curing skin cancer. 

There are other dangers in overexposure to the 
sun besides skin cancer. The sun can cause heat 
prostration, painful sunburn and premature aging 
of the skin. _ 



THERE ARE 10 simple rules to follow to avoid 
excessive exposure to the sun: 

1— If long-term exposure is necessary (such as in 
farming, life guarding, or any kind of outdoor 
work) cover up with a wide-brimmed hat and long- 
sleeved shirt. 

2— Be particularly careful if your complexion is 
fair or ruddy. You are more susceptible to skin 
cancer and, of course, sunburn than the average 
person. 

3— Use a good screening lotion or cream before 
any exposure to the sun. 

4— Take it easy when sunbathing. Don't expect to 
have a golden tan on the first day of spring. Do it 
gradually, 15 minutes the first day, 20 minutes the 
second and so forth until your skin becomes 
accustomed to the sun. 

5— Stay out of the sun during the times when the 
sun is highest, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. Noontime rays 
are especially damaging. 

6— Use an umbrella at the beach. Rays reflected 
from the sand are damaging, sometimes even with 
an umbrella. 

7— Don't strive for a deep, dark tan. A golden- 
brown tan is sufficient and a dark tan every 
summer may result eventually in damaged and 
prematurely aged skin. 

8— Don't use lotions or creams which promote 
faster tanning. 

9— You can get burned on hazy or cloudy days as 
easily as on clear blue days. Just because you can't 
see the sun doesn't mean it isn't there. Ultra-violet 
rays can penetrate the clouds and burn unless you 
keep up protective measures. ^ 

10— If you are on medication of any kind, check 
with your physician before going out in the sun for 
an extended period ot time. Certain medications 
may make your skin more sensitive to the sun.

The new program's history 
began in the early 1960s when, 
through the efforts of the American 
Heart Assn. and the Tidewater 
Heart Assn., interest began to build 
locally to train ambulance 
personnel in the new technique of 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation, or 
CPU. 

HUNDREDS OF ambulance 
personnel in the Tidewater area 
and the eastern portion of Virginia 
began training in CRPR. 

Training programs in CPR were 
established at the General Hospital 
of Virginia Beach for all of the 340 
rescue squadsmen in the city, as 
well as firemen, police, auxiliary 
police, beach lifeguards, doctor's 
office assistants and members of 
the public. 

Drs. Dickinson and Charlton 
prepared a grant application for 
the Virginia Regional Medical 
Program to provide funds to 
organize a mobile coronary care 
service locally. 

FUNDS FOR training volunteers 
were approved and enabling 
legislation was passed in the 1971- 
72 session of the state legislature to 
change the so-called Good 
Samaritan law to provide para- 



medics with immunity from 
lawsuits. 

A request for volunteers for the 
new program among the 340 
volunteer rescue squadsmen in the 
city netted a large number of 
applicants. Twenty-eight were 
finally selected and 24 have now 
been certified. 

The volunteers attended training 
sessions for a year in CPR, then 
participated in an 81-hour course in 
all phases of emergency medical 
services. 

THE 24 VOLUNTEERS were 
certified by the state and assigned 
to their "home" rescue squad. 

A fund-raising campaign, headed 
by B.M. Stanton, raised the 
necessary funds to equip the 
medical technicians and their 
ambulances. A special steering 
committee raised $125,000 on a one- 
to-one basis for the equipment. 

Enough money has still not been 
raised, so "Operation Heartbeat" 
will begin with the initiation of the 
program to raise additional funds. 
R.L. "Buddy" Riggs is chairman 
of Operation Heartbeat. 

THE PROGRAM will not be able 
to operate at first on a 24-hour-a- 
day, seven-day-a-week basis. The 
program will include 60 volunteers 



within the year and will then be 
able to cover the city all the time. 
Meanwhile, all rescue 
squadsmen in the city have had 
special intensive training in 
various emergency procedures. 
The rescue squad will continue to 
rush heart-attack victims to the 
hospital when called. However, 
each ambulance may not be 
working in conjunction with a 
cardiac emergency medical 
technician at first. 



Dr. Dickinson emphasized that 
public education is one of the most 
important factors which will 
constribute to the success of the 
new program. 

"WE DIDN'T want to create a 
heart attack neurosis among the 
people of Virginia Beach and have 
them showing up at the emergency 
room here every time they got a 
gas pain," Dr. Dickinson said. 

"But we feel that education as to 
the symptoms of heart attack is 
very important," he continued. 

Dr. Dickinson said that anyone 
who experiences what might be 
heart attack symptoms 
(discomfort in the chest, neck, jaw, 
shoulders or arms lasting for more 
than 30 minutes) should 
immediately call the rescue squad.

First Colony introduces 
microfilm records keeping 



first Colony Telephone Co., 
which serves portions of Virginia 
Beach, has introduced a new and 
more efficient way of keeping and 
retrieving customer records. 

The new project, called COM 
(Computer Output to Microfilm) 
results in a more efficient local 
business office and faster service 
for telephone customers, according 
to J. M. Ackaway, local First 
Colony manager. 

The system uses plastic 
microfilm sheets, called fiches, 
which are 4 inches by 6 inches, 
.each containing over 400 sets of 
"customer records. 

The microfilm makes it possible 
to take several file cabinets of 
.records and bring them together to 
a central location. The system 
reduces storage space and allows 
each customer service 
representative to have a full set of 
records immediately available. 

The customer's telephone 
number is all that must be known 
for the customer service 
representative to retrieve the 
customeTTrecords. 

When a customer calls the phone 
company business office, the 



service representative pulls the 
proper microfilm sheet, inserts it 
into a TV-like viewer at her desk 
and an image of the customer's 
records appears. The process takes 
a few seconds and can be 
accomplished while the customer 
waits on the line. 

Many telephone companies use 
microfilm records keeping, but 
most are converting only the 
customer's bill to microfilm, 
according to the Continental 
Telephone System, First Colony's 
parent company. 

All telephone companies in the 
eastern region of the Continental 
Telephone System keep all the 
customer's information together 
on one or two frames of the 
microfilm. 

The computerized accounting 
and billing for the local First 
Colony office is done at 
Continental's eastern region 
headquarters in Chantilly, Va., 
near Washington, D.C., where the 
microfilm system was first 
conceived. 

The eastern headquarters sends 
the local business office an updated 
set of microfilm records for its 
customers each month.

Rain, police 
don't stop 
bluegrass

Despite bad publicity, 90-plus degree 
heat, occasional rain and over-policing, a 
few thousand young and hardy music fans 
held out until the last hours of the Pungo 
International Bluegrass Festival held last 
weekend at the Pungo Fairgrounds to cheer 
the last group of the three-day event, the 
Earl Scruggs Review. 

By 10 p.m. Sunday, the fans were soggy 
but undaunted from a passing 
thunderstorm which lit up the sky with 
blazing flashes of lightning and 
overpowered the general hubbub of the 
crowd with rolling claps of thunder. 

But the rain finally passed, the full moon 
appeared and the fans went wild as Earl 
Scruggs, his musical sons and the other 
members of the Earl Scruggs Review had 
them stomping and clapping to electrified 
banjo picking and guitar playing. 

THIS IS what the festival was all about. A 
weary Chuck Taylor, festival promoter, 
announced on the last night that, despite 
the fact he had lost at least $35,000 on the 
event, he wanted the crowd to have a good 
time. The audience took him at his word. 

They cheered Taylor when he announced 
that he would never sponsor another event 
in the city of Virginia Beach. 

Taylor has said that he will sue the city 
for causing the festival to be a financial 
flop. He blamed Police Chief W. W. Davis 
for issuing negative statements to the 
press, later picked up by wire services 
throughout the country, about a rock 
festival held at the Pungo Fairgrounds in 
late July. 
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Government doubles funds 
for disadvantaged students 



TAYLOR SAID that the adverse publicity 
about the rock concert kept many families 
away from the bluegrass festival. There 
were a few families outnumbered by young 
fans from as far away as Canada who spent 
the three days drinking, smoking 
marijuana, camping, making new friends 
and mainly, as Taylor and company urged, 
having a good time. 

A campers' camaraderie had developed 
by the end of the three days. People helped 
each in need, whether the need was for a 
traditional cigarette, a marijuana 
cigarette, a cup of wine, a blanket, a ride, a 
push out of the mud or some shelter.

The Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools have been notified by the 
federal government that the city's 
Title I allocation has been doubled for 
the coming school year. 

The federal funds, appropriated 
under Title I of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act of 1965, are 
earmarked for those students who 
have been defined as economically 
and educationally disadvantaged. 

Fourteen target elementary schools 
in Virginia Beach will receive the 
funds. The schools have been 
designated by the federal government 
as having a certain percentage of 
disadvantaged students, thereby 
qualifying them for Title I aid. 



Dr. E. E. Brickell, school 
superintendent, said that the school 
system had been receiving 
approximately $600,000 per year for 
Title I students, based on 1960 census 
figures 

The government is now using 1970 
census figures for the city, which 
indicated a doubling of population. 

The schools have now been notified 
that they will receive $1.3 million in 
Title I funds, instead of the 
anticipated $600,000. 

"This money must be used in- 
addition to state and local funds and 
not in lieu of those funds," Dr. 
Brickell explained. "The funds are to 
be used as supplements to local 



funds." 

Although the federal notification 
came only a few weeks before school 
is to start, Dr. Brickell said that he 
and his staff have already met to 
determine to what use the funds 
should be put. 

"There are obvisouly many needs," 
Dr. Brickell said. "There is the 
possibility of hiring additional 
mathematics teachers or perhaps 
some additional teachers' aides in the 
target schools. We also need special 
teaching aids and an increase in 
audio-visual equipment." 

Dr. Brickell indicated that the 
additional personnel to be hired with 
the funds could be obtained by the 
time school starts or soon after. 



Department of Interior officials say — - 
beach nourishment not erosion solution

The Fish and Wildfish Service of the U. S. 
Department of the Interior does not agree 
with Army Corps of Engineer officials that 
artificial nourishment is the best and most 
economical means of maintaining the 
Virginia Beach shoreline. 

In a recent letter to the Norfolk District 
Corps of Engineers, Mark Ableson, an 
assistant to the Secretary of the Interior, 
states "the fact that annual nourishment 
and continued environmental degradation 
are required, indicates that these stopgap 
measures (artificial nourishment) are a 
poor substitute for control of erosion." 

The letter was in response to a request 
for the review of the draft of an 
environmental impact statement 
concerning beach erosion control and 



dredging at Rudee Inlet prepared by the 
C orps o f Engin ee rs, The Corp s ha s s olic i ted 
opionions on the draft statement from 
various local, state and federal agencies in 
preparation for a final statement. 

Abelson's letter points out that the 
Department of Interior officials feel the 
impact statement of the Corps "fails to 
consider the full impact of project 
continuation." Abelson adds that "the 
cumulative impact of annual beach 
nourishment is not discussed nor is the 
relationship between the project and other 
proposed projects in the area. The 
discussion of alternatives fails to explain 
the rationale for rejection of some of the 
more likely alternatives and omits other 
alternatives altogether."

Virginia Beach City Officials now say 
they have known since July 20th that the 
city will get only $3.7 million in revenue 
sharing funds. Despite this fact, they have 
not yet begun to re-evaluate the proposed 
expenditures in a $4,024,000 revenue 
package passed last month by city council.

City director of finance Giles Dodd 
explained that each time the city received a 
revenue sharing check during past 
entitlement periods the amount varied. The 
city was of the opinion, however, that by 
the last entitlement period (January to 
June) that the Office of Revenue Sharing 
"should have worked out their 
adjustments" for Virginia Beach 
allotment. For January to June the city 
received $2,013,253 in two checks jjf 
$1,006,620. 

"We took this three month figure 
($1,006,626) , and said if we get this for three 
months, then four times that should be out 

total for a year, and that's where we got the 
$4,024,000 figure," Dodd said. 

According to the Office of Revenue 
Sharing, Washington, D. C, Virginia Beach 



was never to receive more than $3,885,392, 
and that figure was recently cut by more 
than $100,000, making the Beach's share 
$3,778,648. The cut was based on 
bookkeeping adjustments in the Office of 
Revenue Sharing., 

All cities planning to receive federal 
funds must file a planned use report with 
the Office of Revenue Sharing by Sept. 14. 

"Obviously we will have to make some 
cuts or move some projects further down 
the road," Dodd said. "A re-evaluation of 
the package will be done sometime before 
Sept. 14, but we don't have any one wo rking 

on it now."

City Council approves $104,124 budget 
for Tidewater Transportation District

The Virginia Beach City Council Monday 
voiced approval of an administrative 
budget for the Tidewater Transportation 
District, which could help establish a mass 
transit system in the city within two years. 

The $104,124 budget appropriation is the 
Beach's share in establishing an operating 
office for the Transportation District. The 
funds will come from the reserve for 
contingencies account. 

The transportation district, composed of 
Virginia Beach, Chesapeake, Portsmouth 
and Norfolk, voted last week to become a 
strong district, indicating an intention to 
own and operate all the mass bus 
transportation facilities in the area. Vice- 
mayor Reid Ervin and City Councilman 
Robert Callis are Beach representatives to 
the district. 

The transportation district last week sent 
a letter to the governor requesting 
$6,040,000 in funds. If granted, the district 
plans to purchase Norfolk's Tidewater 
Metro Transit, purchase and improve the 
Community Bus Co. system in Portsmouth 
and make further capital improvements to 



the entire system. 

"If the request to the General Assembly 
is approved, the four city area can expect 
to see a mass transit system in about two 
years," Ervin said. "In the meantime, 
you'll have Portsmouth Chesapeake and 
Norfolk operating their own inner-city 
systems." 

THE COUNCIL met in a closed executive 
session, admitting neither the public nor 
the press, for 27 minutes. According to the 
prepared agenda, matters for discussion 
included a property matter, a legal matter 
and boards and commissions. 

The property matter discussed 
was the proposed purchase of the 
Bow Creek Golf Course for recreation land. 
The city instructed the city manager's staff 
to obtain an appraisal of the land more than 
three weeks ago, but there have been 
delays in getting the appraisal. According 
to one councilman, the staff was instructed 
to go ahead with the appraisal and there 
should be a report back to the city council 
by mid-September. The city manager's 
office previously had recommended that 
the city not purchase the land because its 
worth did not equal the price established by 
the owner. 



The council instructed the director of 
community services to compose a list of 
project priorties to be given to the Hampton 
Roads Sanitation District in case the 
district establishes an allocation system. 

IN ITEMS presented by the city manager 
the council approved: 

• adjustments to the school operating 
budget for FY '74 (money to pay the 
superintendent of schools for which the city 
will be reimbursed by the state at a later 
date); 

• budget adjustments for FY '74 for the 
Drug Outreach Center (more money was 
received from the state than anticipated, 
making more funds available to conduct 
the program); 

• preparation of plans and installation of 
sewer lines in Great Neck Estates and 
along Great Neck Road north from 
Millwood Road; 

• installation of water lines on South 
Sandfidcfler Road, Sandbridge; 

• authorization of the city manager to 
execute contracts for a water main from 
the Landstown booster station along 
Landstown, Holland and Old South 
Lynnhaven Roads to the beginning of the

Campaign expenditures ceiling 
favored, Byrd survey shows

WASHINGTON - In the wake ot 
Watergate disclosures, including 
alleged mishandling of campaign funds, 
90 per cent of respondents to a poll of 
Virginians favored a ceiling on 
campaign expenditures. 

At the same time, 56 per cent of 
respondents answered "yes" to this 
question: "Has your own confidence in 
government been weakened by 
disclosures about the Watergate case 
and the handling of secret campaign 
funds?" 

The poll, conducted by U.S. Sen. Harry 
F. Byrd Jr. of Virginia included 10 
questions on federal issues published in 
Byrd's June newsletter to constituents 
The results were published in Byrd's 
August newsletter. 

A BYRD spokesman estimated that 
10,000 Virginians responded to the poll, 
but would not disclose the percentage of 
respondents compared to the total 
numDer of newsletters sent to 
Virginians. 

"For a number of reasons, I don't 
disclose the number of newsletters sent 



out," he said. When asked to elaborate 
on the reasons, he replied that they 
reflect "a matter of the senator's policy* 
in this area." 

On other issues, 74 per cent of 
respondents said Congress should forbid 
the President from waging war for more 
than 30 days without congressional 
approval. 

IN RESPONSE to a question asked 
before the latest federal price freeze and 
subsequent announcement of Phase IV, 
75 per cent favored resuming federal 
wage and price controls. 

Sixty-three per cent said the U.S. 
should bring home immediately some of 
its 313,000 troops in Europe. 

A need for federal consumer 
protection was seen by 65 per cent, and a 
death penalty for "certain federal 
crimes," which were not defined in the 
question, was favored by 55 per cent. 

Fifty-one per cent favored a federal 
no-fault automobile insurance: 46 per 
cent favored strict enforcement -of 
pollution standards for automobiles 
without further delay, and 76 per cent 
opposed yielding of U.S. sovereignty in 
the Canal Zone to the nation of Panama.

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The right of free public access to the 
beach is not an inalienable right, as

Who does own the beach? The public or 
private hotels and homeowners? And why?

We shall fight them on the beaches... 



Once again we are in the season of the 
summer solstice, the high season in the 
temperature zone, when all mankind heads 
for the beach. Pale flesh and desiccated 
spirits yearn to be rebaptised. In this 
ecumenical rite we are a nation of 
fundamentalists: nothing less than total 
immersion in salt water will redeem us. 

Inevitably, however, the pilgrimage 
turns into an ordeal. The mass migration to 
the beach gets stalled in a summer-long 
traffic jam that hardens into an unmoving 
mass of hot metal and boiling frustration 
on the weekends. There are simply too 
many people heading for too little beach at 



: 



On holidays, many spend the day oozing 
the coast from one public beach to the next 
in a vain search for a parking place. The 
lucky ones end up herded together on the 
sand like seals in a rookery, oiled and 
broiling in indecent proximity to the whole 
population they presumably came so far to 
get away from. 

MORE AND MORE, increasingly 
leisured and mobile Americans seem to 
expect access to the beach as something 
corollary to a constitutional right. But? with 
fifty percent of us living within fifty miles 
of a coast, the public beaches are already 
inadequate to the demand. Even so, the 
government further incites the public lust 
for the seashore by building better 
highways by tampering with traditional 
holidays to prolong summer weekends. 

In the face of this growing demand- 
indeed, largely in response to it — the 
supply of beach open to the public is 
shrinking even further. Private beach 
owners and municipalities endowed with 
town beaches— even those that have always 
been permissive about peaceable trespass 
>^are in arms against an imminent 
invasion. At best, they foresee masses of 
alien refugees from the urban prison. At 
worst, they fear vagrant hordes of 
freeloading, longhaired barbarians who 
will smoke pot and fornicate on the sand 
without even paying property taxes. 

So everywhere more and more 
underpopulated beachfront is posted 
against trespass and patrolled by 
intolerant gendarmes. Landlords extend 
walls of fences across their dry-sand 
beaches to the waterline. Elaborate 
security systems restrict municipal 
beaches to town residents: official 
windshield stickers are required at parking 
lots, while nearby roadside parking is 
prohibited. ^More li beral towns charge 



nonresidents parking fees as high as $15 for 
a single visit. Pedestrian access to the 
beach is secured by plastic-laminated ID 
cards or numbered dog tags or bracelelB^ 
"Our facilities are already overcrowded 
and overutilized," complained an official of 
one Long Islarid county last summer. "We 
have all we can do to preserve the best 
facilities for our own residents." 



A struggle over sand 

This annual summer impasse is 
developing into a confrontation between the 
public and the proprietors, who are 
determined to hold their private beaches 



for themselves. The real struggle over the 
beaches, however, is taking place away 
from the sand, in the courts and 
legislatures of almost every coastal state. 

On the map, the simple fact is that we 
have plenty of seashore to go around. We 
are no landlocked Switzerland, but a nation 
of coasts. Even if all 210 million of us went 
to the beach in a legion, we could get wet 
together. To be precise, there would be 
2.102 feet of ocean frontage for each of us— 
enough to wade in abreast, arm-in-arm, in 
a continental chorus line. 

Looking seaward from any point along 
our 83,633 miles of seacoast, the entire 
prospect is the imhtic'n domain, The 
seamless sea tolerates no landlords, its 
heaving surface suffers no property lines. 
Inshore of international deep-water, the 
ocean belongs to all of us in common, held 
in trust for us by the state. 

THE LAW that guarantees the ocean to 
the people might seem to imply their 
right of access to common property ends 
on the foreshore, where water and land over- 
lap with the advance and retreat of the tides. 
Almost everywhere in the United States, 
the beach above high water is as subject to 
subdivision and private ownership as any 
woodland tract or urban house lot. The 
beach is simply real estate, and that legal 
fact makes the public's right to the ocean a 
nullity. 

Such a paradox seems offensive not only 

to good law, but to good sense as well. The 
sand itself will not acquiesce. It will not lie 
still, be domesticated, be fixed with this 
man's title or that. A boundary line on the 
beach, even a stone wall, is doomed to be 
erased at the whim of wind or waves. The 
sand belonging to one man on Sunday may 
migrate to his neighbor's beach on 
Monday, impartially enriching the one at 
the other's expense. A legally surveyed 
sand estate shrinks and swells by natural 
erosion, so that one day its landlord owns so 
much of it; but some day later he may own 
twice as much, or half. Such vagrant real 
estate makes a poor foundation for fixed 
improvements: many a beach castle built 
on sand will not survive a long-term 
mortgage. 

But the law's the law, at least as long as 
the beach holds still for it, and three-and-a- 
half centuries of seashore free enterprise 
have left only the odds and ends of sand 
open to the public. Today, even Robinson 
Crusoe would likely be hauled in for 
trespassing. In theory at least, a 
floundering swimmer, finding himself 
offsho r e of so me private beach at high tide, 
must marinate in the public waves until 
the ebb tide affords him a narrow legal 
right-of-way to the nearest unrestricted 
stretch of sand. If this seems farfetched, 
there is the case of Greenwich, Cjpnn., 
where, just last summer, an imprudent 
yachtsman rowing ashore for dinner made 
the mistake of beaching his dinghy on 
private sand. The local constabulary, who 
would not let him recross the beach on his 
way home, politely advised him to swim 
back to his mooring from the nearest public 
beach. 

THE MORE serious shortage of public 
beaches for recreation was officially 
documented as long ago as 1964, when 
Congress commissioned the National Park 
Service to survey the entire Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts - the 3,700-miles ocean frontage 



of nineteen states-for potential public 
beach The title of the resulting report 
{bespoke its conclusions: it was called 
Our Vanishing Shoreline. 

The survey found only 6.5 percent of the 
shoreline in state or federal ownership, of 
that, more than one-third was concentrated 
in three national perserves: Acadia 
National Park, off the cost of Maine; 
Everglades, at the southern tip of Florida ; 
and the newly established National 
Seashore at Cape Hatteras, N. C. (Twenty 
years later, additional Atlantic coast 
seashores are in various stages of 
tacompletion at Cape Cod, the entrance to 
New York Harbor and Cumberland Island, 




Ga. Even in 1954 there was a race against 
private interests for what was left. 

THE PROBLEM of public exclusion from 
an increasing amount of recreational ocean 
frontage is aggravated by the preemption 
of vast expanses of beach for non- 
recreational purposes. Municipal dumps, 
power plants, and a variety of industrial 
facilities, many of them major polluters, 
have long occupied choice waterfront sites. 
Cities have habitually diluted their sewage 
in the nearest ocean, making miles of 
beach unfit for swimming. 

Against this nationwide trend toward 
closed beaches, the effort to enlarge public 
access to the seashore has been gathering 
legal and popular force for almost a 
decade. The first significant court case was 
decided in Texas in 1964, when the attorney 
general sued a corporation that had 
barricaded its property from the 
vegetation line down to the water's edge. 
The state charged a violation of the Texas 
"open beaches" law, which promised the 
public "free and unrestricted ingress and 
egress" over the shore to the Gulf of 
Mexico. The star witness was one of the 
area's oldest residents, whose childhood 
recollections of stories told by his father 
convinced the court that the beach in dispute 
had been used for generations as a public | 
right-of-way. The court ruled that the 
beach owner's long acquiescence in public 
passage over his property constituted an 
irrevocable "implied dedication" of the 
beach to pedestrian traffic. Arriving at the 
same conclusion from the opposite 
direction, the court found that the public, 
by its overt use of the beach over a long 
period of time, had acquired a 
"prescriptive easement" legitimating its 
trespass. 

A FLORIDA court concurred in a ruling 
d e nying the righ t 
proprietor in Daytona Beach to build a 
tower on his own adjacent beach.. The 
court noted that "For more than twenty 
years. ..the general public... had actually, 
continuously, and uninterruptedly used an 
enjoyed the soft sand area of the beach... 
The public's use of the area... was open, 
notorious, visible... and without material 
challenge or interference by anyone 
puporting to be the owner of the land." The 
court also found it significant that the city's 
funds had been used to maintain the area. 
The owner was required to tear down his 
tower. 



Customary use 



These Siamese twin doctrines 
of "implied dedication" and 
"prescriptive easement" gave public- 
access activists hope-and private beach 
owners fear - that long and uncontested 
public use of private beaches would be 
ratified by the courts. But it also raised the 
exhausting and expensive prospect of 
litigating the question for each contested 
section of beach everywhere. 

Meanwhile, in a 1969 decision, the Oregon 
Supreme Court had obviated this problem 
in its jurisdiction. In affirming the public's 
right of access to the state's beaches, the 
court appropriated the English legal 
doctrine of "customary use" according to 
Blackstone, of such long standing "that the 
memory of man runneth not to the 
contrary." Opening not only the contested 
beach but the entire Oregon coast to public 
use, the court insisted, "This land has been 
used by the public as public recreational 
land according to an unbroken custom 
running back in time as long as this land 
has been inhabited." 

But these arguments have little currency 
in the crowded Northeast, where beach 
access is most fiercely contested. The 



beachfront there has more than 300 years 
of continuously recorded title to protect it 
from casual usurpation; and the 
"customary use" has most often been the 
vigilant denial of public access. Therefore, 
the lawyers and legislators pressing the 
matter in the Northeast have applied 
established legal arguments to only the 
most vulnerable denial of public access: 
the special case of municipal beaches that 
discriminate against non-residents. 

Lawrence Sager, the young American 
Civil Liberties Union advocate who is 
calling the legal signals observes, "it may 
not be a bad idea for public-interest 
lawyers to fashion ingenious traditional 
arguments." Sager's landmark case thus 
far was successful suit last summer 
against the City of Long Beach, on Long 
Island. The city had suddenly imposed , a 
residents-only restriction on a town beach 
that was more than big enough for its own 
needs, and which had previously been open 
to the general public since the town 
acquired it in 1937. 

IN HIS 86-page textbook brief, 
alternating citations of legal precedent 
with appeals for social justice, Sager 
proposed four basic grounds for over 
turning the Long Beach regulation. The 
first was the broad doctrine of jus 
publicum: in this instance, that the state 
holds title to the tidal lands for the use and 
benefit of its citizens; and that town, being 
creature of the state, cannot contravene 
the purposes of the state in administering 
the adjacent dry-sand beach. Sager also 
claimed constitutional support for free 
access, on the ground that the arbitrary 
exclusion of non-residents discriminates 
unreasonably against a class of people, in 
violation of the guarantees of due process 
and equal protection. In his third 
argument, Sager pointed out that most of 
the beach has thus been built up over the 
(years by man-made erosion control 
projects. Dry -and beach has thus been built 
on tidal lands of which the state is the 
trustee for the people: Therefore, the beach 
belongs to the people in the first place. 

Avoiding these pretty points, however, 
the Supreme Court of Nassau County took 
refuge in Sager's narrowest argument: 
that by allowing open access for thirty-five 
years, the town had crated an irrevocable 
"public trust." The court notably ignored a 
much broader interpretation of "public 
trust" developed the year before in the New 
Neptune \Jity . Avon-oy-tne- 
Sea. At issue was the right of Avon-by-the- 
Sea to charge non-residents a higher fee 
than residents at its town beach. The New 
Jersey Supreme Court ruled that "the 
public trust doctrine dictates that the beach 
and the ocean waters must be open to all on 
equal terms and without preference." 

NEVERTHELESS, with two related 
cases coming up this summer, Sager is 
sure that Long Beach" will establish the 
legal basis to open all the town beaches in 
New York State." After that, be sees that 
battle spreading from publicly owned town 
beaches to such privately owned "public 
accommodations" as seaside resorts, 
beach clubs and marinas; and ultimately 
even to beaches owned by individuals. 

Curiously, the most potentially far- 
reaching proposal to pen all the beaches to 
all the people is in conservative 
Massachusetts, where the mere notion of 
trespass is heretical to an ancient and 
elaborate tradition of orthodox private- 
property rights. 

In other states, the courts in more 
modern times have placed a liberal 
construction on such ancient guarantees of 
limited public access. The New Jersey 
Supreme Court in Avon-bv-the-Sea, for 
instance, concluded that the early law 
should be judicially enlarged "to meet 
changing conditions and needs of the public 
it was created to benefit." The Supreme 
Court of California ruled, "The public uses 
to which tidelands are subject are 
sufficiently flexible to encompass changing 
public needs... The state is not burdened 
with an outmoded classification favoring 
one mode of utilization over another.... 

Not so the Massachusetts courts, 
however. "We think that there is a right to 
swim or float in or upon public waters as 
well as to sail upon them," one opinion 
allowed, "But we do not think that this 



includes a right to use for bathing 
purposes... that part of the beach or shore 
above the low-water mark." After 350 
years of such strict construction of the 
Colony Ordinance, only 235 miles of the 
Commonwealth's 1200-mile shoreline are 
open for public recreation. Fifty of them 
are on the relatively remote Nan-tucket 
Sound Islands, and only 25 are in the 
Greater Boston Area. 



A beach bill 



BUT WHILE the Massachusetts courts 
s te a dfastly re s ist s i nn ov a tion s, state Sen. 
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William M. Bulger is pushing Senate Bill 
804 in the legislature. In its orginal form, 
the entire bill is only ten lines long; the 
operative couplet states simply that "the 
public shall have an on-foot right-of- 
passage along the coastline if the common- 
wealth below the vegetation line." 

Though he is an urban populist, with a 
large, solid South Boston constituency, 
Bulger is sensitive to the possessive 
instincts of Massachusetts beach owners, 
who will not silently suffer the f ootprints of 
strangers on their private sands. So he' 
Inever fails to insist in public that the limit 
of his intentions is a "lateral right of 
passage"; that is, anyone with legal 
access to any part ot tne shoreline, private 
or public, would have that additional right to 
promenade along the private dry-sand 
frontage of others. He is quick to add that 
his bill "does not give access to reach 
beaches over private property" ; nor does it 
"Provide that citizens can lay a blanket 
andhave lunch in those areas." The senator 
has assured the dubious that his bill will 
stall more radical proposals for less 
i moderate men. 

THERE ARE moments, however, when 
Sen. Bulger begins to sound a lot like tha 
ACLU's Larry Sager. Both recognize 
attempts by suburbanites to keep city 
visitors off their beaches as what Sager 
calls "part of a while ayndrame of suburban 
exclusionary practices" designed to 
insulate the satellite suburgs from the 
economic and cultural problems of the 
cities. Sager notes often that Westchester 
taxpayers are not barred from equal 
access to New York's Museums and other 
amenities,Bulger says, "My constituents 
wouldn't think of denying out-of-towners 
access to Boston Common." In the context 

of the traditional New England town plan- 

nd the '» -- 

Common-Bulger prophesies, "We can't n» 
'much longer enjoy the selfish ownership of u ; , 

beaches by a few people.." He says, "What 
the hell good are they if we can't get < 
to'em?" >.* 

Meanwhile, the question of the public's 
interest in the shoreline is being raised 
elsewhere, everywhere. In Connecticut, the 
Civil Liberties Union has put seaside towns 
on notice that it is considering which one to 
sue first for open beaches. California 
voters recently passecT a referendum, 
Proposition 20, calling for the management 
of the state's entire shoreline for the public 
benefit. States like Delaware, Florida, and 
New Jersey as well as the federal 
government, are taking an intense interest 
in both conserving and liberating their 
seacoasts; and where a government 
interest in established, public access is 
bound to follow. The difference may not be 
everywhere apparent as early as this 
summer, or even next, but it seems certain 
that in the foreseeable future urban 
refugees will find increasing expanses of 
beach open to them. 
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The time has come: as the Scottish 
essayist Thomas Carlyle warner a 
nineteenth-century America of 25 million 
people, "You won't have any trouble in 
your country as long as you have few 
people and much land, but when you have 
many and little land, your trials will 
begin." We have by now just about 
exhausted the frontier. We are turned back 
upon ourselves, a prodigal nation newly 
poor in unspoiled places, looking for last 
resorts where we can revive ourselves. 
There's no telling where the search may 
end: the beaches are only the 
beginning.

STOKES IS proud of the 
exploring program and what it has 
been able to accomplish in a snort 
amount of time. But he feels that 
the program could be expanded 

greatly locally if the needed 
sponsors and supervisors could be 
found. 

Essentially, the program works 
like this: A certain number of 
young people, ages 14 to 20, may 
express an interest in becoming 
anything from accountants to 
zoologists. 

The group of young people lets 
the Tidewater Council know what 
they're interested in. Hopefully, 
the council discovers a business, 

group or individual in the same 
field who sponsors the group. The 
young people meet regularly with 
the sponsors and often work with 

them in the business or observe the 
daily workings of the business. 

This enables them to decide 
whether they really want to enter 
that profession.

Boy Scouts of America had various 
surveys conducted to discover 
why, although there was an 
increase in the number of teens in 
thecountry.therewasa decrease in 
the number of teens in the old 
explorer program. 

• The University of Michigan's 
Institute for Social Research 
conducted a nationwide survey of 
the attitudes, interests and 

concerns of boys 14 through 16. A 
national advertising firm 
conducted a similar survey for the 
scouting administration. 



THE TWO surveys shocked the 
Boy Scouts of America. They 
discovered they were reaching 
about one per cent of the young 
men in the country. 

Radical changes were initiated 
to improve scounng's image and 
make it more relevant to today's 

young people. From that effort, the 
nationwide exploring program 

began in 1968. The .program was 
started in the Tidewater area in 
January, 1972. 



ITS A NEW (since 1968) effort 
by scouting to reach and help 
young people, both male and 
female, and encourage them to 
"try on" careers while they're still 
in school. 

John R. Stokes, exploring 
executive , exploring division of the 
Tidewater Council, Boy Scouts of 
America, related the true story 

about his friend, who thought he 
wanted to be a doctor as an 
example of what can and does 
happen to young people who see the 
glamour part of a vocation but not 
the actual working part. 

"Young people think they want to 
enter a profession or a trade," 
Stokes said, "because they think it

UNFORTUNATELY, there are 
more young people who would like 
to join the program than there are 
sponsors to lead a group. And there 
are not enough volunteer male and 
female supervisors who can work 
with the groups. 

Each exploring post does more 
than work in its chosen field. There 
are also supervised social and 
recreational activities. 

The idea for the exploring 
program was born in 1954 when the 



Currently, there are 1,100 young 
men and women of junior high 
school, high school and junior 

college age in the exploring 
program in the four-city area and 
parts of North Carolina. 

"We will hopefully have 1,1700 by 
the end of the year," Stokes said, 
"but we need sponsors and adult 
volunteers desperately." 

Each year, the council conducts 
a survey in every area junior high 
school and high school to 
determine where the students' 
interests lie. From that survey 
exploring posts are started if 
sponsors can be found. 

FOR EXAMPLE, last year 106 



Virginia Beach students expressed 
an interest in becoming architects. 
There is no architect program in 
Virginia Beach. Aviation-hostess 

had 246 young people interested. 
There is no such program in 
Virginia Beach. One hundred thirty 

young people want to enter 
dentistry, dental technician, 
nursing or other medical fields. 
There are two explorer posts 
sponsored by the General Hospital 
of Virginia Beach in those fields. 

Oceanography netted 202 
interested students. There is no 
oceanography program in Virginia 
Beach. The field of law and law 
enforcement interests 282 students. 
There is no program in the city. 

Stenography-secretary is a field 
with 602 interested students. No 
program is available in the city. 

Teaching, school administration, 
counseling has 486 interested beach 
students. Again, there is no 
sponsored program in the city. 

"The interest is there," Stokes 
said, "but we just can't find the 
sponsors." 

THERE ARE some fields of 
interest which have sponsored 
programs in the area but not in 
Virginia Beach. If. it's not too far 
away, a befich student might 
attend a group meeting in another 
city. 

Stokes is very interested in 
obtaining sponsors for beach 
students in their chosen fields. 
There are some explorer posts in 
the city. 

For example, Bay Camping 
sponsors a post in high adventure, 
which is only open to men so far 
because no female supervisors 
have been found. The post 
participates in camping, hiking 
and canoing. 

The NAS Oceana Corps , of 



Engineers sponsors a post in auto 
mechanics. Bow Creek 
Presbyterian Church sponsors a 
post in field sports, with activities 
in handling guns and hunting. 
Kempsville Veterinary Hospital 
sponsors a post in veterinary 
medicine. The Davis Corner Fire 
and Resque Squad has a post in 

rescue and first aid. The little 
Creek Coast Guard Station, the 
.Virginia Beach Yacht Club and 
Christ Presbyterian Church 
sponsor posts in sea exploring. 



THERE ARE many avocations, 
rather than vocations, which 
interest young people but which 
have no sponsors, such as surfing, 
motorcycling, drag racing and 
other sports. 

Organizations and businesses in 
other cities in Tidewater are now 
sponsoring posts in fields not 
available in Virginia Beach. 

Virginia National Bank in 
Norfolk sponsors a program in 
data processing. The City of 
Portsmouth recreation department 
has three recreation posts. The 
Chesapeake fire and police sponsor 
two posts in fire and rescue and 
three in law enforcement. 

There are currently 81 programs 
offered in the Tidewater Council 
area, 25 of which are in Virginia 
Beach. 



The program

Anyone between the ages of 14 to 
20 may join an exploring post. Any 
field is open to both young men and 
women. Previous scouting 
experience is not necessary. In 
fact, the traditional idea of 
scouting, with its rigid rules on 
rank advancement, has been 
thrown out the window. 

MEMBERS OF exploring posts 
do not even wear uniforms, unless 
they are chosen by the young 
people, such as white jackets for 



those in a medical post . Members 
of an oceanography or sea 
exploring post might wear the 
Navy or Coast Guard traditional 
whites or blues. 

Any student may join a post by 
invitation through a friend, by 
invitation when the yearly surveys 
are conducted in the city schools or 
by calling Stokes at the Tidewater 
Council headquarters in Norfolk. 

Stokes emphasized that although 
the interest of the young people is 
there, the sponsorship is not. Any 
business, group, civic league, 
church or individual may sponsor a 
post.

Any male or female adult 
interested in working with young 
people may become a post 
supervisor. 

IT COSTS nothing to sponsor a 
post. There is no fee as such and no 
salaries are paid to the young 
people working with a sponsor 
unless they are hired officially on a 
part-time basis. . 



"The kids just want to observe 
and learn," Stokes said. "They 
might actually get paid if they 
were hired as helpers, but they're 
mainly interested in the experience 
and the training. 

"It's not at all like distributive 
education. The posts are there to 
give young people a good insight 
into what the business or avocation 
is really like." he continued. 



Stokes urged any student who is 
interested in joining or forming a 
post, any group or company which 
might like to sponsor a post and 
any adult volunteer who would like 
to supervise a group to call him at 
the llidewater Council

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Gardeners realize homegrown fruits oflapor

"Nothing tastes 
summertime than 
vegetables." 

Whether novice or experienced, all 
gardeners express this opinion as one big 
reason for fighting bugs, sun, heat and dry 
spells in the effort to produce fresh 
vegetables. 

Like many Tidewater residents, Jack 
Everton grew up on a farm and has 
gardened all his life. He was on of the first 
tennants for the Bayville Farms garden 
plots which were opened for rental last year. 

" I WAS HAPPY to find a place where. I 
could grow what I like," Everton said of 
Bayville Tarms. "We rented two plots, 
each 25 by SO feet, both last year and this 
year, and we'll rent again next year." 

Everton's enthusiasm has spread to 
others. Mr. and Mrs. Carroll A. Williams 
grew a garden for the first time this year, 
and they say they are enjoying it. 

"After hearing about the rising cost of 
food last spring, we decided to try growing 
vegetables, and with some help from our 
friends, we have had a very nice garden," 
Mrs. Williams said. 



Bom the Evertons and the Williamses 
feel they have realized a very real savings 
in food costs by having gardens. 

BOTH FAMILIES do some canning and 
freezing. "We believe we have a year- 
around saving," Mrs. Everton said, 
"because we have fresh frozen vegetables 
for winter use." 

Plots at Bayville Farms cost $20 each, 
and the farms plough and fertilize all rental 
plots. Last year the farms rented 85 plots. 
In 1973 the number grew to 255 

A spokesman for Bayville Farms 
Explained that when the farm left the 
retail sales business and became 
wholesalers, it was decided that individual 
garden rentals could be a good economic 
use of the land. 

"Plot rental has outstripped what we 
though it would do, and we plan to rent plots 
again next year," the spokesman said. 

GARDEN PLOTS are rented from 
March through December on a contract 
basis and the farms say most growers take 
good care of their gardens. 

Hugh Eaton, another gardener, began his 
Bayville Farms garden because his 
children had never really seen vegetables 
growing. 



"We decided it would be a great thing if 
we all went out and worked a garden 
toghether, and we all do," said Eaton who 
has three children, ages 9, 11 and 13. 

Eaton, too, grew up with a garden. "It's a 
relaxing thing to do, sort of like therapy," 
he said. 

Many people eschew the idea of renting 
gardens and find a place to live that has a 
backyard large enough for planting. Joseph 
N. Cole bought a home in Easton Park 19 
years ago partly because he could put a 
garden in his backyard. Since then, he has 
helped several neighbors who have been 
bitten by the gardening bug. 

COLE SAYS he hasn't bought a vegetable 
since spring. "I guess we save about $200 
during the summer months, not counting 
my labor." 

"We have more money to jingle in our 
pockets during the summer," Mrs. Cole 
said. "Some days we even do without meat, 
and just enjoy our fresh vegetables. We 
have tomatoes coming out of our ears." 

By August in Virginia Beach, most early 
crops are already in and late crops are 
beginning. 

"Last year we had fresh tomatoes at 
Christmas time," Mrs. Everton said. "We 
harvested them in November, wrapped 



them in newspapers and stored them and 
they were ready to eat in December." 

THE ALREADY harvested crops have 
yielded a secondary advantage to fresh 
taste: seeds for next year. Most gardeners 
save seeds when possible — a definite 
savings measure. 

Everton is growing "poverty peas" from 
seeds gathered from year to year. "You 
can't buy mem here and we always had 
poverty peas when I was young." 

He also is growing two varieties of 
pumpkin from seeds he got from Florida 
and melon from European seeds. "This is a 
different type of melon from what is 
usually seen here," Everton explained. "It 
is probably more like a honeydew than 
anything else." 

Gardeners say that growing things is 
easy if the garden is tended on a regular 
basis. 

"If you do a little weeding each week — 
keeping the rows clean, you don't have any 
problem," said Everton. "When you let the 
weeds go for too long, however, they are 
very difficult to clean out." 

Mrs. Williams has found in her first year 
of gardening that, "it may be easier than I 
though it would be. Everything has gone 
very well."

City-wide bicycle system planned 



The city is now working on 
a proposal for a city-wide 
bicycle system which will be 
sent to the State 
Department of Highways 
for review by October. 

House resolution 224 
charged the state highway 
department with sending 
out questionnaires to every 
city and county in Virginia 
detailing plans for existing 
or proposed bicycle 
systems. 



Virginia Beach received 
its questionnaire last week. 
The city's report will be 
reviewed by the highway 
department, the General 
Assembly and the 
governor's office. 

If the city's report is 
positive, state funds to build 
the bicycle system may be 
available after the next 

meeting of the General 
Assembly. A four-man 
committee composed of 

representatives from the 
city managers office, the 
planning department, the 

department of community 
services and the department 
of parks and recreation 
made an informal 
presentation to the Parks 
and Recreation Commission 



last week on the proposed 
bike system. 

Scott Tyler of the city 
manager's office told the 
commission that $50,000 

from the wfa bond 
referendum, earmarked for 
use by the parks and 

recreation department, 
could be used immediately 
to construct a bicycle lane 

on Laskin Road to Atlantic 
Avenue, as the first phase of 
t he ci t y- w ide 



Great Neck Road once that 
road is widened, to connect 
Shore Drive to Virginia 
Beach Boulevard or Laskin 

Road for bike use, 
connecting the feeder roads 
on Atlantic Avenue from 
50th Street to the Cavalier 
Hotel for bike use, marking 
a bike path on Pacific 
Avenue with no parking 
allowed on one side of the 
street and marking a bike 
path on Holly Road, Baltic 
or Arctic Avenue so 



Harold S. Whitehurst, 
director of the Department 
of Parks, Recreation and 

Physical Education, 
remarked that there is a 

"very critical need" for a 
city -wide bike system. 

Whitehurst cited state 
parks figures showing that 
40,000 bicylists have used, 
the Seashore State Park 
bike trail since it opened in 
May. 



The funds would be used 
to connect the Laskin Road 
feeder lanes into one 
continuous road system to 
Atlantic Avenue. The feeder 
lanes would be marked as 

bike routes and would be 
used by both bicycles and 
cars. Tyler said that the 25 
miles per hour speed limit 
on the feeder roads make 
them feasible for safe 
bicycle use. 

Other tentative plans for 
the bike lystem include 
paving a bike lane along the 
shoulder of Shore Drive 

(U.S. highway 60), which 
would connect to the new 10- 
mile bicycle lane in 
Seashore State Park, paving 
another bicycle lane on 



bicyclists may ride safely to 
the beach from Laskin 
Road. 

The committee also 
discussed the possibilities of 
buying Vepco and Norfolk 
Southern Railroad rights-of- 
way in various areas of the 
city for bike paths. 

Committee members also 
discussed the feasibility of 
asking community groups 
and civic leagues to submit 
their needs for bike routes in 
their areas of the city. 

The committee estimated 
that it would cost $100 per 
foot, to grade, pave and 
mark a six-foot wide section 
of bike trail if trails are 
installed where no road 
shoulder exists. 



Tyler said that the state is

Bayside residents may get park

Work i s continu i ng on Mt.

The department 
announced almost 600 teens, 
adults and senior citizens 
participated in various 



recreational classes 
sponsored by the department 
in July.

Police department seeks recruits 
for vacant patrolman positions

"To some extent the 
attitude of young people 
towards the establishment 
and law enforcement is not 
as good as in past years, and 
they would just as soon not 
associate with it." Aubrey 
V., Watts Jr., issued that 
statement in citing one of 
the major difficulties in 
filling vacancies in the 
Virginia Beach Police 
Division. 

His words reflect a 
tarnished attitude towards 



increasing demands of the 
growing city for police 
protection combined with 
the inability to increase the 
number of police officers to 
equal this demand. 

Citing difficulities in 
recruiting new police 
officers Watts said, "While 
there are vacancies in other 
divisions in the city this 
vacancy is the most difficult 
to fill because of standards, 
also the number of 
applicants is dropping while 
the rate of success in 
processing applicants is also 
dropping."

Watts as he said, "Part of it 
is the lack of large numbers 
of veterans returning from 
duty, and those whb 
returned recently have 
already found jobs." 

In citing reasons 
applicants fail to 
successfully complete 
processing for the police 
division Watts said, "Some 
of it is the increased use of 
drugs among young people, 
a guy may have a bad 
financial situation, or 
records that he doesn't want 
drug out." All of these 
events would play a large 
role in an applicant not 
being acceptable for police 
work, based on existing 
standards. 

Police Chief Col. W.W. 
Davis illustrated the 
difficulty in acquiring 
suitable applicants for 
police work by pointing out 
that last year of the 255 
applicants for the position of 
patrolman, only 36 were 
accepted after requiring 
screening and testing. 

DAVIS JUSTIFIED this 

by saying, "As long as we 
maintain the standards we 
do of trying to get the 
highest caliber personnel 
possible, we're

Davis reaffirmed the 
city's intent to maintain 
high standards within the 
police division by indicating 
they are being upgraded, 
despite the difficulty in 
recruiting suitable 
applicants. He pointed to the 
upward revision of physical 
qualifications for the police 
division as of July 1. 

DAVIS WAS also 
questioned as to what effect 
' recent 
Opportunities Guidelines 
would have on -the 
possibility of women being 
acceptable as police 
officers. He said, "We 
wouldn't rejecT'Tr^^omay 5 " 
applicant on the basis of sex 
alone. However, there are 
few women who initially 
might be interested," he 
added,"and very few who 
could qualify for the 
rigorous duties of a 
patrolman's position," 

Davis stated the 27 
openings result from 11 
patrolmen positions which 
were not filled in the 1972-73 
fiscal year, plus an 
additional 16 positions 
authorized by city council 
July 1. He also pointed out 
some $140,000 was approved 
in the current City 
Operating Budget to cover 
the cost of the additional 
patrolman positions. 

Davis reflected Watts' 
contention that the 
recruiting of personnel was 
not the result of vacancies 
created by promotions, but 
related to demands on the 
police division through 
population increases. Watts 
specified, "The need is in 
the line of basic patrol 
duties, the officer most 
people come in contact with 
at the scene of accidents or 
crimes." 

TO ILLUSTRATE the' 
difficulty in obtaining 
suitable applicants for these 
positions, Watts said the city

: Funds for the tour were taken equally 
from tourism and industrial development 
advertising budgets, according to A. James 
iDe Bellis, director . of economic 
development Four city councilmen along 
with representatives from various civic 
leagues, city departments and the press 
attended the by-invitation-only event. 

"YOU CAN'T lift that kind of expense out 
of context," De Bellis said. "You can't 
criticize that it was a tour for a specific 
group of people, which it was, but rather 
you've got to say it was a tour for those 
persons who help approve revenue for our 
programs." 

He added the department had been 
"desseminating information and yet hadn't 



been reaching all the people we'd like to 
reach." The tour was conducted to show 
citizens what has happened in the 
department Originally some 85 persons, 
including city council members, were 
invited to go on the tour. 
. "We felt we could communicate with the 
citizens through groups that represent the 
largest groups of the citizenry and all the 
people envolved in economic 

development" De Bellis said. 

THE TOUR included a trip around Rudee 
Inlet, and down Atlantic Avenue to Cape 
Henr y Lighthouse. The buses were then off 
to industrial development sites at Little 
Creek, and Airport, Lynnha ven and Oceana 
West Industrial Parks. 

Tour narrator Walter Alford, coordinator 
of the industrial Development division, 
stated that "$167,000 has been derived from 
industrial parks city-wide." 

Little Creek and Airport Industrial Park 



p ropert y was was purchased about five 
years ago by the Industrial Development 
Authority to help meet the industrial 
objectives of the dry. With some 302 acres 
of land, Airport Industrial Park is perhaps 
the most impressive of the recent 
developments, and according to figures 
from the Department of Economic 
Development brings in $83,000 yearly in 
real estate and machinery taxes. 

THE CITY will spend $80,000 for fiscal 
1974 to promote industrial development 
The Mathews Agency, of Virginia Beach, 
will handle the city's industrial advertising 
beginning in January. 

A breakdown of the FY 74 industrial 
advertising budget shows $58,180 to be 
spent on media advertising, with $7,440 for 
bill boards and $14,000 for promotional 
literature. All advertising will be done 
outside the dry. 



"OUR THEORY is we're trying to bring 
in outside dollars," De Bellis said. "Four to 
five projects in Airport Industrial Park are 
a directly related to advertising.'' 

A $385,472 budget will be available to 
tourist advertising for FY 74. This 
compares to $387,198 spent last year. The 
budget indudes $215,000 for newspaper and 
m^ garitM. advertising, $10,000 for radio and 
television promotion, $21,000 for bill 
boards, $50,000 for brochures and $90,000 
for tourist related publicity. Tourist related 
publicity covers special trips for 
entertainment editors from major 
magazines and newspapers to the Beach, 
as well as money for the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Virginia Travel Council 
and Ocean Highway publicity. A Richmond 
advertising agency, Martin and Woltz, Inc. 
will handle the city's tourism budget for 
next year. Both advertising agencies were 
selected by a committee appointed by the 
city council.

Foundation since the 1920's. 
A formal use permit for the 
property was issued in 1961

the ARE faculties. A circuit 
court ruled in July that the 
1961 use permit was not 
broad enough to cover the 
library eoastructionHusex 
The ARE has appealed that 
decision. The ARE then 
sought a new use permit.

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Poor transportation limits retirement activities

The elderly couple, obviously 
strangers to the area and looking 
confused and somewhat lost, 
approached an office building near 
Princess Anne Plaza. 

"We need to go to the Norfolk 
Social Security Office. Can you 
help us get a taxi?" the man asked 
an office employe. 

Upon investigation, the employe 
learned that a taxi from Princess 
Anne Plaza to downtown Norfolk 
would cost the couple $15. It was 
obvious they couldn't afford it. 

"What can we do? How can we 
get to town?" the couple asked. 

Fortunately, they were only two 
blocks from Virginia Beach 
Boulevard — the only bus route in 
the city. The couple was last seen 
walking wearily toward the corner 
bus stop to wait for a bus that runs 
only once every hour. 

The lack of public transportation 
in Virginia Beach is probably the 
largest problem facing retired 
persons who have chosen to live in 
the resort city, and who, for one 
reason or another, either do not, or 
cannot drive a car. 

MRS. MERRIMAN WILLIAMS 
who lives in Kempsville has been 
forbidden by a doctor to drive, at 
least temporarily. 

"I like tp shop in Norfolk," she 
said. "I am familiar with the stores 
and shops there, and it would be 



helpful to be able to catch a corner 
bus and go downtown." 

Although the Southeastern 
Virginia Areawide Model Program 
for Seniors (SEVAMP) provides a 
minibus to take senior citizens to 
senior centers, doctors and 
shopping centers, there is only one 
bus, and Mrs. Carol Lewis, 
coordinator for SEVAMP and the 



Department of Recreation, said 
that at least two additional buses 
are sorely needed. 

Others decried the lack of public 
transportation. Mrs. Margaret 
Allen, a widow from Atlanta, Ga., 
moved to Virginia Beach two years 
ago to be near her daughter and 
lives in the Pembroke area. 

"J haven't driven since I've been 
here," Mrs. Allen said, "and being 
without transportation is a real 
problem. I must depend on 
someone else to take me whenever 
I go." 

MOST RETIREES LIVING in 

Virginia Beach are particularly 
impressed with the friendly 
atmosphere and the ease with 
which they have been able to find 
acquaintances with similar - 
interests. 

William H. Oxley, a former sales 
manager who has lived in many 
places throughout the world, chose 
Virginia Beach when he left his 
position in Danville in 1970. 

"We had been visiting the beach 
for a number of years and were 
impresssed with the city as an 
aggressive, dynamic place. I am 
not ready to sit — I want to keep 
busy and I felt this was the place 
where there was the most 
opportunity," he explained. 

Oxley said that he and his wife 

have found many friends who are 

younger than they, and this 

mixture of young and old he 

_ considers favorable 



"I would not like to live in a 
retirement community," he said. 
"A mixture of young and old people 
is always needed. A community 
without youth is a pretty sad 
community." 

MANY RETIREES WHO have 
lived in other parts of the country 
find the cost of Virginia Beach 
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living fairly expensive. Oxley has 
found in his experience that the 
beach is more costly than many 
places, including his home, 
PMladefohtar- == 

Mrs. Paul Harmon, formerly of 
Baltimore, agrees. The Harmons 
moved to Virginia Beach following 
his retirement to live with their 
daughter's family. They have been 
in the city approximately one year. 

"Everything in Virginia Beach is 
more costly than in Baltimore, 
including food," she said, "but we 
do like the atmosphere and the 
people her." 

Housing costs and taxes figure 
prominently in the overall cost of 
living. Merriman Williams who 
moved from Norfolk to Virginia 
Beach shortly before his 
retirement is quite concerned about 
the city's rising taxes. 

"We moved here in 1966," he 
said, "and taxes have doubled 
since then. They are too high." 

LIKE OXLEY, Williams is 
impressed with Virginia Beach 
living in general, despite the 
drawbacks. "I have been in 37 
states and Canada, and I haven't 
found any place I would rather 
live," he said. 

"I like a balanced community. I 
wouldn't want to live in a 
retirement community." 

Mrs. Harmon was appaled at the 
high cost of housing. "Housing is 
horrible," she said. "We had not 
planned to spend as much as we 
did." The Harmons built a house in 
Kings Forest. 

Mrs. Lewis, as well as other 
SFV*MP wnrkorg, is rnnrprned 



about inadequate housing for 
retired persons. Virginia Beach 
has no apartment buildings or 
condominiums built exclusively for. 
senior citizens. 

"We need federally subsidized 
housing for seniors," Mrs. Lewis 
said, "but I don't know when we 
will ever see such housing in 
Virginia Beach."

VIRGINIA BEACH IS somewhat 
unusual when compared to other 
communities across the country in 
that a large number of military 
personnel retire here. A study 
compiled in 1972 indicates that 
approximately 6,700 retired 
military personnel live in Virginia 
Beach. 
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Capt. Joseph Crawford, who 
compiled the study for the 
Virginia Beach Chamber of 
Commerce, said, "Virginia Beach 
has everything — a moderate 
Tttmate, the ocean and a friendly 
community, both civilian and 
military. All military facilities are 
close at hand and are available for 
use by retired personnel." 

Capt. Crawford, who has lived all 
over the United States, finds taxes 
lower here than in many parts of 
the country, especially the 
northeast. "That's no excuse, 



however, for taxes to continue to 
rise," he added. • 

He believes that with the large 
retired military community, 
Virginia Beach is an excellent city 
for large companies to establish 
branches. 

"Many military people want to 
retire here because they like the 
area," he said. "They cannot find 
industry here to utilize their 
talents, so in order to remain in the 
area they take a job with 
requirements below their 
abilities."

"Migrant children suffer mainly 
from benign neglect," says C.L. 
Conyers, supervisor of migrant 
education for the State Department 
of Education. 

Conyers and his staff work with 
city schools throughout Virginia to 
alleviate that state of "benign 
" with the administration of 
a federally funded migrant 
education program. 

In Virginia Beach, the program 
took the form of a summer school 
conducted at Court House 
Elementary School under the 
direction of Herman Reed, 
coordinator of the Titlel-migrant 
program for the city. The summer 
program ended Aug. 6. 

NOT*"' ALL THE children 
attending Court House School this 
summer were children of migrant 
workers, but all are classified as 
underprivileged. According to 
Conyers, the migrant child has all 
the disadvantages of an 
underprivileged child — poor 
health care, unstable family life, 
drab environment, less education 
— plus the disadvantage of 
frequent mobility. 

"We have really written off the 
parents," Conyers said, "but we 
have great hopes for the children. 
We hope to teach them enough so 
that when automation comes in and 
they lose their jobs, we can keep 
them off the welfare rolls." 

Reed is in charge of "recruiting" 

children for the summer school. 

v "Mr. Reed beats the bushes to find 

the children and interest them in 

the school." Conyers said. 

"Once the child starts coming to 
'-the school, we try to make it so 
interesting the child will want to 
come back. That's why we're 
constantly trying new things to 
make it interesting," Conyers said. 

ONE OF THE new things the 
school is trying is the use of 
movement education. 

The whole idea behind 
movement teaching is to make 



learning interesting and fun. 
Basically, the process uses 
physical education to teach other 
concepts — numbers, direction, 
space, time, language, music — or 
any other learning idea^- 

Movement teaching eliminates 
the classic classroom concept in 
which a rigid subject is taught 
within a rigid, established 
framework. 

Mrs. Marie Humbles, a physical 



education teacher aTAflanficHiglr 
School in Oak Hall, Va. (Accomack 
County) during the regular school 
year, visited Court House School 
one day recently to teach the 
school's teachers how to use 
movement teaching. She also 
participated in sessions with the 
children at the school. 

THE FIRST impression of Mrs. 
Humbles* teaching is that it is fun. 
As Mrs. Humbles instructed Reed 
and four other teachers , there were 
frequent comments of "this is fun" 
and "this is great" from the 
teachers, Arthur Mae Lawson, who 
teaches language arts; Carolyn 
Kennedy, pre-school education; 
Mandy Beall, elementary art, and 
Cheryl Mounts, music. 

Mrs. Humbles uses ordinary 
props, such as ropes, balls and 
balloons, to instruct the teachers in 
the new concept. 

To teach concepts of direction, 
Mrs. Humbles' instructed the 
teachers to choose partners and 
illustrate the words "around, front, 
back, over, under, behind" and 
other directions. 

TO TEACH numbers, Mrs. 
Humbles used cards with numbers 
printed on them. The cards were 
scattered in random on the floor, 
and the teachers were asked to toss 

beanbags at them. 

"You would be surprised at how 
pany of these children don't know 
what a circle is, what a square is, 
what 'behind' means and so forth," 
Mrs. Humbles told the teachers. 

"And you say that these children 
cannot follow directions. I say they 
can. But instead of telling them to 
form a line, tell them to make a 



choo-choo train and follow the 
leader. You'd be amazed at how 
easily children follow directions 
When you make them interesting 
and fun." - 

During Mrs. Humbles 
^instructions to the teachers, she 
constantly repeated her 
instructions in a soft voice and 
always praised them when a task 
was accomplished. The repetition 
and the praise, the words "please"

part of her instruction. 

..' WA S tim e for the first 
group of children to participate in 
Mrs. Humbles' class, a noisy, 
rowdy group of boys came 
scrambling into the room. Within 
minutes, without raising her voice 
and with a few words of "please" 
and "thank you" again, she_bjdjhe 
children sitting quietly in a circle. 
"Now I want you to run around 
the room without touching anyone 
else," Mrs. Humbles emphasized, 
"and find your very own place not 
too close to anyone else and stand 
in your very own place," she said, 



again emphasizing the fact that 
each child was to have his "very 
own" space. 

The children did as told 
immediately, then-waited for the 
next set of instructions. Using a 
bowling pin, Mrs. Humbles asked 
the children to watch the pin very 
closely and do everything it did. 

• WHEN SHE THREW it up into 
the air, the children jumped up. 

hen she twirled it in a circle, the 
children laughed as they spun 
around. When she dropped it on the 
floor, every child hit the floor with 
a thud. 

"Very good, Thank you," Mrs. 
Humbles repeated over and over. 

"This form* of teaching is 
actually what we call slipping up 
on a child," Conyers explained 
after the session was over. "It's 
another way we can teach the 
traditional reading, writing, and 
arithmetic. Weu discard all those 
traditional teaching methods in the 
summer." 

MRS. HUMBLES explained that 



movement teaching is a new 
concept in this country. 
"However," she said, "most of the 
schools in England have used it for 
years and years. It involves 
physical education in academic 
areas. In many instances, it's a 
matter of presenting a problem to 
thechildand letting the child solve it 
in his or her own way." 

Court House School's migrant 
education program provides what 
Dr. E.E. Brickell, superintendent 
of schools, has called a "total 
educational environment." 

With the federal funds, the school 
finds thethiidren, enrolls mem in 
the school, provides transportation 
to and from school and also 
provides three meals a day, health 
care, personal hygiene care (daily 
showers) and two new changes of 
clothes for children who need 
them. 

This year, the program handled 
about 50 children at one time, with 
a high turnover rate. As the crop 
situation demands, the children 
move in and out of town with their 
families. 
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A HAPPY GROUP of smiling 
children enjoy a well-balanced 
lunch in Court House School's 
cafeteria. 
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Plain housing 
brightened up 

'.Any housing which is quantity-produced, such as 
apartment complexes, condominiums and 
development houses, fills certain needs in 
providing adequate housing but lacks the one 
characteristic most tenants want — individuality. 

Achieving that important individuality in an 
apartment or house which is built exactly like every 
other apartment or house in the area sometimes 
isn't easy. 

The problems are usually sameness of interiors 
— white walls, small rooms — and lack of funds to 
brighten up those plain interiors. 

There are certain decorating tactics which could 
be used to liven up your dwelling unit without 
spending too much money and without much effort. 

If the home is a house or a condominium, let your 
imagination take over. But better curb your 
imagination in rental property, such as an 
apartment, until you first consult with the landlord. 

Once you've explained your plans to increase the 
apartment's attractiveness, the landlord might 
even encourage your creative abilities. A more 
attractive apartment make for an easier-to-rent 
apartment. 

For example, a typical apartment or 
development house bedroom is small has four white 
walls and one or two windows. 

Built-in, compact furnishings are the answer. A 
studio couch placed in the corner, between a 
window and the adjoining wall, can achieve a built- 
in look with a wooden base functioning as a 
headboard and simple shelves installed above the 
head of the bed for storage and display spaces. 

The bed serves both as a couch and as a bed, and 
could be made especially attractive with a big, bold 
plaid bedspread. The same bedspread material 
could be repeated in huge throw pillows to support 
the head and back of anyone sitting on the bed- 
couch. 

. Then repeat the plaid motif on the walls. Choose 
one or two predominant colors and paint 
supergraphics on the wall. Blow up the plaid 
motif using horizontal and vertical stripes. 

Supergraphic's paint is available at most large 
department stores in bold, bright colors. Paints in 
bright colors are made especially for 
supergraphics since most interior paints do not 
come in bold enough shades. 

Painting supergraphics is fairly simple. Using a 
plumb line (any piece of long string with some type 
of anchor on one end) and masking tape will help 
keep the lines straight and prevent one color 
running into another. Draw the lines to be painted 
on the wall using a pencil, men tape and paint.

Forget the bugs, 
beware perils 
of picnic cooking 

By Peter Weaver 

With picnics and cook outs, there are two things to 
watch out for: food poisoning and fires. The bugs 
are incidental. 

Let's tackle the food first. If you plan to be out for 
most of the day or don't plan to eat for several 
hours, it's best to pack frozen hamburgers, hot; dogs 
or barbecued meats. They'll stay fresh much 
longer. 

Either buy frozen meats or put fresh meat in your 
own freezer 24 hours before picnic time. You can 
barbecue chicken or ribs, wrap the pieces in 
aluminum foil and freeze it that way. At the picnic, 
all you have to aoJa-warm up the pre-barbecued, 
frozen meat on the grill. 



Mind 
Your Money 



HOME ECONOMISTS AT THE Department of 
Agriculture say you can plunk frozen meat right on 
the grill. But, you should place it further away from 
the fire and make sure you cook with a low flame. 
Otherwise, you'll get something akin to charred ice 
cubes. You need more time to cook frozen meats 
and you need lower heat. 

Be sure your hands are clean when handling 
cookout food. You should never touch any food to be 
eaten after you've handled raw chicken or 
hamburger patties (or any other raw meat). Wash 
you hands after handling raw meat or pick up the 
meat with something disposable such as wax paper. 

WHY ALL the fuss about cleanliness 
in handling meat? Because at picnics and 
cookouts you have 10 times more chance of getting 
food poisoning from bacteria as you do inside the 
coolness of your home. 

Use a food cooler that's well insulated and keep it 
in the shade at the picnic site. It's best to use large 
hunks of ice. They last longer. You can freeze large 
hunks in paper milk cartons. If there will be 
children around, don't use dry ice. It can burn their 
hands. 

Don't leave food outside the cooler for more than 
a few minutes. Always put leftovers back in the 
cooler as soon as possible. Bacteria builds up fast in 
the summer heat. This is why you should try to 
avoid long, buffet-style picnics where food tends to 
stay out too long. 

EGGS AND POULTRY are especially dangerous 
in the heat. Anything with mayonnaise in it should 
be shunned or cautiously chilled and served. Egg 
salad, chicken salad, potato salad— are danger 
dishes. So are deviled eggs and creamed 
vegetables. 

The cooking fire is the other peril. If you don't 
have a well-constructed barbecue grill, clear a 10- 
foot circular area for your fire. Dig a shallow fire 
pit and surround it with stones. Don't build a fire 
under trees or near dry brush. 

Never put fire-starter fluid on a fire that's 
already going, even if there are just a few sparks. 
Flames could jump to your hands. You can use 
barbecue fire-starter fluid or kerosene but never 
use cigarette lighter fluid or gasoline. They're way 
too explosive. 

IN DOUSING YOUR fire, make sure the coals are 
cold before you try to store them for reuse. In 
storing charcoal, always keep it in a cool, dry place 
inside your home. If charcoal absorbs moisture and 
them is exposed to outdoor heat in a closed bag it 
could explode into flames (due to chemical 
combustion action). 

Film is one thing you don't want to cook at a 
picnic. Color film that's left out on a picnic table or 
in a car's glove compartment can literally cook. 
Pictures will be spoiled. A tip: get a three-pound 
coffee tin with a plastic top. Tape it to the underside 
of your food cooler. Film can be kept fresh inside 
the tin. 

About those bugs. A good bug repellent should 
Ldiethyltoluamide (look for it on the lahe" 
Buy a camphor stick at a pharmacy. Putting 
camphor around picnic table legs keeps the ants 
off.

Who's who in the Teal estate 'biz' 



Buying property isn't 
east, especially when 
therg seem to be more 
people involved in the 
buying and selling than 
there are land and 
bousing units available. 

Everyone from the 
banker to the 
appraiser seems to be in 
on the act, with 
salesmen, brokers and 
agents wandering in and 
out of the picture in a 
seemingly endless 
parade of people. , 

In the process of 
buying a piece of 
property, the buyer 
meets all types of people 
in special fields. Here is 
a simple list of a few of 
those people and the 
terminology used in 
describing their 
functions: 

The appraiser 
evaluates the property 
to determine its worth. 
He or she may be hired 
by the seller, the buyer 
or the lending 
institution. Any broker 
may appraise property 
and all appraisers who 
are members of the 
American Institute of 
Real' Estate Appraisers 
must meet certain stiff 
requirements. 

The broker-salesman 
is a real estate 
salesman who has 
passed a broker's 
examination and 
chooses to work as a 
salesman. 

The mortgage banker 
lends money for a 
nsprtgage, usually with 
the intention of later 
selling the mortgage to 
an institutional 
investor, such as a large 
insurance company. 

The mortgage broker ' 
brings the borrower and 
the lender together and 
is paid a fee for doing so. 
He or she may also 
service mortgages, 
collect and pay taxes 
and insurance. The 
broker is not required to 
take a state 
examination but is 
required by the U.S. 
Housing and Urban 
Development office to 
have' $100,000 minimum 
capital to be approved 
as an FHA or VA loan 
originator. 

The real estate broker 
has his or her own office 
with: one or more 
salesmen working for 
him. Or he may be an 
officer in a corporation. 
The real estate broker 
has served a year's 
apprenticeship as a

The closing attorney 
is chosen by the 
mortgage banker 
(lender) with his fee 
reimbursed by the 
lender.

It is rare that a 
settling house does not 
cause cracking in walls 
throughout the interior, 
including ceramic tile 
walls. 

There is a special 
method of replacing 
wall tiles that have 
cracked or chipped, and 
using a little care and 
patience it can be done 
by anybody. 

The following steps 
should be followed: 

Using a screwdriver 
or thin chisel, scrape 
away the grouting from 
around the tile. 

Chisel a hole in the 
center of the damaged 
tile and pry or chip the 
tile away from the wall. 

Scrape all remaining 
glue or mastic from the 
wall until there is a 
completely flat surface. 

Spread the back of the 
new tile with mastic, a 
special tile adhesive 
available in hardware 
stores. 

Center the new tile on 



the wall. In order that it 
remains in place until 
firmly glued, cover it 
with masking tape. 

After the mastic has 
set, fill the border area

with grouting, which 
should be mixed 
according to directions 
and pressed into the 
seams around the new 
tile.

Gasoline shortage causes no shortage in car buyers

Virginia Beach Boulevard is fast becoming 
Tidewater's shopping center for new automobiles. 

Edward B. Snyder, president of Checkered Flag, 
Toyota, who moved his company from Norfolk to 
Virginia Beach less than a year ago, waxes enthusiastic 
about the boulevard location. 

"Our business has doubled since we moved to Virginia 
Beach. We are selling twice as many cars this year as 
last. Our new facility offers us a better location, closer to 
the buying public. 

"We did not anticipate the great increase in sales that 
we have had," Snyder said. "We thought there would be 
an increase, but we have beep surprised by the volume." 

OTHER DEALERS along the boulevard are equally 
enthusiastic about the location. Jimmie D. Morrisette, 
general manager for RK Chevrolet, said, 'I wouldn't 
move anywhere else in the world." 

RK Chevrolet has been at its location at 2661 Vriginia 
Beach Blvd. for about six years and Morrisette says the 
company sells to both Norfolk and Virginia Beach 
residents. 

"We are more accessible than Military Highway 
locations, for example," he explained. "We are close to 
the toll road and interstate." 

Morrisette believes mat when the boulevard is widened 



as has been proposed, business will improve even more. 
"The service roads cause congestion and create 
hazardous traffic situations. I mink it will be easier for 
customers to get to businesses once the boulevard is 
widened," he said. 

MORRISETTE SAID he considered the problem of the 
services roads the only drawback to the location on 
Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

"We are currently drawing more and more business 
from out of the city," he explained. "Our business has 
doubled since last year." 

None of the dealers interviewed had observed any 
slackening of new car buying as a result of the increased 
cost of living and the gasoline shortage. 

"I have seen no gasoline crisis," Morrisette said. Mike 
Schacter, general new car sales manager for Phillips 
Oldsmobile, agrees. 

"We had only a temporary shortage of fuel," he said. 
"All research that I have done shows that there is no 
energy crisis.' 1 ^/ 

Phillips Oldsmobile moved to Virginia Beach about 
three years ago in order to be near the population center. 
Schacter believes that about SO per cent of people who 
buy products, buy because of location. 

SPACE CONSIDERATION also contfrbuted to the 
decision to move to the boulevard, Schacter explained. 
"This is the only centrally located place where we have 
space to put a full service department. Here we have 



eight acres. We couldn't get mat much space in Norfolk." 
Space considerations also play a large role in Hoff 
Cadillac's decision to move from Monticello Avenue to 
Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

"Our building is 20 years old and is just not equipped to 
handle the needs of the 70s," said Ted Smith, vice 
president. Hoff Cadillac-Oldsmobile will move to a new 
location just east of Newtown Road on Virginia Beach 
Boulevard. The 40,000-square-foot building will be 
completed by next spring. 

"When we decided we needed a new location, we had 
some research done by General Motors," Smith said. A 
location survey of the Norfolk-Virginia Beach area 
showed the proper location to be somewhere between 
Military Circle Mall and Pembroke Mall on Virginia 
Beach Boulevard. 

The Virginia Division of Motor Vehicles shows that 
automobile registrations are on the rise in Virginia 
Beach, with 10,000 more vehicles registered during 1972 
than during 1971. 

IN THE PERIOD between March 15, 1972 and Dec. 31, 
1972 (the DMV's record-keeping period), 78,169 
passenger cars were registered in Virginia Beach. 
Norfolk registered 99,444. For the same period in 1971 
Virginia Beach registrations totaled 57,057 passenger 
cars. 

Total vehicle registration (including trucks, buses, 
etc.) for Virginia Beach in 1972 was 96,760. Norfolk's total 
was 128,404. In 1971, the total in Virginia Beach was 
86,421. 



Established and new dealers along the boulevard 
exhibited no qualms about the number of dealerships 
opening upin that area. 

r, The competition is healthy," said Toyota's Snyder. I 
"Consumers will be able to shop and compare ; 
automobiles easily ; the situation should be beneficial to - 
everybody." 

Morisette agrees. "Such competition is great, I don't ; 
think it will hurt business one bit," he said. "In fact, I • 
think a lot of dealers in Norfolk and other places would 
love to move out here." 

ONE DEALER IS brininging a new car to the area in ; 
September. Mazda, a Japanese automobile featuring the 
rotary Wankle engine, will open in the 3100 block of, 
Virginia Beach. 

"If the success of the other dealers along Virginia 
Beach Boulevard is any indication, it will be a good 
location to introduce the new automobile," said dealer ' 
Daivd Greer. 

Schacter compared the sales volume of Oldsmobile in 
Norfolk and Virginia Beach, saying, "Norfolk dealers 
are selling about 60 new automobiles each month, 
whereas we are selling about 150 new cars in the same 
period." . 

There seems to be no end in sight. 

"I thing the Beach will continue to grow for another 20 
years. We don't have to worry about growth declining," 
said Morrisette. "Maybe we are even growing too fast." 

Schacter terms the future Virginia Beach Boulevard a 
"giant Pembroke Mall."

The Virginia Beach School Board 
Tuesday voted to increase the price 
of school lunches by five cents. 

Type A lunches offered in 
elementary schools will increase 
from 30 to 35 cents. Type A lunches 
offered in secondary schools will 
increase from 35 to 40 cents. Type 
A lunches are those lunches which 
the majority of public school 
students buy during the school

Proposed seat belt law endorsed 



The State Highway Commission 
Monday voiced support for 
mandatory seat belt legislation 
which would require all drivers and 
front-seat passengers in late model 
cars to wear both a shoulder 
harness and lap belt. 

Meeting at the Mariner Inn here, 
controversy arose among 
commission members over 
whether the shoulder harness 
should be required. A rough draft of 
a possible seat belt law was 
presented by John Hanna, director 
of the State Highway Safety 
Division. 

THOSE OPPOSING making the 
shoulder strap mandatory 
questioned whether such proposed 
legislation would pass the General 
Assembly since the harness has not 
achieved wide popularity among 
the general public. Several 
commission members proposed 
supporting the lap belt only and 
perhaps endorsing the shoulder 
harness at a later date. 

Commissioner Dr. Robert 
Waddell of Virginia Beach said he 
would rather see the commission 
not support any seat belt legislation

both components." 

Mr. Waddell stated that such 
commission action would "in effect 
be saying we don't think the 
shoulder strap is effective, and 
many people would just 
discontinue wearing them." 

"FROM THE medical 



standpoint, it can be proven that 
these shoulder straps are effective 
in saving lives,", Mr. Waddell said. 
"I don't think, however, they are 
really well enough designed, and if 
they had a better design, perhaps 
they would be better accepted by 
the public." 

Mr. Hanna's draft of a possible 
bill calls for all drivers and 
passengers in cars manufactured 
after 1963 to wear the safety lap 
belts and for all drivers and 
passengers in 1968 or later models 
to wear both the shoulder and lap 
belts. 

Exceptions to the law would be: 

• children under 4 feet in height 
and weighing less than 40 pounds; 

• a driver or passenger possessing 
written evidence from a physician 
that he is unable to wear one or 
both of the devices due to physical 
or medical reasons. 

MR. HANNA said that one 
additional exception might include 
vehicles that travel under 15 miles 
per hour, such as mail and parcel 
delivery trucks. He stated that he 
did not include it in his draft 
because he had "mixed feelings" 
about the exception that it might 
-tlw-tffl. — —

violation of the law would be $25, an 
amount which could be suspended 
ny me judge, no jau sentence couia 
be imposed. 

One suggested alternative to the 
seat belt law citing "contributory 
negligence" if a person involved in 



an accident was not wearing a seat 
belt. "Such a law was tried in the 
last General Assembly and died in 
committee," Mr. Hanna said. 

"Legislators didn't like the idea 
that if you were struck from behind 
and you didn't have your safety belt 
on, you couldn't recover (any 
damages) even if the driver of the 
other vehicle was drunk, with an 
expired safety inspection sticker 
and had just run a stop sign." 

IF PASSED by the General 
Assembly, there would be an 
intensive three-month educational 
program, followed by a three- 
month warning period. The 
provisions of the statute would not 
be enforced until Jan. 1, 1975, and 
results of the legislation would be 
researched and reported to the 1976 
General Assembly. 

Local officials have previously 
said they didn't know whether such 
a law would be enforceable. They 
also questioned whether the driver 
could be held responsible for his 
passengers if they did not use their 
belts. Hanna's draft made no 
mention as to whether driver could 
be ticketed if his passenger was in 
violation of the law. 

The commission voted to- 




support the principles of Mr. 
Hanna's proposed legislation and 
will forward the draft to a specially 
appointed committee to work on 
the final wording. They also plan to 
seek support from legislators who 
have previously said they would 
favor a seat belt law. 



Dirty movies 

Police confiscate alleged obscene film 



The confiscation by police 
early Sunday morning of the 
controversial film "The Devil in 
Miss Jones", according to Asst. 
Commonwealth's Atty. Paul 
Sciortino, was a move towards 
establishing community 
standards in light of recent U.S. 
Supreme Court decisions 
regarding pornography and-or 
obscenity. 

The film was seized while 
being shown to a capacity crowd 
at the Studio Theater on 
Independence Boulevard. 
Theatre manager Jeffrey L. 
Clausel, 32, of Baltic Avenue, 
was charged with violating State 
Code provisions dealing with 
exhibiting obscene motion 
pictures. 

MR. SCIORTINO said he 
conferred with 
Commonwealth's Atty. Andre 
Evans concerning any action 
which might be taken regarding 
the film following ad- 
vertisements saying the film 
would be given a limited 



engagement at the Studio 
Theatre. According to Mr. 
Sciortino, Mr. Evans indicated 
that if the film were shown for 
only one time the public could be 
given the opportunity to observe 
it. However, Mr. Sciortino 
indicated that Mr. Evans felt if 
the movie was scheduled for 
repeated showings, then the film 
should be confiscated and 
subjected to a community 
standards hearing according to 
guidelines of the recent U.S. 
Supreme Tburt ruling. 

Theater owners advertised the 
film would be shown only at 
midnight, at an increased 
admission for adults only, to 
assure the audience would 
consist only of people sincerely 
wishing to view the picture. 

MR. SCIORTINO ADDED, 

"Saturday morning we (he and 
members of the Virginia Beach 
Police Division) went to see the 
movie. After viewing it, we told 
the manager it was obscene, 
came under recent Supreme 



Court rulings, and if he 
continued showing it, we would 
confiscate the film. The 
manager replied he was under 
contract to show the movie until 
Aug. 23rd, and we confiscated 
the film during its next showing 
Sunday morning." 

He said the film was 
confiscated on grounds it 
"...affronts community 
standards of decency ... lacks 
serious literary, artistic, 
political or scientific value." He 
also noted that several patrons 
who left the theater before the 
complete showing of the movie 
said they went to see the film 
"...purely out of curiosity." 

Mr. Clausel said he intends 
"...to make every effort to have 
the film returned to the theater 
through a restraining order and 
be continue showing the film 
until a full and final court 
decision is made on the matter." 

He defended the showing of 
the film by saying, "I feel we're 
within our rights to show the

Obscenity ordinance nearing completion 



City Councilman Charles 
Gardner hopes to present his 
proposed ordinance to remove 
"obscene" magazines from 
local newsstands at Monday's 
council session for formal action 
if City Attorney J. Dale Bimson 
completes his legal review of the 
ordinance. 

He originally presented the 
council with the proposed 
ordinance at the July 9th 
informal session, but delayed 
presenting it formally to further 
study and prepare comments on 
the matter. 



Despite the fact Mr. Gardner 
said there would be no major 
revisions in the ordinance as he 
originally prepared it, he has 
spent the past month adding to 
and virtually rewriting the 
ordinance. 
"I've never spent so much 



time going over and changing 
something like this before," Mr. 
Gardner said. "Every time I 
think I've got one part of the 
ordinance in final form, 
something else comes up that 
isn't covered" 

If passed, the ordinance would 
call for the removal of 
magazines with "nudie" 
pictures from store shelves 
where juveniles are allowed as a 
part of the general public. The 
magazines could be sold only on 

under - the - counter basis to 
anyone 18 years or older. 

Mr. Bimson plans to complete 
his review of the ordinance by 
Thursday or Friday. Most 
councilmen continue to claim 



neutrality on the ordinance and 
are waiting to see it in its final 
form before committing 
themselves. 




GARDNER 
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There are just as many types of 
emotional disturbances as there are 
physical diseases, according to Dr. James 
D. Hague, psychiatrist and acting director 
of the Atlantic Mental Hygiene Center. 

'Take tuberculosis— a person may have 
it for a long time before he recognizes it, 
but then with pneumonia you could be well 
today and sick tomorrow," Dr. Hague 
said. "Some emotional disturbances can be 
like either of these diseases." 

Dr. Hague added that sometimes a 
person will over-react to some anxiety or 
emotion to such an extent he needs help 
to cope with his problem. "This does not 
mean he is crazy, but maybe a little 
neurotic and not necessarily psychotic." be 
said. 

MANY TIMES A person who is disturbed 
may only need some sort of counseling or 
group therapy to deal with his problems. 
Others may need to enter a hospital for the 
proper care. The Atlantic Mental Hygiene 
Center, 1876 Wildwood, offers both regular 
counseling and an extensive after hospital 
care program. 

In the past few years, the trend in mental 
health care has been to get as many 
persons as possible out of the state hospital 
and into community-oriented programs. 
The mental hygiene center's after-care 
program it a part of the re-socialization 
process to help a patient returning front a 
state hospital r e adjust to bis environment. 



state hospital care are referred to Central 
State Hospital in Petersburg. 

PART OF THE proBem with a state 
institution is the person's isolated 
environment. "They are far away from 
family and friends and often times are very 
lonely," Mrs. Irvin (Tommy) Cubine, 
after-care coordinator, said. 

"The biggest problem for patients 
returning home to Virginia Beach is 
shaking the stigma of having been in the 
hospital," Mrs. Cubine added. 

The center's after-care program is 
coordinated with the social services 
department at Petersburg. The state 
hospital contacts the local center and sets 
up an appointment for the returning 
patient. Most individuals are placed on a 
one year's convalescent leave and can go 
back to the hospital if they need or want to.) 

Public health nurses work as a part of the 
program, meeting with the patients and 
families in their homes. They help the 
families work out any adjustment 
problems and once a month meet with Mrs. 
Cubine and the patients' families. The 
entire clinic recently went under city 
administration. 

NORMALLY, Mrs. Cubine will see the 
patient individually, at least for the first 
few visits to the clinic. Then after a careful 
evaluation of the specific needs of the 
patient, be may continue with individual 
.appointments or may be encouraged to join 
the center's group sessions or both. Visits 



to the clinic are left on a voluntary basis 
and a patient may visit as many times as 
twice a week or as little as once a month. 
There are four day-care groups which 
meet Tuesday through Thursday at the 
Atlantic Mental Hygiene Center. Not all 
members of the group have been in a state 
institution. Some may have been in a private 
care center or some may have never been 
hospitalized, but have simply sought help 
at the center. The day groups are composed 
of all women except on Friday when a 
special group for men meets. Most are 30 
years of age or older. 

The day-care programs consist of 
participation in arts and crafts activities 
and various projects. The men's group 
takes care of a garden behind the center, as 
well as making wood and leather crafts. 
Many items produced during the day-care 
groups are sold at a Christmas bazaar. 

BUT THE TOTAL idea of participation in 
the day-care programs is to help the person 
get interested in activities again and to 
readjust and relate to other people. The 
crafts and instruction programs are 
available, but not compulsory. Persons are 
welcome to come and just sit and talk. 

"Most persons who have been in a state 
institution have a problem communicating 
with others anyway, and if they just stay at 
home, they don't mix with other people," 
Mrs. Cubine said. "We try to help them 
focus on the here, and present problems 



and in the group they give each a lot of 
encouragement and support." 

One of the main goals of the after-care 
program is to "try to evaluate the person's 
work capabilities with them and encourage 
them to be active in the community," Mrs. 
Cubine said.. 

Most of the Virginia Beach after-care 
patients have been in a state institution less 
than a year, although some have been 
hospitalized more than once. The clinic 
personnel and volunteers try to stress that 
the main purpose of the clinic is to help 
them stay out of the hospital. 

VOLUNTEER COORDINATOR Corby 
Munson says "just sitting and talking with 
them about anything they want to talk 
about is important. It lets them know they 
have someone besides their family who 
cares. I think its the depressed feeling that 
no one cares about them that is the real 
problem." 

Volunteers are given no real instruction 
other than to be themselves. "We want the 
volunteers to be friendly, but we don't want 
people to think we're just feeling sorry for 
them," Mrs. Munson said. 

Volunteers help with the crafts, knitting, 
and any special talent they may have, as 
well as taking patients from the group 
shopping, or merely providing 
transportation to and from the group 
sessions. 

Transportation is a problem for many

Last week, The Sun reprinted an article 
from the August issue of Harper's magazine 
exploring the question of public access of 
beachfront property on a national scale. This 
week, reporter Donna Hendrick investigates 
the situation in Virginia Beach, where seven 
miles of beachfront property out of a possible 
38 miles have been designated public beach. 




PRIVATE BEACH — The concrete markers and 
signs on the fence tell beach visitors on the

Of the 38 miles of beachfront property in 
the city of Virginia Beach, seven miles 
have been designated as public beach. 

The 38 miles of beachfront includes 29 
miles of oceanfront property on the 
Atlantic Ocean and nine miles of bayfront 
on the Chesapeake Bay. 

Those figures, supplied by Dan George, a 
statistical planner in the city's planning 
department, conflict slightly with 
traditional figures used by the city, hotels, 
motels and other organizations to promote 
the world's largest resort city. Some 
figures state that there are 28 miles of 
oceanfront property in the city. 



THE SIX-MILE STRIP of oceanfront 
from Fort Story to Rudee Inlet is public, 
says George Han bury, an assistant to the 
city manager. 

"We have more or less taken the position 
that the only public beachfront property is 
between Fort Story and Rudee Inlet," Mr. 
Hanbury said, "plus the property at Little 
Island Park." 

Little Island Park is owned by the city. It 
is a one-mile public beach purchased from 
private individuals and the Coast Guard. It 
is maintained by the parks and recreation 
department in the Sandbridge area as a 
public beach and park. 

Some of the six-mile stretch on the 
oceanfront is now under conflict. Although 
the city maintains that the strip has 
traditionally been public, with public 
access guaranteed, both the Cavalier 
Oceanfront and the Princess Anne Inn have 
claimed that their oceanfront property is 
private, reserved for use by their guests. 



THE PRINCESS ANNE INN at 25th and 
Oceanfront claims to own 200 feet of beach. 
The Cavalier claims to own the beach in 
front of their new hotel at 42nd Street and 
also the beachfront at the private club next 
door. 

Why have only seven miles of beach been 
designated public out of 38 miles of 
beachfront property? The answer is 
cloudy, since no one, not even city officials, 
seems to know who really owns much of the 
beach. 

"The state, city and federal governments 
own most of the oceanfront," says J.N. 
McClanan, real estate agent in the city's 
real estate division. 



IF THE PROPERTY is not owned by a 
governmental body, it is under private 
ownership, except for the seven miles of 
public beach. 



determine, since there is no line delineating 
bayfront from oceanfront at Cape Henry. 
Fort Story includes about 3.6 miles of bay 
and oceanfront, with no public access 
except for 750 feet of oceanfront property 
recently opened to the public on weekends 
only. The new public beach is maintained 
by the parks and recreation department. 

The rest of the bayfront is privately 
owned, either by individuals or 
corporations which are buying bayfront 
property to build condominiums, such as 
the Chesapeake House on the Bay, Seagate 
Colony, Cape Henry Towers and others. 

The newest condominiums have been 
requred by the city to dedicate so many feet 
of public easement ot allow for the passage 
of emergency vehicles. 



BUT THE CHESAPEAKE HOUSE on the 

Bay was not required to make the 
dedication, according to Newton Morgan, 
general manager of the Chesapeake House. 

"Although we're at the bay, there's a 
dedicated street that runs all along there 
between our property and the water," Mr. 
Morgan said. "There is property all along 
there and the city doesn't even know who 
owns it. You couldn't build on it," Morgan 
continued. 

He also said that the location of property 
on the bay in relation to Lynnhaven Inlet 
made a difference in dedication and other 
requirements of the city. 

"We have required a 30-foot public 
easement on the new buildings on the 
bayfront," Mr. Hanbury explained. 

All property not owned by the state or 
federal governments on the bay is privately 
owned, with public access determined by 
the owners. 



SOME OWNERS will let the public use 
their beaches and some won't. The 
property owners have usually paid 
astronomical prices for their parcels of 
land and feel that they have a right to keep 
the public off of it. 

One parcel of land near the Bay 
Restaurant at Chic's Beach in Chesapeake 
Beach recently sold for $100,000. It sits 
directly on the bayfront. 

Mrs. Cynthia Baynor and her husband 
have owned the Bay Restaurant for six 
years and always invited the public to use 
their private beach on the bay. 

"We owned the property down to the 
mean low water mark, but it's never been 
closed to the public," Mrs. Baynor said. 
"The general public has always been 
invited to use it because we felt it was good 
for business. 

"I think all the beaches should be opened 
tn the puhlic r " Mrs. Bay nor said, "but the

All property on the Chesapeake Bay has 
been deemed private, except for the 
approximately one mile contained in 
Seashore State Park and the few miles at 
Fort Story, and Little Creek, owned by the 
federal government. 

The important question on the Bay is not 
so much who owns the property as who has 
access to the property. 

Most of the swimming, suntanning, 
surfing, skiing public couldn't care less 
who owns the beach, as long as they have 
access to that beach. 



SOME AREAS of the city's beaches have 
traditionally been open to the public while 
being privately owned. For example, 
although the entire Chesapeake bayfront 
has been deemed private, a beachcomber 
could, in theory, walk on the beach from the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel to Fort 
Story without encountering any actual 
physical barriers. 

But that same beachcomber may run into 
many private property signs posted by 
property owners on the bay, warning him to 
keep out. If he's walking through, there 
wouldn't be any trouble. However, if he and 
his family decided to plop down on their 
beach towels in front of someone's home or 
condominium, they might be asked to 
leave. 

The bayfront is nine miles long, from the 
city of Norfolk line to Fort Story. Of those 
nine miles, approximately two miles 
belong to the federal government at the 
U.S. Navy Amphibious Base, Little Creek, 
with no public access. 

Seashore State Park includes about one 
mile of bayfront, with no public access 
except to campers using the park. The no- 
access rule is not rigidly enforced except 
during peak times, according to Georgy 
Joly, park supervisor. 

FORT STORY'S situation is difficult to

on the Atlantic Ocean on a sunny summer 
day has seen the hordes of tourists who line 
the beaches in front of the hotels. 

Virginia Beach residents who want to 
escape the tourists can go further up the 
beach to the north end, where they can 
compete with homeowners there for a piece 
of sand on which to put their beach towels 
and umbrellas. 

Or perhaps they could go to the city's 
Little Island Park to crowd onto the one- 
mile strip of sand with other tourists or 
residents. 



IN THEORY, there is nowhere else to 
find a public beach in the city, except for 
Fort Story's 750 feet open on weekends. 

From Rudee Inlet at 2nd Street to the 
North Carolina state line, the entire 
oceanfront is privately owned or in the 
hands of the state or federal government 
(except for the one-mile Little Island 
city-owned park). 

Using a ruler on a scaled map, one can 
determine approximately how many miles 
of beachfront are contained within state 
and federal boundaries. 

From Rudee Inlet south, Croatan Beach, 
privately owned, is about one-half mile 
long. The public usually has. access to that 
beach. 

The beach at the State Military 
Reservation (formerly Camp Pendleton )fe 
about $ miles long and is reserved for the 
use of surfers. 

A spokesman for the Virginia National 
Guard said that the beach is not open to the 
general public and may not be used at all 
when the beach is secured for National 
Guard or Navy operations. 

The U.S. Navy base at Dam Neck 
contains approximately 2.1 miles of 
beachfront. "The beach is closed to the 
public, with no public access. 

SANDBRIDGE BEACH is approxi- 
mately 4.2 .miles long. There is a 
question about ownership in many parte of 
Sandbridge. The city contends that 
Sandbridge is a private beach. Mr. 
McClanan concurred with the city's 
contention and said "I would have to lean 
toward the fact that it's private myself." 

Back Bay National Wildlife Refuge has 
approximately four miles of beachfront, 
owned by the U.S. Department of the 
Interior. 

There is no' access to the refuge by 
automobile, but the public is allowed to 
park at the entrance to the refuge and walk 
on the beach. 

The rest of the city's oceanfront, to the 
North Carolina line, is being acquired by 
the state for the proposed False Cape State 



CAPT. HARRY C. TERRY, commanding 
officer, third police precinct in Bayside, 
said that very few, if any, trespassing 
incidents have occurred on the bayfront. 

"I don't recall any trespassing calls, 
although there probably have been some," 
Capt. Terry said. 

The Bayside police have discontinued 
patrolling the beaches on the bayfront 
partly because of the gas shortage and 
partly because of complaints from 
property owners, he said. 

"We don't patrol other people's private 
property, their yards, for instance" Capt. 
Terry said, "so we don't patrol the private 
beaches either." 

Capt. William J. Moore Jr., commanding 
officer, second police precinct at the beach, 
also said that he could recall very few, if 
any, instances of trespassing on the 
oceanfront. 

"So far as I know, there have been no 
problems with the private beaches, like 
Croatan," Capt Moore said. "I don't recall 
any complaints of trespassing on private 
beaches. 

"It really doesn't matter to us whether 
the beaches are private or not," he 
continues. "We look for violations in the 
public view, whether it's on public or 
private property." 



THE ONLY WAY to determine who owns 
what on the bay or ocean is by a title search 
for each property owner, according to real 
estate agent McClanan. 

"If there is any conflict in deeds, or 
controversy over ownership, the real estate 
division would have to do a search for each 
owner," Mr. McClanan continued. "That's 
the only way to tell which is private and 
which is public beach." 

Anyone who has visited the resort strip 



Park, containing approximately 5.1 miles 
of beachfront. Once the park is opened, the 
public will have access to the beach. 

Unfortunately, there is no way to reach 
the proposed park by automobile directly 
from the resort strip. There are various 
plans in the works to provide public access 
to the park, including a causeway across 
the Back Bay refuge. 

The park could also be reached by 
driving through the rural areas of the city, 
to North Carolina, then north to the park. 

Seven miles of public beach is not enough 
to accommodate the approximately 200,000 
residents of the city, plus the thousands of 
tourists who arrive every summer seeking 
sun, sand and surf. 



BEACHFRONT PROPERTY is at a 
premium. It commands tremendously high 
prices and is usually out of reach of all but a 
few residents of the city. 

Many permanent residents feel that the 
beaches should belong to them, and if there 
aren't enough beaches to go around, the 
tourist should be banned from them.

should not be denied* to anyone. But if 
everyone is to have access, more beaches 
must be unrestricted, especially with the 
city growing in leaps and bounds.

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Amendments on abortion 
stall in House committee

WASHINGTON - Lying 
amidst scores of bills 
introduced this session of 
Congress and referred to the 
House Judiciary Committee 
are two constitutional 
amendments on abortion. 
Both face an uncertain fate. 

(Jne is the handiwork of 
Rep. G. William Whitehurst 
(RrVa.). His proposed 
amendment says the 
question of whether a 
woman can have an 
abortion should be decided 
state-by -state. 

Another amendment, 
authored by Rep. Lawrence 
J. ; Hogen, a Maryland 
Republican, bars abortions 
and in effect would overturn 
last January's Supreme 
Court decision legalizing 
abortion. 

NEITHER APPROACH is 
likely to be approved by two- 
thirds of both houses of 
Congress and then ratified 
by three-fourths of the 
states. But both serve as 
lightning rods for Members 
of Congress who are upset 
about the high court's 
ruling. 

The court said the 
decision to have an abortion 
is the private concern of a 
woman and her physician 
during the first three 
months of pregnancy. In the 
second three months, the 
government has a limited 
say in the matter and only 
during the last third of a 
pregnancy can the 
government ban abortions, 
the high court ruled in a 7-2 
decision. 

Hogan, impatient with 
what he considered a 
sluggish response to his bill 
by.'the Judiciary Committee, 
last month filed a discharge 
petition to force the bill out 
of committee and unto the 
House floor. At last count, 
only a handful of 
congressmen had signed the 
petition. Signatures of 218 
are needed to bypass the 
committee process. 

"A WHITEHURST aide, 



expressing doubt that 
Hogan 's tactic will speed 
consideration of the 
proposal, said Whitehurst 
has no plans at this time to 
file a discharge petition of 
his own. The spokesman 
said the Judiciary 
Committee's failure to hold 
hearings up to now does not 
mean it is dragging its feet 
because the legislative 
process is by nature slow. 

"This is a very long shot," 
said Whitehurst. "Whereas 
I'm not holding back and 
dragging my feet, I must 
frankly confess, and I say 
this even to the people who 
are proponents of my 
legislation,... It's just a real 
tough thing to get through." 

Whitehurst said it would 
be simpler if Congress 
would pass abortion 
legislation short of a 
constitutional amendment, 
but an abortion law would be 
struck down by the Supreme 
Court. "You've got to go the 
constitutional route," he 
said. 

AFTER THE ABORTION 

decision was handed down 
last winter, some 
congressmen were beseiged 
with mail from persons 
outraged by the decision. 
Much of the mail was 
instigated by "Right-to- 
Life" anti-abortion groups. 
Hogan put in his 
amendment just eight days 
after the decision was 
handed down. 

This is how Whitehurst 
describes his involvement in 
the issue: 

In February, a group of 
Tidewater women disturbed 
by the high court's ruling 
met with Whitehurst to ask 
if he intended to support 
Hogan's amendment. 
Whitehurst replied that he 
hadn't studied it. 

He said: "And they 
pushed me really hard, and 
I said, 'AH right, ladies, just 
wait. I want to look at this.' 

" 'How long will you 
take?' they asked. I said, 
'Well, I'll have you an 
answer in 30 days.' And I 
had it in less than 30 days, 



not much less, but a little bit 
less." 

WHITEHURST'S MEA- 
SURE is basically a 
compromise between the 
irreconcilable positions of 
pro-abortionists and anti- 
abortionists. Hogan's 
amendment is "too tight," 
Whitehurst said. "Ifs4il» 
the Supreme Court decision. 
It's too loose. And Hogan's 
bill would make it almost 
impossible to get an 
abortion so I'm opposed to 
that." 

Having staked a middle 
ground, Whitehurst has 
been criticized both by 
"Right-to-Life" groups 
wanting a stronger measure 
and by pro-abortionists 
satisfied with the Supreme 
Court's ruling. 

A Whitehurst aide 
estimated the congressman 
has received "probably 
more negative than 
positive" letters about his 
proposed amendment. 

"I'M NOT forcing my 
standards on anybody else," 
Whitehurst said. "What I'm 
saying is, 'Hey, let's take 
this Uiing away from the 
court which has no right to 
make this decision, I think, 
and instead let's put it to the 
states and let the people 
themselves decide what 
kind of legislation they 
want.' " 

In some cases, abortions 
are justified, Whitehurst 
said. "A 1 panel of doctors 
talking to a woman and 
taking into consideration 
her physical and mental 
condition can make the kind 
of professional, ethical 
decision as to whether or not 
the fetus ought to be 
aborted." 

Whitehurst said many of 
his colleagues have told him 
they will support his 
amendment if Hogan's picks 
up substantial support. 
"And there are a lot of 
people around, here that 
haven't been forced to take 
a stand on it yet," he said.

Price convicted of robbery 



Vincent S. Price has been 
sentenced to five years 
imprisonment after a 
Circuit Court jury, of eight 
women and four men, found 
him guilty of armed 
robbery.

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mg city fceeps development council on toes

"The challenges are tremendous 
in a changing, growing city like 
;this. We're constantly trying to 
-reassess the role of the 
Development Council in the city," 
says James R. Bergdoll, president 
of the Virginia Beach Development 
Council. 

Mr. Bergdoll, who has been a 
member of the council for five 
years, was elected president of the 
group in the spring. The council is a 
citizens .advisory and study 
organization which assists the city 
council, the city administration 
and other agencies in various 
,' projects. 

It is a self-perpetuating group 
with up to 50 members. It currently 
has 48 members with new 
members added each year. 

"TWO AREAS we have been 
working on during the past year, 
and will continue to work on," Mr. 
Bergdoll said, "are mass 
transportation and the crucial 
issue of communications." 

"We have completed a 
preliminary report primarily for 
our membership on mass 
transportation. We have informed 
ourselves on what state and local 
agencies are doing. From that we 
hope to take a second step to see 
what we might do in encouraging 
other development or implement 
other plans," he explained. 

SAM BURNS, transportation 
planner in the city's planning 
department, praised the

Development Council for its help in 
starting a new pilot transportation 
program in the city. 

"I asked them to study the 
objectives of our plan and asked 
them to facilitate the experimental 
mass transit program in Princess 
Anne Plaza," Burns said. 

! "They have supported me and 

have had numerous meetings with 
me on the subject," he continued. 
"They studied our plan's 
objectives and told me they were 
realistic. They submitted a report 
to Donald Rhodes, who was the 
liaison between the Development 
Council and the city council on this 
topic. I also received a copy of the 
report," Burns added. 

THE COUNCIL is still studying 
the problem of communications 
between the city administration 
and the citizens and plans to help 
keep the citizens better informed 
about all aspects of the city. 

"We feel this is one of our most 
crucial issues," Bergdoll said. "As 
the city grows, it will be more and 
more difficult for the 
administration to communicate 
with the citizenry. We feel we 
might be helpful in this area." 

The council was formed 10 years 
ago, operating "more or less at the 
pleasure of citv council," as 



Bergdoll explained the group's 
function. Development Council 
members are not appointed by city 
council, which Bergdoll feels is an 
asset for the organization, keeping 
it above politics. 

THE COUNCIL members 
contribute their time and receive 
no pay. Earl V. Slattum is 
immediate past president of the 
council. Other officers are G. W. 
Detterman Jr., first vice 
president; Brig. Gen. (Ret.) W. 
Garnett Lee, second vice 
president; Mrs. John W. Mustek, 
secretary and Mrs. Elwood A. 
Hudson, treasurer. 

The council includes *a nine- 
member board of directors and the 
commanding officers of all 
military installations in the city 
who are invited to serve as 
associate members. 

"WE ARE NOW taking a very 
hard look at what the role of the 
Development Council should be in 
the 1970s," Bergdoll said. "We do 
try conscientiously to seek 
comments and suggestions not only 
from the council but also from 
people outside of the council, when 
studies are made," he continued. 

Bergdoll views the function of the 
council not as a '-'voice of the 
citizens" but as a citizens study 
and advisory group designed to 
gather and .disseminate 
information on various crucial 
topics. 

Bergdoll said that the council 
will continue to recruit new 
members from all walks of life to 
make the council a more 
representative citizens group.

Malbon were absent from all sessions. 

The council met informally for 30 minutes and in 
formal session for 40 minutes. 

THIS WEEK'S executive session, open to neither 
the public nor the press, last approximately 32 
minutes. According to the prepared agenda, items 
for discussion included a personnel matter, a legal 
matter and boards and commissions. 

In the information session, the council approved a 
request by the Emergency Coronary care 
Program for a letter of endorsement to assist them 
in obtaining a foundation grant. 

The council also discussed informally: 

• a noise problem at a local motorcycle shop near 
Pine Tree Inn, about which several councilmen had 
received complaints from area residents;

Mrs. Lanteigne's work 
has increased her respect 
for members of the various 
fire departments and rescue 

squads in the city. She says, 
"I can really tell the men get 
going as fast as they can 



when answering a call." She 
added, "I didn't realize how 
much the fire and police 
departments help each 
other out.". 

When asked how the 
firemen and rescue 
squadsmen, and other 
dispatchers felt about a 
woman in a Job like hers, 
Mrs. Lanteigne replied, 

'"The first day quite a few 
men were shocked, but now 
they're really great, 
especially the men I'm 
working with. Most of the 
guys now are hoping they'll 
hire some single girls." 



In line with the standard 
procedure of two 

dispatchers being on duty at 
all times, Mrs. Lanteigne 
will always have a partner 
on the Job. Although she 
presently is on a schedule of 
8 a .m. to 4 p.m., she will also 
be required, as are all 
dispatchers, to rotate three 
eight -hour shifts around the 
clock. 

As for how her husband, 
Paul, feels about her taking 
such a Job, she said, "He is 
just as enthused as I am 

about the Job. He knew that 
I wanted to do something to 



help someone. I don't know 
bow hell fed when he starts . 

cooking his own dinner ( 
every night, when I start 
working 4 p.m. to midnight, 
but right now he's 
satisfied."

Travelers are 
big losers in 

trip insurance

How sound an investment is travel insurance— 
the kind you buy in airports and other terminals? 

"Not sound at all," says Pennsylvania insurance 
commissioner, Herbert S, Denenberg, who likens it 
to a macabre sort of lottery where you're usually 
the loser ana the insurance companies and airports 
are the big winners. 

Neighboring New York state felt air-trip 
insurance premiums were so excessive, insurance 
companies were asked to lower rates, raise benefits 
or get out. They got out. But Mutual of Omaha came 
back, as of June 1, to "experimentally" offer air 
travelers $12,500 worth of insurance coverage for 25 
cents a trip. The rate used to be 25 cents for $7,500 
which is what everybody else still pays outside of 
New York.

SEN. PHILIP A. HART (D-Mich.) wants the 
government to investigate trip insurers for possible 
violation of price-fixing laws. Says Hart: "These 
trip insurers have one of the lowest payouts in the 
business. Only 26 cents out of every dollar they 
collect goes back as benefits." Compare this with 
the 80 to 90 cents health insurers pay back out of 
eacn premium dollar. 

Commissioner Denenberg advises travelers to 
"have enough regular insurance to protect your 
family... Why should your heirs need to be paid 
extra if you die in an airplane crash?" Your 
chances of dying from a heart attack, from cancer 
or from some other disease, he says, are far greater 
than dying by a plane crash. 

The same goes for other forms of accident 
insurance. "It's ridiculous to bet on how you're 
going to die," says Commissioner Denenberg, 
explaining that insurers prey on your fear of 
accidents and the fact mat you probably don't 
realize you're statistically much safer riding 
around in an airplane, tram or bus than you are 
walking around your own home. 

IF YOU MUST get trip insurance to calm your 
nerves, chalk it up as an expensive form of 
tranquilizer and not as a good way to protect your 
family. You can actually get less costly accident 
insurance through a "double indemnity" life policy 
which pays regular death benefits but pays double 
if the cause of death was an accident (plane crash 
or falling off a ladder).

Daniel Nelson Jr. started 
raising roses just three 
years ago as a hobby. 
Today, he has 41 bushes 
around his home, from, 
which he often times takes a 
single rose or a bouquet to 
his friends at the General 
Hospital of Virginia Beach. 

Mr. Nelson can be seen 
carrying roses into the 
hospital, where he is a 
member of the 

housekeeping department, 
as many as two or three 
times a week. Sometimes 
it will be just a small 
arrangement and some- 
times a near arm load. 
He distributes them to dif- 
ferent departments or to 
individuals who request 
them. 



He picks a

"Usually on Monday I just 
pick out a patient and bring 
him some roses — 
sometimes I know them, 
sometimes I don't," Mr. 
Nelson said. 

Mr. Nelson adds he 



tries to pick out 
different depart- 
ments or units — on 
different floors each 
time he takes roses to 
the hospital because he 
doesn't want to show any 
partisanship.

"I JUST WORK here and I 
like it to look good," he said. 

Other hospital employes 
remark that they enjoy the 
roses as much as the 
patients. 

"A lot of times he just 
brings a big bunch of roses 
and leaves them at the 
information desk as a sort of 
a tribute to the pink ladies 
(volunteers) who work here 
all the time," Mrs. Jo 
Downs, hospital 
administrative assistant, 
said. "There everyone can 
enjoy them." 

MRS. ROY ALL BRIGGS, 

one of the pink ladies, who 
works at the information 
desk, says she is constantly 
getting comments on the 
roses from patients and 
visitors alike, with many 




persons asking where they 
came from. 

Mr. Nelson's first roses 
came from a dime store. 
Then he started reading all 
the books on roses he could 
find and learned about 
Jackson and Perkins roses. 

Today, those are the only 
roses he buys. 

"The first winter I lost 
quite a few," Mr. Nelson 
says. "Now I know how to 
get them through the winter 
and lost only two last year." 
Mr. Nelson winters his roses 
through like it's done up 
north, but it works well for 
him. In November, he cuts 
his roses back to about 16 
inches above the ground. 
Then he mulches them 
heavily with straw, pine 
tags and burlap. 



They hope for 
a garden at 
the hospital 

"I just use whatever is 
available," he says. "But I 
cover the rose completely 
over. Then in late March or 
early April, I uncover 
them." 

AFTER THE FIRST year 
with his few bushes, he 
found that taking blooms to 
the hospital brightened the 
days of the patients, so he 
decided to try to grow 
enough roses to take them 
everyday. "I took a rose a 
day to one lady for three 
weeks," he states proudly. 
"Until the day she died, she 
had a rose to help her 
through the day." 

Mr. Nelson says many 
times when he delivers 
roses to a special unit or 
department, a. patient will 
see him and ask him to brine 
some to them. He recalled 
when a man and his wife 
were in the hospital at the 

same time, but on separate 
floors, the husband asked 
that roses be taken to his 
wife every day. Naturally, 
Mr. Nelson complied with 
his wishes. 

Right now, Mr. Nelson is 
picking out the roses he 



wants to plant next spring 
and expects to have 75 
bushes for the 1974 growing 
season. He presently has 
nine varieties, with the John 
Kennedy rose being a 
favorite. 



The biggest 

problem is 

black spot 



"ROSES ARE NOT a lot 
of work like most people 
think," he says. "Two thing* 
you've got to do— water and 
spray. I spray everyday in 
the spring. Then, this time 
of year, only about every 
other week, and I water as 
often as I think they 
need it, depending upon how 
dry it is." 

"You need a lot of pine 
tags too," Mr. Nelson says. 
"I use a lot of them for 
mulch and to keep the grass 
down. As to fertilizing, I 
fertilize them every six 
weeks." 

Like many rose growers, 
Mr. Nelson admits his 
biggest problem is black 
spot. "But I can keep those 
aphids away in the spring by 
spraying everday," he said. 

August is probably the 
poorest month for roses in 
the Tidewater area, but Mr. 
Nelson has been able to take 
a few blooms to the hospital 
every week. "They'll begin 
to come on heavy now in a 
few weeks," he stated 
enthusiastically, "and I'll 
have lots of blooms right up 
into November." 

"BOTH MY WIFE and I 

are interested in flowers," 
Mr. Nelson said. "That's 
one reason I got into rose 
growing, I guess." Their 
home at 3404 Raintree Drive 
is neatly groomed with a 
fine Bermuda lawn, set off 
with liriope edging. 



As to the future, Mr. 
Nelson says "the pink ladies 
at the hospital think we 
ought to have a rose garden 
at the hospital after this new 
section is completed.. .and 
I'd like to take care of it. 
And I want to keep doing 
some research on my own 
with them." 

He adds that "if you can 
grow a rose and make 
somebody happy, 
everybody ought to do it." 



Revar Kelb e rg s ee* major progress

The Virginia Beach City Public Schools 
have come a long way since Reva Kelberg, 
the only female member of the school 
board, was appointed to the board by city 
council in September, 1966. 
" In those seven years, Mrs. Kelberg has 
seen desegregation of the schools, the 
beginnings of the 45-15 pilot program in 
year round education, the instigation of a 
public kindergarten * program, a 
tremendous growth in the number of public 
school students and an equally large 
growth in the number of new schools. 

"WHAT WE have been doing in the past 
seven years is mainly building schools," 
Mrs. Kelberg said recently as she sat on the 
sofa in the living room of her Thalia home 
and chatted about her' years on the board. 

"The year I went on the board, they 
opened up Alanton Elementary, First 
Colonial High School and Kempsville 
High," she said. 

"Then there have been many additional 
elementary schools opened since then, too, 
but I can't even remember all of them. 
Some are Holland, Pembroke Meadows, 
Windsor Woods and Windsor Oaks, Point of 
View, Old Donation, Newtown Elementary, 
College Park, plus the three junior highs 
(Bayside, Plaza and Kempsville) and 
additions to older schools." 

MRS. KELBERG SAID that 
desegregation of the City schools was 
accomplished "so easily" that there were 
no major problems. 

"We were never under court order to 
desegregate and we even received a letter 
of commendation from the NAACP, which 
is rather unheard of," she said. 



"We made the decision to take Betty F. 
Williams school, which was an all-black 
school, and make it a community school. 
And there was absolutely no problem with 
that, mainly because the citizens have been 
so great." 

MRS. KELBERG emphasized again and 
again the cooperation which the school 
board has received from parents of school 
children and the community at large. 

"In fact, the citizens have backed the 
board in almost everything except the 
school bond referendum in 1969, ' she said. 
"I can't say I blame them on that one, 
though, because they were mad." 

The defeated referendum, according to 
Mrs. Kelberg, was for an $18 million bond 
issue to build a $9 million high school in the 
Bayside area to house four student bodies, 
and an elementary school to serve the north 
end of the beach, to be built in a portion of 
Seashore State Park. 

THE TWO SCHOOLS were to include 
swimming pools which were fo be used to 
teach every child in the city's public school 
system how to swim. 

"I don't think the public understood the 
intent of those pools," Mrs. Kelberg said. 
"They thought the pools were expensive 
frills. The citizens just didn't (ike it. 

"The pools were, to be used not just for 
those schools but also for the public. We 
were going to field swim teams, plus teach 
all the children how to swim, which is 
really a necessity in this city. 

"But it was defeated, so every time a 
child drowns here, I die a little. There are 
simply not enough places to teach children 
how to swim." 

AJTfR THE defeat of the 1969 



referendum, the school board held a series 
of public hearings to determine how the 
growing student population of the city 
would be housed. 

"Four of us on a special committee were 
looking into ways and means of housing 
students," Mrs. Kelberg explained. "We 
held an unprecedented number of six public 
hearings. Out of these hearings came the 
three junior high schools and the 
elementary school passed by the voters in 
the 1971 bond referendum ^ilso out of this 
came the eight-bell day in the secondary 
schools and the 45-15 program. 

"We were running out of room and the 
citizens finally realized that something had 
to be done," she said. 

MRS. KELBERG SAID that she and the 
other members of the board worry "a lot" 
about where children of transfering 
military personnel will attend school if 
most of those children move to Virginia 
Beach. 

"We know we will get some relief when 
the three new junior high schools open in 
1974," she said. "Lynnhaven, Princess Anne 
and Independence Junior Highs are under 
construction now. 

"But we still don't know what we will do 
if all or most of the children turn out to be 
elementary school age. Perhaps their 
parents will move to Norfolk where they 
have more classroom space," she said. 

Mrs. Kelberg is dedicated to her job as 
school board member, but she places her 
job as wife and mother above all her other 
duties and civic involvements. She is 
married to a lawyer and they have two 
children, a boy in the ninth grade and a girl 
in the Uth. 

"I'M A WIFE and mother and these are 
my primary duties, she said. "I know this is 



old-fashioned and square, but I'm square 
and I don't care. I squeeze all the other 
things in. 

"I'm active in whatever my husband and 
children do," she continued. "When my 
daughter was involved in softball, so was I. 
My son is in the band, so I'm a member of 
the band parents. 

"Plus,, my husband's involvements 
involve me. He's past president of the 
Lions, current master of his Masonic Lodge 
and past president of our synagogue, 
Temple Emanuel. We're botn on the board 
of directors of the synagogue and I'm 
chairman of education. And last year was 
the first year I haven't taught Sunday 
school," she said. 

Mrs. Kelberg is also on the board of 
directors of WHRO-TV, the regional public 
educational station, and is chairman-elect 
of the Tidewater region (containing 22 
school systems) of the Virginia School 
Board Assn.

ALTHOUGH SHE said that if often "isn't 
easy" to find time enough for all her duties, 
she does manage to squeeze them all into 
her busy schedule. 

She feels very strongly that the job she is 
doing on the school board is an important 
one and she praised her fellow board 
members and Dr. E.E. Brickell, 
superintendent of schools, as being 
"sincerely interested in getting the best 
education for the children for the least 
amount of money possible." 

"I think we all get along very well, even 
though everybody expresses their 
opinion," she said of the school board. 

"We're there for the children's sakes. 
There are so many exciting things going on 
in education today. I think we have a very, 
very healthy and vital school system right 
now," she said.

The Virginia Beach City 
Public Schools have already 
implemented or are 
planning to start special 
programs that will not be 
required by the State Board 
of Education's Standards of 
Quality until the 1974-76 
biennium. 

The Standards of Quality 
are statewide requirements 
included in" fne state 
constitution when__tt__sas 
revised and approved by the 
voters in 1970. The 
constitution contains a 
provision stating that 
Standards of Quality for 
school divisions shall be 
determined by the State 
Board of Education, subject 
to revision only by the 
General Assembly. — - 

The standards are 
updated periodically, with 
each recommendation from 
the state board reviewed 
and made into law by the 
General Assembly. 

A SUMMARY OF the 

Standards of Quality 
adopted for the coming 
biennium compared to 
programs planned or in 
existence in Virginia Beach 
schools indicate that the 
city's schools are 
performing well above 
average in implementing 
many of the required 
programs. 
The standards include

"Within the last five 
years," Mr. Wiggins 
explained, "we have 
developed a special 
education program and we 
are now in the process of 
broadening our program." 

The Center for Effective 
Learning is the 

headquarters for special 
education in the city, 
educating both mentally and 
physically handicapped 
students. 

The standard for gifted 
and talented students 
states: "Each school 
division shall provide 
special services designed to 
enrich the educational 



experiences of gifted and 
talented students." 

"We have a program for 
gifted and talented in the 
making," Mr. Wiggins said, 
"and we have hired a 
coordinator for the talented 
program." 

K. E. BROWN is the 

school administration's 
coordinator of programs for 
the gifted and is also the 
evaluator of the Title 1 
program for "aid to 
disadvantaged stu dents. 

"Each school division 
shall provide vocational 
education for students 
planning to enter the world 
of work," states the 
standard on vocational 
education, "or make 
progress toward achieving 
the plan submitted to the 
Board of Education on June 
30, 1973. 

"We have Vo-Tech 
(Vocational - Technical Edu- 
cational Center) and we 
also have vocational 
educational programs in all 
senior high schools," Mr 
Wiggins said. "We are now 
broadening the scope of oUr 
program." 

The continuing education 
standard is: "Each school 
division shall provide or 
cooperate with other 
agencies in providing a 
program of continuing 
education." 

"We now have a program 
of continuing adult 
education," Mr. Wiggins 



said. "The school divisions 
have "until June 30, 1974, to 
submit their plans for 
continuing education. Dr 
Brickell (school 
superintendent) and the 
school board are both keenly 
interested in that subject.

DeFord still hospitalized 
following shark attack 



Chris DeFord, 17, 
received severe lacerations 

and muscle separation of 
the arm when he was 
attacked by a shark 
Thursday afternoon in 
waters of the Atlantic 
several miles south of 
Sandbridge. 

Young DeFord, the son of 
Deputy Commissioner of 
Revenue Cameron W. 
DeFord Jr., was listed in 
satisfactory condition after 
undergoing surgery at 
Virginia Beach General 
Hospital. 

According to DeFord, the 
attack occurred while he and 
a friend were diving a short 
distance off-shore from his 
family's campsite killing 
crabs with a spiked stick. 
DeFord said the friend, 17- 
year-old Joe Johnson, swam 
to assist him as he fought off 
the six-foot long "black 



shark," then assisted him in 
reaching shore. 

After administering first 
aid Mr. Johnson took Mr. 
DeFord to a store at 
Sandbridge where he was 
met by the Princess Anne 
Rescue Squad sent to the 



scene by means of a citizens 
band radio broadcast. 

Mr. DeFord's father 
reports frequent sightings of 
sand sharks in that area in 
the past, but made no 
mention of sighting sharks 
in size of that involved in the 
attack in the past.

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Book rental program 
introduced this year 

School children in the Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools must provide their own books and 
instructional materials. 

Parents of elementary school children will get 
some relief this year with the introduction of a new 
school book rental program. 

At the request of Dr. E. E. Brickell, 
superintendent of schools, city council authorized 
the school board in April to use $190,000 of state 
funds to implement the new book rental program 
starting this fall. 

Parents of children in the new 45-15 pilot program 
in year-round education started renting books when 
mat program started in June. 

Parents have an option to buy or rent books, but 
all textbooks must be either bought or rented to 
eliminate bookkeeping problems. 

Parents of elementary school children who start 
school this fall may buy books by filling out an 
order form available at the elementary schools. 

The fees are $6 for grades one and two, $7 for 
grades three, four and five, and $8 for grades six 
and seven. The fees were established on the basis of 
material costs at the various grade levels. 

The use of credit cards will not be permitted for 
the payment of textbook rental fees. 

Parents of secondary school age children must 

continue to buy their children's textbooks. A 

. secondary school textbook sale is now being 

conducted simulaneously at all of the city's junior 

and senior high schools. 

The sale continues from 9 a.m. to noon at the six 
senior and four junior high schools until Thursday. 
Book stores at the 10 schools will also be open from 
6 to 9 p.m. Thursday. 

Master Charge and BankAmericard credit cards 
may be used to purchase textbooks for secondary 
school students. 

Any parent who cannot afford rental fees or 
purchase prices for textbooks should contact the 
school principal. 




The city's newest school 

College Park Elementary School at 1110 Bennington Road is the newest of 39 
elementary schools in the city. It is also one of 14 schools designed by architect John 
Waller using the same basic school site plan. The one-story structure will serve 
students in the planned College Park community.

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.10 holidays included 
in school calendar 



All Virginia Beach City Public School students 
attend classes for 180 days out of each year. 

Students in the new 45*15 pilot program in year- 
round education also attend school for 180 days. 
They attend four elementary schools in the city, in 
four cycles. 

Cycle A began on June 18 and ends on May 16; 
cycle B began July 10 and ends June 7; cycle V 
began July 31 and ends June 28; cycle D began 
yesterday and ends Aug. 2. 

Students in the 45-15 schools attend classes for 
nine weeks (45 teaching days), then receive three 
weeks off (15 teaching days), then resume classes 
for another 45 days, and so on. These students 
observe the same holidays as students on the 
regular teaching year. 

School starts Sept. 4 and ends June 11 for all 
except 45-15 students.

Oct. 5--Virginia Education Association District 
Conference. 

Oct. 22-Veterans Day. 

Nov. 6 and 7--Teachers in-service days

Jeans are the rule 
for student dress 

'■ The unofficial uniform for students in Virginia 
Beach consists of jeans and shirts. Gone are the 
days when female students were required to wear 
dresses and male students had rulers held up to 
their locks to check hair length. 

Now anything goes, within reason. 

There is one general dress code for the city's 
schools, both elementary and secondary. The code 
is an official policy statement of the school board. 

The board policy states: 

"All students and faculty members are expected 
to wear dress appropriate to the occasion ; extreme 
or ostentatious apparel is to be avoided." 

Enforcement of the code is the responsibility of 
the school principal. Some principals may enforce 
standards more rigidly than others but, in general, 
the dress code is a liberal one. 



52,000 students^ 
attend 49 schools .— 



Approximately 52,000 students will attend classes 
this year in the Virginia Beach City Public Schools. 

The school system consists of 49 free public 
schools, including 37 elementary schools, four 
junior high schools, six senior high schools, a 
vocational-technical school and a special education 
facility.

The city is faced with the 

possibility of losing it's last 

remaining source of sand in 

quantity suitable to continue the 

replenishment of the severely 

eroded resort strip beaches on the 
Atlantic Ocean . The source in vol ved 
is the Eureka Brick Co. site plus 
adjoining privately owned land off 
General Booth Boulevard. 

At the monthly meeting of the 
Virginia Beach Erosion 
Commission Aug. 21 it was 
announced a change will be 
required in the initial application 
submitted to the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers for a permit to dredge 
through marshlands to create an 
access channel to the property. 

Art Berger, asst. city engineer, 
says disapproval of the request 
would result in the loss of some 
700,000 cubic yards of sand 
earmarked for the beach 
replenishment project. Mr. Berger 
also pointed out that since the 
city's other source of sand in Owl's 
Creek has been depleted, the city 
has not been able to obtain any 
sand source which might be 
utilized in a truck haul operation. 
Continuous dredging of the sand 
. trap at Rudee Inlet would not 
produce enough sand to sufficiently 
replenish the beach. 

PLANS CALL for the dredging of 
two access channels through the 
marshlands. One to the Eureka 
site, which is owned by the erosion 
commission, and a second channel 
to the privately owed site are 
planned. 

A problem has now developed in 
the original plans submitted with 
the dredging permit application. 
The problem centers around 
obtaining approval to relocate the 
access channel to the privately 
owned sand source. Original plans 
called for locating the channel to 
enter the property from a 



southernly direction. However, the 
property owner now wants the city 
to enter the property from the 
north. 

Mr. Berger points out the Corps 
of Engineers has expressed 
reluctance to approve a channel 
only to the Eureka site, since it 
feels the amount of sand available 
there is not large enough to justify 
dredging through the marshlands. 
Therefore, according to Mr. 
Berger, it is felt if the Corps fails to 
approve the requested change in 
the location of the second channel, 
approval will not be given to any 
channel for access to the Eureka 
sand source. 



THE MATTER is to be discussed 
Thursday by an ad hoc-working 
committee of representatives of 
the erosion committee, the city, and 
the Corps. William H. Tamm, chief 
of the Corps Engineering Division, 
when questioned on the meeting 
said, "I just don't know what the 
outcome of our discussion might 
be. While it has been desirable to 
have an additional site (adjoining 
the Eureka site) available, nothing 
firm has been decided as yet on the 
project." 

Should this meeting result in a 
favorable decision it would still 
however, be Nov. 1 at the earliest 
before final approval could be 
obtained. This results from a 
required review of the proposal by 
various federal agencies who must 
also give their approval. 

The erosion commission was also 
informed during its meeting of 
another problem in their efforts to 
replenish the beach. It was 
disclosed that sand which is 
presently being pumped onto the 
beach in the area of 15th Street 
from Rudee Inlet is being carried 
into the ocean by tidal action. The 
sand then follows a southerly 
direction by virtue of normal 
ocean currents and is building up 
offshore at a point south of the steel 
fishing pier.

Council delays action on request to 
return public land to developer 



The Virginia Beach City Council 
Monday took no action on a 
proposal by the city manager to 
return a parcel of land in the 
Carolanne Farms subdivision to 
the area developers. Councilman 
Donald RhodfiL_made the 
recommendation for a delayed 
decision to further study the 
possible uses of land. 

More than 50 persons from the 
subdivision, represented by Sam 
Houston Jr., were on hand at the 
council session to protest the city's 
return of the land. Residents would 
like to see the parcel turned into a 
public park. They say the heavily 
wooded area is presently serving 
as a defacto park, despite being 
completely undeveloped. 

AFTER A proposal from 
Councilman Rhodes, the city 
manager, who had recommended 
release of the parcel, was 
instructed to study the area and 
report to the council on possible 
transportation or recreational uses 
of the land. 

The parcel was deeded to the city 
in 1964 by the developers of the 
Carolanne Farms subdivision for 
public use when South Parliament 
Drive was extended across the 
southern portion of the Elizabeth 
River. Since the land had remained 
undeveloped, the developers 
requested the city release the 
parcel. 

The council met in executive 
session closed to the public and the 
press, for 22 minutes. According to 
the prepared agenda, topics for 
discussion included appointments 
to the Industrial Authority and a 
legal matter. Councilman Floyd 
Waterfield was absent from all 



UNDER ITEMS presented by the 
city manager, the council 
approved: 

•adjustments in the allocations 
of revenue sharing funds for fiscal 
1974. The city received notice July 
20 that the Beach's share of funds 
would total $3,778,648 for the 
entitlement period ending June 30, 
rather than $4,024,000 as previously 
calculated by the city manager's 
office when preparing a proposed 
expenditure package. The council 
passed the $4 million package at 
their June 4 session. Upon 
recommendation by the. city 
manager, they agreed to reduce 
the previously approved 
appropriation for the addition to 
the Administration Building by 
$245,352, since contracts for 
construction cannot be let until to 
the latter part of FY '74. The 
reduction will leave $98,148 in 
appropriations to go ahead with 
preliminary preparations for the 
project. A planned use report must 
be filed with the Federal Revenue 
sharing office by Sept. 14; 

• transfer of funds from the 
Reserve for contingencies account 
as the city's local cash match to a 
federal grant to improve the record 
keeping and data management 
system in the juvenile justice 
system; 

■ authorization of the city 
manager to enter into standard 
water and sewer agreements for 
the Fairfield subdivision, 
Kempsville, and an office building 
on Greenwich Road, Bayside 
Borough; 

IN ITEMS presented by the city 
attorney, the council approved: 

• an ordinance to amend a 
portion of the city code relating to 



the establishment of election 
districts and voting places; 

•street closure at 40th Street 
and Pacifie Avenue? 

• an ordinance to amend a 
portion of the city code pertaining 
to taxicabs and for-hire cars; 



• four ordinances pertaining to 
obscene printed material or sound 
recordings (see related story). 

OF THE ITEMS presented by the 
planning department, the council: 

• • approved an application by 
Cape Henry School to modify their 
use permit application to include 
eight modular classrooms of a 
temporary nature (two year 
limitation) pending construction of 
permanent classroom facilities as 
approved in the 4foginal permit ; 

• approved an application of 
Cemetery Consultants, Inc. for a 
change- of zoning to build a 
mortuary in the Rosewood 
Memorial Park-Aragona Village 
areas; 

• approved a use permit 
application by the St. Matthews 
Catholic Church to construct an 
additional storage building to 
existing church and school 
facilities in the Sherry Park- 
Macdonald Park areas; 

• denied an application of D.L 
Garcia for a change of zoning from 
residence suburban to multiple 
family and a use permit to 
construct 220 apartment units in 
the Aragona Village area.

Council passes 

6 anti-smut' law 
unanimously 



Despite the questions of several 
councilmen concerning the 
constitutionality and enforceability 
of an ordinance to remove all 
"obscene" magazines from local 
newsstands, the Virginia Beach 
City Council Monday voted 
unanimously in favor of such an 
ordinance. Councilman Floyd 
Waterfield was absent. 

City Councilman Charles 
Gardner, who originally drafted 
one ordinance covering the sale 
and loan of obscene material to 
juveniles as well as the ban of 
display of "nudity" magazines 
from newsstand shelves, 
introduced three "obscenity" 
ordinances and one ordinance to 
repeal the present city code 
concerning the matter. 

WITH NO question or comment, 
all the councilman voted in favor of 
the two ordinances which involved 
the sale and loan of obscene 
material to juveniles and the 
prohibition of publication, 
production, sale and possession of 
such material city-wide. It was the 
council's feeling that these 
ordinances, much paralleling the 
existing state code, would only be 
strengthening the state statutes. 

It was the third ordinance which 
called for the ban of all "nudity" 
magazine and books from 
newsstand display that bothered 
several councilmen. 

Councilman Dr. Clarence 
Holland referred to the forced 
behind-the-counter sale as leaving 
a "connotation of a black market in 
some respects." 

VICE-MAYOR Reid Ervin and 
Councilman Robert Callis also 
expressed concern that the 
ordinance was unenforc eable and 
possibly unconstitutional. Mayor 
RobertCromwell,whovoiced whole- 
heartedly support of the ordinance 
said, "I would agree it will be a 
very difficult ordinance to 
enforce." 

The ordinance defines the word 
obscene to be "that 
which the average person, ap- 
plying contemporary 
community standards in the City of 
Virginia Beach, would find, taken 
as a whole appeals to the prurient 
interest ..." 

Vice-mayor Ervin questioned 
"what the community standards 
for the city are. I don't think any of 
us really know that." 

IN REPLY to Mr. Gardner's 
statement that the determination 
of the community standards would 
4iave to come through the courts, 
Vice-mayor Ervin said, "the 
ultimate decision of what the 
contemporary community 
standard sare, to bedeter mined by 
a jury is a little hard for me to 
swallow because one jury panel 
cannot, in my decision, make that 
judgment for the entire city. As in 
all laws that deal with the behavior 
of people, we're going to have some 
problem with it." 

Dr. Holland voiced similar 
sentiments saying he thought it 
would be unfair for a jury of 12, 
who might find some material 
obscene, to find a man guilty of 
displaying such material when he 
could produce 50 other persons who 



didn't think it was obscene. 

THE ORDINANCE will prohibit 
"exhibitions, exposures and 
displays to juveniles of any picture, . 
photograph, drawing, sculpture, 
motion picture film or similar 
visual representation or image or 
any book, pamphlet, magazine, 
printed matter or sound recording 
which dipicts nudity, sexual 
conduct or sadomasochistic abuse 
or detailed verbal descriptions or 
narrative accounts or sexual 
excitement, sexual conduct or 
sadomasochistic abuse." 

The following definitions are 
established in presenting the 
ordinance: 

•'juvenile' means any person 
less than 18 years of age; 

•'nudity' means a state of 
undress so as to expose the human 
male or female genitals, pubic 
area or buttocks with less than a 
full opaque covering, or the 
showing ol fthefemale breast with 
less than tfTDuy opaque covering of 
any portion thereof below the top of 
the nipple, or the depiction of 
covered or uncovered male 
genitals in a discernibly turgid 
state; — j — 

• 'sexual conduct' means acts of 
masturbation; homosexuality, 
sexual intercourse, or physical 
contact with a person's clothed or 
unclothed genitals, pubic area, 
buttocks or, if such be female, 
breast; ( 

•'sexual excitement' means the 
condition of human male or female 
genitals when in a state of 'sexual 
stimulation or arousal; , 

• 'sadomasochistic abuse' 
means flagellation or torture by or 
upon a person clad in 
undergarments, a mask or bizarre 
costume, or the condition of being 
fettered, bound or otherwise 
physically restrained on the part of 
one so clothed; 

• 'harmful to juveniles' means 
that quality of any description or 
representation, in whatever form, 
of nudity sexual conduct, sexual 
excitement, or sadomasochistic 
abuse, when it (a) predominantly 
appeals to the prurient, shameful or 
morbid interest, (b) is patently 
offensive to prevailing standards in 
the adult community in the City of 
Virginia Beach, as a whole with 
respect to what is suitable material 
for juveniles and (c) lacks serious 
literary, artistic, political, or 
scientific value for juveniles; 

• 'knowingly' means having 
general knowledge of, or reason to 
know, or belief or ground for belief 
which warrants further inspection 
o r i nqu iry^Tbeth^a )4h»c h a ract er- 



and content of any material 
described herein which is 
reasonably susceptible to 
examination by the defendant and 
(b) the age of the juvenile, 
provided however, that an honest 
mistake shall constitute an excuse 
from liability hereunder if the 
defendant made a reasonable bona 
fide attempt to ascertain the true 
age of such juvenile. 

The ordinance covering the 
newsstand displays will go into 
effect Sept. 27, the prescribed 30 
days after its adoption. The other 
two ordinances are effective 
immediately. 



Attacking shark a rare blacktip 



A Virginia Institute of Marine 
Science fisheries scientist has 
positively identified the shark that 
attacked 17-year-old Christopher 
DeFord Aug. 16 as a blacktip 
shark. 

The identification was made as a 
result of on-the-scene observations 
concerning the shark's size, shape 
and the spacing of teeth wounds on 
the boy's arm . 

Dr. John A. Musick, VIMS 
scientist, said the pattern of attack 
was similar to others on record. 
YoungDeFord was splashing on the 
surface of shallow water, looking 
for crabs off the beach below 
Sandbridge. His arms were 
extended below the water when the 
shark attacked, severely 



damaging his right arm. Dr. 
Musick explained that the odor of 
crab fluids may have attracted 
the shark. 

The shark released Mr. DeFord, 
who was taken to the General 
Hospital of Virginia Beach by a 
companion, Joe Johnson. 

MENHADEN FISH, on which 
blacktip sharks feed, were 
abundant in the area, and Dr. 
Musick believes that the boy's arm 
was mistaken for a smaller forage 
organism. 

Dr. Musick explained that 
blacktip is the only type of shark 
found in this area that leaps free of 
the water. "Since all of our other 
data suggested a member of this 



species as the culprit, this factor 
was an apparent clincher," he said. 

Blacktip shark occurs 
occasionally in the Virginia Beach 
area. For two weeks before the 
attack occurred, commercial haul 
seine fishermen noted several 
schools of blacktips feeding in the 
Sandbridge area. Some sharks 
were caught in the nets and on hook 
and line. 

Dr. Musick said that the 
Sandbridge attack is one of only 
two known attacks in the United 
States coastal waters involving 
blacktip sharks. The other incident 
occurred 20 years ago in Florida 
and the species was not then 
positively identified.

Every city should have a 
councilman like Charles W. 
Gardner. 

For the past few months, Mr. 
Gardner has 1seen reading and 
rereading Supreme Court 
decisions, studying commission 
reports and writing papers on 
the subjects of pornography, 
obscenity and sex. All of this 
work has been in preparation 
for his assault on publications 
which contain nudity or some 
representation of sexual 
conduct. 

Mr. Gardner submitted his 
first ordinance to the council as 
early as July 9, but after 
criticism of its vague wording, 
legality and effectiveness, he 
decided to be more specific. 
After weeks of more study and 
revisions, we now have the 
results — three* ordinances 
which spell out every form of 
nudity, sexual excitement or 
sadomasochistic abuse that Mr. 
Gardner could think of 
prohibiting. 

The ordinances were very 
difficult to vote against, and 
naturally they < passed 
unanimously. As Vice-mayor 
Reid Ervin pointed out, "When 
you're dealing with apple pie 
and motherhood, you obviously 
have only one way to go." 

It is also very difficult to 
write critically about the 
ordinances. Certainly, we are 
not for pornography or 
obscenity. Yet, there is 
something very disturbing 
about all this interest in sex 
here. 

In addition to Mr. Gardner's 
proposals, we have seen police 
confiscate a movie, "The Devil 
in Miss Jones," and a judge 
sentence two theatre managers 
to jail for showing it. 
' Mr. Gardner refutes the 
agrument that morals cannot 
be legislated by insisting that 
his ordinances — like all laws — 
deal with conduct and not 
thought. Of course, what he 
neglects is that the actions in 
question here are reading and 
viewing. In other words, he is 
legislating against information 
by hindering its distribution. 

Legally, if the information or 
material is obscene, then it is 
not protected by the 
Constitution and can be 
outlawed. But what is obscene 
to one person may be the fruits 
of literature to another, so the 
courts must either wrestle with 
or avoid the problem of specific 
determination. 

Should we avoid discussion or 
writing about war, inhuman 
violence or drug abuse? By 
exposing juveniles to these 
facts of life — which must be as 
obscene and damaging as sex 
without love — are we creating 
an environment which fosters 
their continuance? 

Aside from this argument,

• morals legislation, one which 
Mr. Gardner anticipated. It is 
that adults have more rights 
than their children. The same 
material he ' bans From 
juveniles, he urges that adults 
use with discretion. 

How a person, adult or 
otherwise, could use with 
discretion a display of 
"sadomasochistic abuse by or 
upon a person clad in 
undergarments, a mask or 
bizarre costume," as one 
ordinance specifies, is probably 
as much beyond Mr. Gardner's 

comprehension as it is ours. 

The point of all this is that 
there is going to be litigation, 
and as case after case comes 
before the courts, 

accompanying them will be an 
inordinate amount of interest in 
sex. The surest way to interest 
people in something is to tell 
them that it is a secret. Putting 
a magazine under a counter, 
saying it has dirty pictures in it, 
is bound to make kids want to 
look at it. 

Mr. Gardner recognized that 
his ordinances would lead to 
challenges to their 
constitutionality but apparently 
did not see this as a threat. In 
an April 17 letter to his fellow 
councilmen, Mr. Gardner 
wrote, "There can be no, 
assurance that there will be no 
litigation, but that should not 
deter us from acting 
affirmatively." 

Obviously, no sincere person 
could say the ordinances should 
have failed. Who could claim 
that juveniles should be allowed 
to witness "shameful or 
morbid" displays of sexual 
stimulation or arousal? 

But while Mr. Gardner was 
faulting the media for using its 
influence to convince our youth 
to accept the "new morality," 
he should have taken his own 
advice. The obligation of news 
media is to report the,nevvs, and 
part of that consists of the 
actions and thoughts of 
government leaders. If 
Councilman Gardner airs his 
concern over perverted sex, 
then the newspaper will report 
it. 

Virginia Beach has become 
the state's test area for 
determining community 
standards. These ordinances 
will cause annoyances for 
magazine dealers, drug stores 
and newsstands. The attention 
of theHsfate and much of the 
nation will be focused on the 
city's handling of the situation 
it has created. 

If every city had a 
councilman like Mr. Gardner, 
perhaps there would not be so 
much concern. But now that the 
ordinances are law, we should 
be alerted for the increased 
interest in pornography and sex 
— h e re. The wh ole tl 
never have happened.

Beach charities benefit

Bingo is back! And back with a 
bang. More people are playing. 
More games are open. 

But it is all played in the name of 
charity. Parochial schools are 
underwritten, scholarships are 
awarded, little league baseball and 
football teams are financed, 
Christmas baskets are filled. 

The Aragona Community League 
has realized approximately $3,000 
in proceeds since Bingo began 
again in June. The money will pay 
the tuition and supplies for one 
year for two students at Tidewater 
Community College. In addition, 
the community league has donated 
$300 to the little league football 
teams of Pembroke and Aragona 
and given $300 to send 
underprivileged children to Camp 
Hope Heaven. 



ISSAC SNYDER, manager of the 
Aragona Community League, says 
Bingo is as popular as ever and 
proceeds are running about as 
expected. 

"The regulars are back." said 
Mrs. Helen Sahr, daytime 
manager for the -community 
league. "We have a lot of new 
people, too." 

Bingo seems to appeal to older 
adults more than to young people. 
Both Mrs. Sahr and Howard 
Anderson, president of the Men's 
Club at the church of St. Gregory 
the Great, find that Bingo is often 
the major Recreation for older 
people. 

Mr. Anderson. whose 
organization sponsors Friday night 
Bingo, said, "We see few young 
people; some, but not many. The 
older ones don't seem to care for 
today's movies and other 
entertainment. Sometimes this is 
t heir only form of recreatio n."

Gregory the Great School could be 
in trouble. "We have been able to 
begin a building program for the 
school," Mr. Anderson explained. 
"Without the proceeds from Bingo, 
which this summer have amounted 
to about $5,000, we would have to 
increase our tuition'. 

"Our school suffered when we 
did not have Bingo," he added. 

Mr. Anderson has seen an 
increase in attendance this, 
summer, "but it is not as high as I 
had expected. Since June, more 
games have opened and there is 
quite a bit of competition." 

The Friday night games at St. 
Gregory's usually attract about 400 
or more, Mr. Anderson said. 

Star of the Sea Church has begun 
Thursday night Bingo in an effort 
to underwrite costs of operating a 
school. The Rev. Paul T. Gaughan, 
pastor of Star of the Sea, said that 
skyrocketing school costs were the 
only reason for operating Bingo 
games. 



"BINGO COULD support our 
school," he said. Father Gaughan 
declined to say how much has been 
given to the school as a result of 
Bingo proceeds. The games began 
July 1 and Father Gaughan says 
that about 200 people play each 
week, many of whom are tourists. 
Star of the Sea is located within the 
resort area. 

"The games have been 
worthwhile," Father Gaughan 
said, "and we do plan to continue." 

Aragona Community League 
was closed for 13 months and the 
games at St. Gregory's closed for 
15 months. During that period, 
Mrs. Sahr explained, "the 
community was unable to continue 
its projects. We had been giving 
Christmas food baskets and money 
every year to the Social Services 
Department to dispense as needed. 
But last year we couldn't do it— no 
money. Social services told us that 
it was ve ry disappointed because 
the department had counted - brT 
those baskets for right many

Are auto emission standards unrealistic? 



effort trunderwav urCongress to 
provide funds to the National Academy of 
Sciences for a study designed to determine 
standards are necessary as opposed to 
those improvements which art only de- 
sirable— in other words, to make a dis- 
tinction between essential and non-es- 
sential requirements of a Clean Air Act. 

Behind all of this, of course, is a de- 
sire to balance anti-pollution programs by 
taking into account the cost factors, both 
economic and political. 

This week, Forum explains the ra- 
tionale behind this re-evaluation in the 
form of an editorial reprinted from the 
July 23, 1973 edition of The Wall Street 
Journal. 



A most 
important review 

Considering the issues that are at 
stake, it is encouraging to see 
Congress moving toward a 
thorough review of the air-quality 
and auto-emission standards that 
were set as a result of the 1970 
Gean Air Act. 

The Senate Public Works 
Committee has asked the National 
Academy of Sciences to analyze 
existing data and offer a short term 
evaluation by October and to make 



a longer term study of health 
effects data by the end of next 
year. It only remains for Congress 
to approve the $315,000 the 
committee has requested for these 
studies. 

While there's no telling what the 
academy will come up with, our 
fervent hope is that its study will 
clarify the distinction between air 



cfonrisp/ic t hat at* o fl htaAlnf a!a> - 
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necessary regardless of cost, and 
those that are desirable but need to 
be balanced against the enormous 
costs and cultural upheavals the 
current standards would require. 
This distinction has been made 
neither by the Congress that wrote 
the 1970 act nor by the agency that 
administered it. 

— AS A RESULT, the automobile 
industry is being rushed into the 
dubious technology of catalytic 
converters as the only possible 
means of meeting the interim 
standards by the autumn of 1974. 
The oil refining industry is being 
forced to a total conversion to 
unleaded gasoline. And dozens of 
cities are being forced to consider 
and implement traffic control and 
gas rationing schemes that would 
abruptly alter life-style patterns, 
commerce and transportation. All 
this is being required to meet 
standards for which scientific and 
technical justification is 
astonishingly thin. 

There's no question the 
standards should be high enough to 
insure that the air Americans 
breathe has no serious impact on 
their health. It's also desirable that 
the air around us be as 
aesthetically pleasing as is 
practically possible. But is it not 
just as obvious that we, as a nation. 
want to guarantee that there be 
absolutely no marginal 
Consequences from emissions 
from autos or from stationary 
sources. 

This, though, is what the 



Enviro n m e nt al Preteetion-Ageney 
sought to do in setting the national 
ambient air standards. As it reads 
its congressional mandate. EPA 
believes- tt^must insure that the~ 
sickest man in Chicago can be able 
to stand on the busiest corner of 
his city on the smokiest day of the 
year and experience no 
unpleasantness from the air he 
breathes. And because that street 
corner is the worst spot in the 
nation, the standard to bring it to 
"ambience" must apply 
everywhere in the United States. 
This means that all the autos in the 
nation have to be equipped with 
pollution-control devices sufficient 
to bring the worst street corner in 
the nation to that ambient level. 

IN OTHER WORJXS, the EPA 
has strung together a series of 
worst -case scenarios', a'dded in 
safety factors at each point, 
multiplied the factors together, 
and has come out with numbers 
that may not have been attained in 
parts of the Garden of Eden. We 
would expect the same result if 
Congress gave the Pentagon an 
order to insure against nuclear 
attack and a blank check to pay for 
the program, we would have 
missiles in every back yard and a 
bomb shelter in every basement. 
The only difference we can see is 
that Pentagon costs are borne 
directly by the taxpayer: the EPA 
edicts are borne indirectly by the 
consumer. 

THERE HAVE BEEN 

perceptible signs that EPA has 



resisted the idea of a full-blown 
review by the National Academy; 
it understandably senses a 
diminution of its own power. Yet an 
independent analysis is clearly a — 
prerequisite to the public's 
acceptance of the environmental 
clean-up costs it will be asked to 
bear. If the academy's review 
really is essential to healthy air, we 
will at least have some confidence 
the huge costs will not be wasted. 
. .If. as we think far more likely, 
the academy's preliminary study 
conclude that the EPA and the 
1970 act went overboard, there is 
yet time to avoid the blunder that 
threatens to cost the nation dearly 
and undermine support for 
environmental improvement. 
There is yet time, though not much, 
for Congress to make a mid-point 
correction in- the course we're on 
toward cleaner air.- 

The resolution for review by the 
National Academy of Sciences is 
co-sponsored by Sen. Edmund 
Muskie. who authored the 1970 Act. 
Chairman Jennings Randolph of 
the Senate Public Works M 
Committee has been aggressive in 
moving it along. Congress has 
recognized that the standards are 
of huge economic and ' political 
importance and should not be set 
in a manner that totally ignores 
costs or public preferences. It has 
begun to realize it cannot plunge 
ahead guided solely by technicians "J 
as single-minded as the EPA staff 
has been.

She spent 
three weeks in Central State 
hospital at Petersburg and 
has mostly praises for the 
doctors and staff there. Her 
only regret is that she did 
not enter the hospital 
sooner.

Just going to the hospital 
is not the whole answer 
though. "You've got to want 
the help. You've got to come 
to the conclusion you are 
going to get well." 

Marion views her stay at 
the hospital as "quite an 
experience."

It is during this time that 
the patients get together, 
talk about what bothers 
them and try to help one

"I DID A LOT of listening 
to other people," Marion 

says. "That's something 
that there is so little of in the 
world today. I think some of 
the patients even had more 
on the ball than some of the 
people in the outside world. 
There are a lot of people in 
the outside world who 
probably ought to be in the 
hospital. In their everyday 
lives, how they behave and 



on at the hospital. She was 
visited by her husband twice 
a week, although the 
hospital does not encourage 
visitors. When the doctors 
said she could go home for 
her birthday, she thought it 
was just for a weekend visit, 
but she was completely 
released from the hospital. 

Upon returning to the 
Beach, Marion visited the 
Atlantic Mental Hygiene 
Clinic again, where she 
became active in the clinic's 
day program. She enjoys the 
handicrafts and just being 
with people. 



BEFORE SHE entered 

the hospital she had 
withdrawn from society — 
"didn't want to be wjjth 
people, didn't want to talk to 
anyone — not family, not 
friends." She worked as a 
substitute teacher and quit 
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her job three months prior 
to entering the hospital. 

For Marion, the day 
program "is more like a 
social hour, a time for being 
together. They encourage 
handicrafts, but you can do 
anything you want." 

She thinks it helps just 
being in the group, knowing 
there are others who care 
but says few patients 
discuss their problems 
among the group. 

"Everyone knows everyone 
has problems — that's an 
accepted thing. The only 
time you talk about 
problems is if someone 
comes to you individually 
and wants to talk about their 
problem." 

Marion found no major 
adjustment problem when 
she returned home. Her

Marion would encourage 
any friend with similar 
problems to get help earlier.

"It's 
an escape," she says, "but if 
they're really trying to solve 
their problems, I can't see 
why they continue." 

"Sometimes illnesses of 
this sort can ruin people's 
lives, but if they can get 
help, help themselves, it 
makes their lives a lot better 
than before."

CONSUMER 
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ThePOWs: new reflections

Six months ago, the nation experienced one of the most highly publicized homecomings in its history, 
when the Vietnam prisoners of war returned. Since then, the glare of publicity has faded 
and the men have begun to adjust to American life In the 70s. The following story is the result 
of recent interviews with six former POW's living In Virginia Beach. 




DENTON 



RearAdm. Jeremiah 
A. Denton Jr., USN 

Captain Jeremiah A. Denton 
Jr., USN, who has been promoted 
since his release on Feb. 14 to the 
rank of Rear Admiral, was captured 
July 18, 1965. He spent seven-and- 
a-half years in a POW camp. 

Adm. Denton immediately 
impresses you as a highly 
intelligent, articulate person who 
shows a deep concern about 
today's events and changes on the 
national and international scene. 
He also radiates a vibrant 
personality, filled with sincerity 
over the future of United States and 
American people. 

Adm. Denton reiterated his 
earlier denial of any efforts to 
control the ex-POWs contacts with 
the public or what they might say 

on subjects which might be raised 
in their personal appearances. 

HE ALSO expressed sentiments, 
which were echoed by all of the ex- 
POWs, of gratitude for the manner 
in which the public has received 
them and what it means to be 
home. Adm. Denton said, "I would 
like to take this opportunity to 
" thank the city of Virginia Beach, its 
government, its people and its 
media, for their efforts to help the 
cause of the MIAs and POWs, and 
the prayers these people gave us. 
It's damn touching. There is no 
other area in the country which 
responded to the POW cause in 
such a way." 

Adm. Denton reacted to recent 
developments in Cambodia by 
saying, "I'm happy to read in the 
papers where the bombing of 
Cambodia has resulted in the 
unexpected withdrawal of 
communist forces from around 
Phnom PenhT 

"However, I regret the media's 
reference to communist forces in 
Cambodia as merely anti- 
government, when I've just had a 
close friend of mine come back 
from there reporting seeing North 
Vietnamese communist troops in 
that area, and Of the bombardment 
of hospitals and schools." 

He added, "I believe our 
president has done a magnificent 
job in the field of international 
relations." 

One of the areas of prime 
concern to each of the ex-POWs 
was recent Congressional actions 
regarding the status of American 
military forces. Adm. Denton 
commented on this by saying, "one 
of the greatest cultural shocks on 
reentry into the American society 
has been the free and open 
releeation of our Navy to a second 
place in the world. 

"I was shocked by the 
acceptance of our Navy becoming 
second to that of Russia, and the 
possibility of the American Navy 
forfeiting the ability to control the 
seas. I think it's very dangerous to 
base today's military strength on 
the assumption of the enemy's 
intentions rather than of the fact of 
the enemy's military power. 
Especially when the facts indicate 
there has been no basic change in 
the "Communist Bear's" 
appetite, but merely a change 



man. However, that day has not 
arrived, and until it comes we must 
maintain a strong defense, keeping 
in mind the physical defense of 
United States is not the only 1 
problem. Perhaps we can make 
some improvement in the respect 
to policies in the field in order to 
prevent further vacuums and 
infections which will promote the 
formation of a procommunist 
semblance ." 

In describing his reactions to 
changes in American social 
standards Adm. Denton said, "In 
general I have been somewhat 
chagrined by developments in the 
field of unity, and national 
standards of morality in terms of 
that which is acceptable as valid 
literature and entertainment. But 
I sense from what I've witnessed, 
read, and have been told, there has 
begun a swing back in the opposite 
direction. Yet I'm not a prude and 
don't want us to get back to 
victorianism. 

"I've also found, "he added, 
"unexpected acceleration in the 
field of ecumenicalism, the ecology 
movements, and greatly improved 
race relations. I have also noticed a 
tendency of our youth to analyze 
problems in moral terms." 

Adm. Denton is the only one of 
the ex-POWs who recently 
returned to Virginia Beach who has 
returned to any form of duty 
status. Although he is being 
permitted to more or lesss follow 
his oWn pursuits, he maintains an 
office at Norfolk Naval Air Station 
where he is carrying out 
administrative responsibilities 
with regard to "The POW Wing", 
an ex-POW organization formed to 
coordinate activities and assist in 
scheduling the public appearances 
of the men.

« HE elaborated on his concern in 
this area by commenting, "I 
believe no one wants peace more 
than a military man, especially one 
who has suffered in a war. No one 
wants a system which will 
•iiminate war more than a military 



rapt. Alien C. Brady USN 

March 7 witnessed the return of 
Capt. Allen C. Brady, USN, after 
being imprisoned in a North 
Vietnamese POW camp following 
his capture on January 19, 1967. 

Capt. Brady clearly indicates he 
has quickly grasped the status of 
American life as it is today, 
compared to when he left it. You 
are impressed by his knowledge of 
developments which are playing 
significant roles in lives of 
Americans. 

As was the case with Adm. 
Denton, Capt. Brady expressed 
dissatisfaction with recent 
reductions in American military 
forces. He said, "It's very 
upsetting to me the way Congress 
is acting, making massive cuts in 
the military, which is really 
hurting us. I think it's a very 
dangerous situation. The Russian 
Navy has surpassed ours in size, 
and is continuing to grow. They're 
going to have a navy out there that 
is bigger than ours, and if we lose 
control of the seas it's going to be a 
problem." 

HE ALSO described his attitude 
towards the Cambodian situation 
by saying, "We fought a long war 
(in Vietnam ) and you'll never have 
peace in that area of the world as 
long as fighting is going on. If the 
communists take over in Cambodia 
it will seriously effect South 
Vietnam's existence as a non- 
communist country." 

The manner in which Watergate 
developments appears to be 
affecting the public reactions to the 
country's government prompted 
Capt. Brady^ to remark, "The 



Watergate situation does not really 
shock me, however, it's making 
people lose faith in the president. 
We as POWs were under a very 
difficult situation to keep faith in 
the country and we did, while 
people who were living good back 
here are now losing faith in the 
government. I don't think this 
(Watergate) is as serious as some 
people think." 

IN THE AREA of social changes 
in the United States during his 
absence Capt. Brady said, "I think 
there has been a remarkable 
improvement in race relations. 
There are even some Negro 
members in our church, which 
would have been unheard of before 
I left. This is in direct conflict to 
what we were being told during our 
captivity in Vietnam. We're 
probably the most progressive 
nation in the World in race 
relations." 

American morals, particularly 
in the fields of narcotics and drugs, 
and pornography, are of much 
concern to Capt. Brady. Discussing 
drug activities in United States 
today he said, "We heard about the 
drug scene over there, but I did not 
realize it was of the magnitude it is. 
The young people today apparently 
believe in marijuana, they think 
it's alright and should be 
legalized. The government needs 
to take a hard look at the situation. 
Young people see no more harm in 
marijuana than in liquor. My 
reaction is whether it's harmful or 
not it's still against the law, and 
until the laws are changed they 
shouldn't use drugs. Whether it 
should be legalized or not, I don't 
know." 

IN DISCUSSING the controversy 
over pornography in America he 
said, "I don't agree with the 
philosophy that if you don't want to 
buy a certain magazine or see a 
certain movie you don't have to, 
but I don't advocate going back to a 
puritanical standard because it 
would be a kind of dull society. We 
must, however, guard against 
achieving either of the two 
extremes." 

Today's standards of living, 
including the meat shortage and 
rising costs, prompted reaction 
from Capt. Brady. "As far as 
people being shocked over not 
getting all the beef they want," he 
said, "I didn't eat beef for six years 
and it didn't bother me that much. 
The thing that impresses me is 
people are running around with 
boats, two cars, and buying food 
like it's going out of style. People 
are still living good. I am amazed 
at the price changes since I've 
been home, especially in real 
estate where prices are 
staggering." 

Capt. Brady was joined by his 
wife, Louise, in dispelfihg any feaTs 
the years of separation while he 
was imprisoned might endanger 
their relationship. He said, I feel if 
you really had a good thing going 
when you left you were alright. We 
had a strong marriage and I think 
there really have been no 
problems." She quietly replied, "It 
seems to me the years just rather 
melted away." 

While it is evident Capt. Brady, 
as with the other ex-POWs, is 
looking forward to returning to 
duty status, it is also quite evident 
he is enjoying the time with his 
family allowed by being on 
recuperative leave. 




Capt. James A. Mulligan Jr., 
USN, arrived home on Feb. 14 after 
being imprisoned in North Vietnam 
for seven years. He was captured 
on March 20, 1966. 

Capt. Mulligan radiates an 
exuberant joy about his 
experiences in the short length of 
time he has been home. His 
attitude of relaxed satisfaction was 
reflected by his wife, Louise, as the 
couple discussed events of the six 
months since their reunion. 

Capt. Mulligan was asked if he 
sensed any change in American 
attitudes from that of the time of 
his release from North Vietnam He 
said he felt the war had "«.been 
very divisive... "and that it was 
about time Americans 
"...started pulling together... 
raising the flag instead of burning 
it." 

CAPT MULLIGAN illustrated his 
firm belief in the future of United 
States by saying,. "Things are 
much better in the country than 
they were. The country looks good, 
it's a vibrant country. I'm glad to 
see Watergate being aired. We 
don't live in a secret society and 
I'm sure we'll clean it up." 

American morals quite 
apparently are of much concern to 
Capt. Mulligan as evidenced in his 
statement, "I was disappointed to 
see what has happened in some 
areas such as the drug situation 
with the young people and 
permissiveness in our society 
(playing on) emotions of young, 
immature people. I think our 
society still has some problems." 

As to whether he is having any 
problems in readjusting to the 
American way of life Capt, 
Mulligan said, "I'm having one 
difficulty — I can't associate boys 
with long hair." 

Mrs. Louise Mulligan dispelled 
earlier public concern over the ex- 
POWs reestablishing family 
relationships by saying, "With Jim 
and me our marriage has been a 
long, 25 years in October. The 
marriage and family was 
established when he left, so we had 
an awful lot going for us." 

IN LOOKING towards the future 
Capt. Mulligan said, I plan to 
remain in the Navy. I'm going back 
to school this fall, at Old Dominion 
University, for my Masters 
Degree, and catch up on what's 
going on. My primary objective 
now is to get myself in good 
condition and get reestablished 
with my family. It's not always 
easy. I have frustrations like 
everyone else." 

Mrs. Mulligan shares this 
attitude towards the future. She 
said, "Right now we're not making 
any big decisions. We're just going 
to reestablish our lives, it's going to 
take longer than five or six months. 
The biggest thing is that he's 

home/'^ ____^ 

One of the mutual joys of the 
Mulligan's is fishing, which she has 
just discovered with the couple's 
recent purchase of a boat. They 
jokingly discuss the day she will 
land a bigger catch than he. Capt. 
Mulligan being on recuperative 
leave provides them with time to 
enjoy this pursuit.

Your immediate impression oi 
Cmdr. Fellowes on meeting him is 
that he is a man who is truly in love 
with life and completely relishing 
his recently found freedom after a 
long separation from his loved ones 
and any remotely normal way of 
life. t* 

He, as with his fellpw ex-POWs, 
radiates a deep concern for the 
welfare of the American people, 
their moral standards, and their 
attitude toward their country and 
its government. _J 

Touching upon how coverage of 
the Watergate by the news media 
might affect the public's opinion of 
President Richard M. Nixon or his 
administration— including whether 
the president is guilty of any wrong 
doing— Cmdr. Fellowes expressed 
the fear that, "Many people will 
get the impression Nixon is guilty 
just by watching TV. The 
average American will believe 
this, which is bad. I do believe 
Nixon has his shortcomings— he is 
not perfect— but my God we ought 
to do everything we can to support 
him and get behind him. We will 
defend some guy accused of rape, 
but we won't defend our president. 
If he was wrong, let's take him out, 
but let's find out first. I just can't 
believe people will condemn the 
president without a fair trial. 



"I DON'T agree with everything 
he's said or done, but I support him 
completely. Until we can prove 
he's wrong, let's give him the 
benefit of the doubt. They 
(Congress) ought to take it off TV 
and go into executive session, and 
find out what's going on." 

When questioned as to what 
changes impressed him most since 
his return Cmdr. Fellowes replied, 

"I think the biggest change is the 
prices. I'm not opposed to paying 
the prices, but it's quite a shock 
what you have to pay for a pound of 
bacon and what clothes cost. As for 
supporting a meat boycott, I had a 
seven year meat boycott (while 
imprisoned in Vietnam) and 
although meat is high I intend to 
buy meat." 

Commenting on today's moral 
standards he said, "Basically the 
moral standards are high with the 
majority of the people I've met. 
There are some phony standards, 
but the morals of the people are 
alright." He added he has, 
however, ". . .been shocked at 
some of the language used in 
movies . " . . ■ »

CMDR. FELLOWES commented 
on the prominence of X-rated, 
adult type, films in movie theaters 
today by saying, "Before I left I 
could take my family to see 'My 
Fair Lady', now I'm being invited 
to cuddle-up with 'The 
Cheerleaders'. He added, "I am 
not opposed to the showing of these 
movies but rather to the type of 
advertising involved." He also 
said, "I feel most X-rated movie 
attendance is the result of curiosity 
rather than because of the 
standards of people." 

His complete' joy over his 
experiences of the past six months 
that he has been home is shown in 
Cmdr. Fellowes saying, "What a 
great feeling it is to be back in a 
free America. You know what the 
greatest thing in the world is— 
Being able to take a hot shower. 

"One of the greatest joys I've' 
had," he continued, "has been 
being invited to play on a softball 
team. Although the game has 
changed a lot, I've really had a 
great time." 

While it is not known at present 
when Cmdr. Fellowes can expect to 
return to normal duty he quite 
obviously has no regrets over being 
on recuperative leave and the 
opportunity to regain a few of the 
thousands of hours of enjoying his 
family lost while -lie was in 
captivity.

March 7 was also the date of 
reunion with his family for Lt. 
Cmdr. Michael D. Christian, USN. 
He was in a North Vietnamese 
POW camp for five-and-a-half 
years after being captured on April 
24, 1967. 

On meeting Cmdr. Christian, as 
with Cmdr. Fellowes, you are 
impressed by his complete zest for 
life. He radiates a feeling of 
complete joy in being home and of 
satisfaction with the attitudes of 
the people he has come in contact 
with. 

His happiness was quite evident 
in his broad grin as he said, "It's a 
pretty fast track out there. I feel so 
damn glad about everything I just 
can't describe it, doing everything 
I've always wanted to do." 

He told of reliving a mental 
exercise he did while confined in 
North Vietnam, of the excitment 
surrounding the witnessing the 
opening of a baseball game. "Now 
I can actually do it," he said, "and 
it's great to sit in the stands, hear 
the umpire call out 'Play Ball' and 
hear the crack of the bat at the first 
ball hit, and the cheers from the 
crowd." 

Cmdr. Christian told of the 
impressions made on him by 
changes in^fhe American way of 
life. "Initially I impressed," he 
said, "in superficial changes such 
as clothes, hair styles and 
appearances. Changes in morals 
bothered me but I've been happy 
recently, because I detect the 
pendulum is swinging back to a 
level which I feel the average 
American will be happy with" 

t 

THE CHRISTIANS' openly 
admitted they encountered some 
difficulty in readjusting to each 
other and reestablishing family 
relations following Cmdr. 
Christian's long absence. She said, 
"There very definitely were 
problems, because you don't take 
two people who went in different 
directions for six years who won't 
have problems. He referred to it as 
coming back from dead." 
Discussing the impact of his return 
on their children she said, "He left 
babies and came back to young 
ladies.". 

He said, "Charlotte and I found 
there were some real problems in 
getting back to a family 
relationship, but we're elated over 
the fact we're solved the major 
problems and we're sure of the 
future. 

"We saw problems developing 
very early in our r establishing 
communications. She felt she had 
been shouldered with the whole 
world, and when this changed on 
my return, it left a void. We also 
differed on what was important." 

CMDR. CHRISTIAN said, "One 
of the major cures in solving our 
problems was our going on an 
emergency honeymoon." He told 
of how they had gone out with 
friends one evening, and during 
dinner they made the snap decision 
to just go away with each other for 
a short while. 

Cmdr. Christian talked of 
noticing a definite change in 
American social attitudes in 
general. He said, "TTiere is a 
definite change in attitude in our 
society. It's much more like you do

How to survive on less meat and milk

The American diet has traditionally been a 
meat and milk oriented diet, but faced with 
today's high prices and continuing shortages 
of both foods, many Americans are finding 
that they must change their eating habits. 

Nutritionists emphasize the importance of 
balanced meals, but point out that the protein, 
iron and Vitamin B 12 found in meat is also 
available through other sources such as eggs, 
cheese, fish and milk. 

ALL NUTRIENTS, except for fats, found in 
whole milk can be found in non-fat. dry milk 
which is far more economical thesedays than 
whole milk, according to Mrs. Elizabeth Tate, 
local member of the Virginia Citizens 
Consumer Council. 

Mrs. Tate offers several hints for 
preparing non-fat dry milk and says that, if 
mixed properly, powdered milk can be 
enjoyed as a beverage. 

She recommends that consumers buy non- 
fat dry milk in large boxes, as the cost per 
ounce is less, and she says that house brands 
taste as good as do the name brands. 

WHEN MIXING for drinking purposes, 
Mrs. Tate combines non-fat dry milk with 
whole milk and water. To prepare a gallon of

milk for drinking, mix powdered milk with 
two quarts of water using package directions ; 
add two quarts of whole milk and l M teaspoon 
of vanilla; chill thoroughly. Some people add 
a small amount of honey to the mixture. 

Mrs. Tate says she has had no complaints 
from her family about the taste of dry milk. 

For cooking, non-fat dry milk can be mixed 
according to package directions. A spoonful of 
powdered milk, directly from the package, 
can be stirred into coffee to provide the milk 
flavor. 

Hot cereal can be improved with the 
addition of M> cup of powdered milk to the 
water used in cooking. When powdered milk is 
used in cooking cereal, the mixture should be 
stirred frequently to prevent sticking. 

POWDERED MILK can even be used for a 
whipped topping. Here's how/ta do it: 

Place V 2 cup powdered milk hYbowl; chill 
milk, bowl and beaters thoroughly. When 
chilled, beat in Ms cup of cold water until 
mixture thickens; add V* teaspoon vanilla and 
2 tablespoons of sugar. Chilled fruit juice may 
be substituted for water. 

Long-range meat substitution may be a 
little more difficult for the average 
consumer because Americans have become 
so used to eating meat, and meat consumption 
has continually risen. 

During the April meat boycott, many 
families found ways of planning meais 



without meat. Other families, for one reason 
or another, have decided to do without meat 
entirely. 

MR. AND MRS. George Fenton at one time 
were large meat eaters. When Mr. Fenton had 
to spend some time in Mexico, he found the 
meat there unfit for him to eat. At the same 
time, he became involved in Yoga and found 
meat unnecessary to his diet. Mrs. Fenton said 
that since the entire family has stopped eating 
meat, "we all feel better. We eat no red meat, 
pountry or fish, but we do eat eggs and cheese 
and whole grains." 

Mrs. Demetra Maras, nutritionist with the 
VPI Extension Service in Virginia Beach, 
stresses the importance of having foods of 
animal origin in the diet. 

"Meat does not have to be eaten every day 
in order to maintain a balanced diet," she 
said. "Macaroni and cheese, for example, will 
provide necessary protein because both the 
macaroni and the cheese contain nutrients 
that combine to provide optimum protein." 

MRS. MARAS. who has an office at 
Princess Anne Courthouse, said that she is 
available to answer questions about diet and 
will help anyone who is trying to establish a 
balanced diet.

One way of doing it 



Wooden slats shade house 




Wooden slats over a simple 
frame can be used effectively to 
shade the south or west side of a 
house from summer heat. 

The slat roof, which can be 
made of lxl or 2x2-inch slats, 
should be anchored to the house 
with a horizontal ledger under the 
eaves or at first-story height, or 
by using angle irons above the 



eaves and clear of the trough. 

Spacing the slats a few inches 
apart will allow the warm air to 
escape and pull cooler air toward 
the house, while filtering the light. 

The slat roof can be supported 
opposite the house with a post and 
beam framework which need not 
be extended directly to the house 
wall. , 
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WHITE CLAM SAUCE 

Cover bottom of frying pan with 
olive oil; saute five cloves of minced 
garlic, add 1 can minced clams and 
juice, 1 cup of water and salt and 
pepper to taste. Simmer 15 minutes; 
top with dried or fresh parsley. Spoon 
over cooked macaroni (shells are 
best). 

EGGPLANT PIE 

Prepare a sauce using l tablespoon 
margarine, 1 small can tomato sauce 
and flour to thicken; heat, stirring 
constantly until smooth, (not too 
thick). Lightly oil deep pie pan or 
round baking dish; peel, slice and 
lightly salt 1 eggplant and place in 
bottom of dish; pour sauce over 
eggplant; cover completely with 
Mozzarella cheese. Beat one egg with 
1 tablespoon grated Parmesan cheese 
and pour over top. Bake at 350 until 
eggplant is tender (between 45 
minutes and 1 hour). 



i CHEDDAR-MUSHROOM 
BAKED FONDUE 

(This recipe may be easily cut in 
half). Early in the day, grease a 13x9 
inch baking dish; trim crusts from 12 
slices bread; brush with butter; cut 
each slice in half; arrange 4 of bread 
in 1 layer; top with & lb. shredded 
Cheddar cheese and M> lb. sliced 
mushrooms (to economize, use 
canned mushroom pieces); repeat 
layering bread and top with % lb. 
shredded cheese; sprinkle one third 
minced green pepper on top. Using 
whisk, mix 4 eggs; 3 cups milk; 2 
teaspoons salt and Vfe teaspoon 
paprika in large bowl; pour over 
cheese and bread combination in 
baking dish; cover and refrigerate.

LENTIL SOUP 

(This is an easy recipe that can be 
doubled or tripled without losing 
flavor or consistency) 
^ Wash 1 cup of dried lentils ; boil in 6 
\ cups water. While lentils are boiling, 
saute in 1 tablespoon oil until tender: 1 
carrot diced, 2 stalks of celery diced, 2 
medium onions sliced, add 1 teaspoon 
salt, cover and cook for 5 minutes. 
When lentils have boiled for 30 
minutes, add vegetables and cook for 
10 minutes. (For variety, add 2 
chopped fresh tomatoes to lentils 
while boiling, or add other vegetables 
such as snaps, corn or limas).

your thing, and I'll do mine. We 
have a lota more freedom now, and 
some of our problems come from 
the confusion of one man's 
freedoms conflicting with those of 
another. Tnto learning process will 
develop us into a society where we 
can handle these freedoms. We're 
going to produce a society that can 
solve problems, and have one of the 
strongest societies in the world." 
His feelings regarding recent 
reductions in U.S. military forces 
differed somewhat from the other 



ex-POWs. Cmdr. Christian said, 
"It's like a retooling job, we've got 
to take a little slow down to 
improve in the future. However, 
I'm afraid it will get to be a habit, 
but I'm hoping it doesn't. I know we 
can tool up in time if necessary to 
develop one of the strongest 
military powers in the world." 

ONE AREA which Cmdr. 
Christian expressed a feeling on 
which did not prompt any comment 
from his fellow ex-POWs was the 
recent virtual abolishment of 
capital punishment for criminal 



acts. Stressing his strong dismay 
over the move he viewed it as 
"...an open invitation for people 
who have no concern about going 
to Jail. This Houston thing (the 
discovery of some 20 graves of 
teenaged boys in a mass murder) 
is an example of what might 
happen." •* 

Cmdr. Christian like the other 
ex-POWs has not as yet assumed 
any official duty status. He too 
remains on recuperation leave 
devoting his time to rehabilitation 
and readjustment.

Attics provide profits, bargains

Whether you're buyer or seller, 
there's money to be made in a 
garage sale. 

How much money you make 
through a garage sale depends on 
one major point: How good are you 
at pricing offbeat and used goods? 
If you're selling piles of junk that 
have collected in your attic, 
basement or closets, you might be 
losing some items of real value 
because you have been out of touch 
with the market. 

Some of the wildest things are 
pulling good sums of money from 
collectors. Such things as ancient 
toilets, bathtubs and ornate soap 
dishes are being snapped up by 
decorators and some antique 
dealers. Less sophisticated 
collectors are bidding up prices for 
such things as old Gene Autry 
shirts, old clothing of the early 
1900s, Buck Rogers pistols, 
Superman "early edition" comic 
books, Coca-Cola thermometers 
and old fruit jars. 

NO MATTER what you are 
selling, it's wise to remember that 
in the Beach, according to a recent 
change in city policy, you may hold 
a garage sale for one day only. 
Anyone holding a sale for more 
than one day must have the proper 
zoning for a commercial business. 
Violators may be charged with 
committing a zoning infringement 
which can result in a fine of $5 or 
$500. It may also be considered a 
violation of the commission of 
revenues, in qhich case a person 
may be fined not more than $1,000 
and-or sentenced to a year in jail. 

How can you get a feel for 
prices? One way is to visit as many 
garage, basement and yard sales 
as you can. See what's being 
offered and what's the going price. 
Ask the sellers when you can 
return to interview them about 
conducting your own sale. Find out 
what sells and what doesn't. 

Another good way to spot items 
of value is to talk to local interior 
decorators and architects. You 
might even offer to be a scout for 
them. Find out what they're

looking for. For example, some 
decorators in my area are looking 
for odd glassware, candlesticks 
and hardwood furniture 
(especially Victorian style). On the 
other hand, you might find it hard 
to pay someone to take away an 
overstuffed chair. 

AFTER CHECKING local prices 
and values, you should also check 
your library for such periodicals as 
The Antique Trader, Collector's 
News, Collector's Weekly, AB 
Bookman's Weekly (for old books )„ 
Old Bottles Magazine and Hobbies 
Magazine (this one has all sorts of 
oddball collectors' items). 

When a garage sale expands and 
becomes a permanent, 
commercial sort of thing it's called 
a "flea market." You can find 
almost anything in a flea market, 
but the flea markets themselves 
are sometimes hard to find. You 
can get a directory of most known 
flea markets, listed by state and 
city or county, by sending $2 to: 
Official U.S. Flea Market 
Directory; Box 243; Bend, Oregon 
97701 (this publisher also sells 
subscriptions to Old Bottles 
Magazine). 

THERE ARE two good bodes out 
on garage sales. The first, "How to 
Hold a Garage Sale" by James 
Michael Ullman (Charles 
Scribner's Sons, $1.95), goes into 
the step-by-step procedure of 
where to hold the sale, what to put 
up for sale, how much to charge, 
how to advertise and how to keep 
an eye out for shoplifters. 



You are told, for example, to 
have as many low-price items as 
possible because they attract 
crowds and sell quickly. This can 
build up a carnival-like "buying 
spirit" that will encourage 
customers to buy the more 
expensive items. 

You are also told that the first 
few hours of your sale will be the 
most crucial. This is the time when 
you'll make the bulk of your sales. 
You should be well prepared for the 
onslaught of buyers and have 
everything set out with price tags. 
You should also deep a barrier 
between what's for sale and what is 
not for sale. Someone might start 
walking off with your new garden 
chairs. 

THE SECOND good book on 
garage sales is "The Garage Sale 
Manual," written by Jean and Jim 
Young (Praeger Publishers, $6.95). 
This book goes more into spotting 
valuable items in your home or in 
other garage sales. Home-crafted 
items, for example, are bringing 
good prices. So are some old 
scrapbooks and photo albums. 

After reading these two books it's 
hard to resist rummaging through 
your home to see if you can find 
some "treasures" for your own 
garage sale.

Cmdr. Eugene 

B.McDaniel, USN 



After spending five-and-a-half 
years in a POW camp Cmdr. 
Eugene B. McDaniel, USN, 
returned home to his family on 
March 7. He was captured by the 
North Vietnamese on May 19, 1967, 
while on a strike mission against 
enemy targets. 

It was Cmdr. McDaniel who 
several of his fellow ex-POWs, who 
refer to him as "Big Red", credit 
with giving them the moral support 
to withstand the treatment they 
recieved while in captivity, and 



who kept their faith alive mat they 
would shortly be released. 

As he discusses his experiences 
of the six months be has been 
home, you sense Cmdr. McDaniel's 
sincere appreciation for the 
manner in which he and his family 
have been treated by the public, 
and his strong faith in the 
American people. 

The McDaniel's quietly dismiss 
any fears thay may have had over 
difficulties in reestablishing family 
relationships. She said, "I've been 
surprised at how easy it's been. I 
thought it would be much more 
difficult because six years is. a 
long time. I thought there would be 
an awkwardness because of the 
age the children were when he left, 
but it's really been gorgeous. It's 
been real interesting to me to see 
things through Red's eyes, to see 
his reactions to everything and 
appreciate the things we have. He 
just seems to be so unconcerned 
about minor annoyances. 

His reasoning for an easy 
readjustment in this area was quite 
simply stated as, "I think the 
answer lies in pride. I have a great 
pride for what Dorothy and the 
children did while I was gone. I 
think out of determination we just 
decided not to have any major 
problems. I think the children feel 
the same way." 

CMDR. McDaniel said he has also 
been impressed with strides which 
have been made in the area < 



American social standards. He 
said, "There has been a change. I 
see a trend back towards the 
church and patriotism. All is not 
lost I think we're on the right track. 
He said he also felt "...there are 
very encouraging signs..." "> 
improving race relations, "you see 
schools far more integrated than 
when I left. We've made great 
strides," he added,"but we have a 
long way to go. This has always 
been a problem. When we erase 
this we will have overcome a great 
problem. We POWs had no 
discrimination whatsoever in 
Hanoi. The military has" led the 
way as far as integration goes. This 
could be the reason a lot of Blacks 

are attracted to the Army" 

As to the future of the Country 
Cmdr. McDaniel said, "I like to 
think we are in an era of prosperity 
and peace, and I think there will be 
a resurgence of patriotism and I'm 
glad to see that, we need that. I also 
think we'll see a trend towards 
indoctrination of the American 
people towards patriotism, the 
church and the family. I still feel 
though that learning to live with 
prosperity is always a problem. 
When questioned on what plans 
he may be making for his own 
personal future Cmdr. McDaniel 
said,"I hope to get back into the 
flying game in the near future, and 
resume my Naval career in 
whatever capacity I can best serve 
the Navy and my country." -

Grocery prices rise 29 per cent 



A week's groceries for an 
average family of four 
persons in Virginia Beach 
has increased 29 percent 
this month over the cost of 
August of last year, and 11 
percent over the cost of last 
month. This information 
was released by J.J. 
Pierotti, Director, Research 
and Statistics, Virginia 
Department of Labor and 
Industry, during Friday's 



monthly meeting of 
SEARCH (Social Economic 
Area Research Clearing 

House). 

Mr. Pierotti listed the cost 
of a week's groceries for 
four this month at $36.18 as 
compared to $27.95 during 
last August, and $32.60 last 
month. He also pointed out 
that foodstuffs included in 
the comparisons consisted 



of basic standard items, 
with no consideration of how 
special dietary or ethnic 
food needs might influence 
grocery costs. 
: Meat price increases 
ranged from 12.6 cents a 
pound for hamburger to 47.4 
cents per pound for bacon 
and 49.2 cents a pound for 
canned ham.
